Re: Claim of Douglas and James Dowdy 
in the amount of $579.89 


Dear President Belen and 
Members of City Council: 


On December 3, 1981, the claimants sub- 
mitted their request for reimbursement for 
damages sustained from a sewer backup. 
They claim damages in the amount of 
$579.89 of which $189 89 can be directly 
attributable to costs associated with clean- 
ing up the sewage. The remainder is at- 
tributed to damaged items, lost wages and 
charges for restoring utility services, An 
itemization of damages was requested from 
the claimants but to date it has not been 
furnished. 


Information received from the Public 
Service Department indicates that an em- 
ployee responded to the claimants’ report- 
ing the backup on November 19, 1981, and 
was unable to determine that the City line 
was plugged because it was not readily 
observable. The employee then recom- 
mended to the claimants that they clean 
their own line feeding to the City main. 
The claimants indicated they advised the 
City employee that they had done so ap- 
proximately six months earlier, however, 
they did rent a routing tape and electric 
pump to clean their line. After having 
attempted to clean the line, they deter- 
mined that it was clear and the Public 
Service Department was again contacted. 
At that time the same employee determined 
there was a plug in the City sewer and 
City crews were called in to remove the 
blockage. 
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The basis of the Dowdys’ claim is that 
the plug should have been observed on the 
first visit so that most of the damages 
could have been avoided. The Public Ser- 
vice Department indicated that some dam- 
age may have been avoided if the plug 
had been observed on the first visit. 


In Michigan, governmental units, such 
as the City of Lansing, are protected from 
liability for negligent actions when en- 
gaged in a governmental function, Michi- 
gan courts have consistently ruled that 
providing of sewage services is a govern- 
mental function which immunizes local 
governmental units from liability for neg- 
ligent acts. Thus, even if it is assumed 
that there was some negligence on behalf 
of the City, governmental immunity would 
relieve the City from any liability. 


Based on the foregoing, it is the recom- 
mendation of this office that the Dowdys’ 
claim in the amount of $579.89 be denied.

This matter was forwarded to this office 
for investigation and recommendation. This 
claimant alleges that on May 18, 1981, his 
vehicle sustained damages while entering 
the City parking lot located at Ottawa and 
Grand Avenue. He indicates that upon at- 
tempting to retrieve a parking ticket from 
the dispenser, the door of the machine fell 
on to his vehicle scratching the paint on 
his door. An employee of the City allegediy 
stated that the door panel of the ticket dis- 
penser falls off frequently, 


Michigan law immunizes a municipality 
from tort liability when engaged in the dis- 
charge and exercise of a governmental 
function. MCLA 691.1407; MSA 3.996(107). 
While a thorough review of the Michigan 
law reveals no dispositive appellate court 
decision on the issue as to whether the 
operation of a municipal parking system 
constitutes a governmental or proprietary 
function, recent court decisions indicate 
that where a municipality enters into a 
profit making venture or competes with the 
private sector the nature of the activity is 
likely to be characterized as a proprietary 
function, Clearly, the operation of parking 
lots may fall within such a category, 


Therefore, based upon the foregoing and 
the likelihood that the operation of a mu- 
nicipal parking lot would likely be char- 
acterized as a proprietary function as well 
as acknowledging the past policy of the 
City Council to award claims where dam- 
ages were sustained in a City owned park- 
ing lot where City negligence may be in- 
volved, it is the recommendation of this 
office that Mr. Carr’s claim in the amount 
of $26.94 should be paid.

This claimant requests reimbursement for 
damages to her car incurred as a result of 
two incidents occurring on Citly streets. 
$70.73 represents damages to her exhaust 
Pipe and muffler occurring as a result of 
an incident on July 5, 1981 and $39.72 rep- 
resents the costs of a replacement tire oc- 
curring as a result of an incident on Au- 
gust 7, 1981. 


Specifically, the claim alleges on July 5, 
1981 she sustained damages to her exhaust 
system as a result of driving her vehicle 
over a chuckhole located on N. Logan 
Street near Maple. She maintains no cau- 
tion signs or barricades were posted that 
would place the public on notice. On Au- 
gust 1, 1981, she also claims that she sus- 
tained a punctured tire as a result of strik- 
ing a bolt on Logan near Saginaw. In both 
instances, she alleges that traffic was con- 
gested and she was unable to swerve to 
avoid the alleged road defects. 


Information received from the Public Ser- 
vice Department indicates they had no 
knowledge or notice of the two road condi- 
tions alleged by the claimant. 


In Michigan, a governmental unit like 
the City of Lansing is liable for damages 
caused by negligent maintenance of its 
roadways only when the condition exists for 
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80 days or if the governmental unit had or 
should have had actual notice of the condi- 
tion prior to the accident. In this case, the 
Public Service Department disclaims any 
actual notice of the conditions mentioned 
by the claimant. Additionally, there is no 
evidence suggesting these conditions were 
in existence for 30 days prior to the mis- 
haps suffered by the claimant. Consequent- 
ly, the doctrine of governmental immunity 
would protect the City from any liability in 
both instances, 


In view of the foregoing, it is the recom- 
mendation of this office that Mrs. Willis’ 
claim in the amount of $110.45 for both in- 
cidents should be denied.

I am a Lansing resident of 1400 W. Wil- 
low. By this correspondence I am request- 
ing the City of Lansing to accept full fi- 
nancial responsibility for damages to my 
ear by paying repair bills totaling $110.45. 


On July 5, my car ran into an unavoid- 
able pot hole while traveling north on 
Logan Street near Maple. There were no 
eaution signs posted or barricades at or 
near the pot hole. I could not see the hole 
until I was almost on it and could not 
swerve to avoid hitting it because of traffic 
in lanes on either side of me. The pot hule 
caused a hole in my exhaust pipe and sub- 
sequently caused the muffler to be replaced 
also (the exhaust pipe and muffler are 
welded together on my car), A breakdown 
of the cost of materials and labor charges 
are on the attached bill. 


On August 1, a tire purchased less than 
a month ago was damaged by litter on 
Logan Street near Saginaw. I was travel- 
ing south on Logan Street approaching 
Saginaw Street intersection when I heard 
a loud noise and then air seeping from my 
tire, I immediately pulled over and what 
seemed to be a bolt had went through my 
tire. This object had driven itself into the 
tire so deep that the tire is beyond repair. 
Again, traffic was such that I could not 
swerve to either side, and I could not avoid 
hitting the object because it was laying 
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directly in the lane I was traveling. A 
copy of my receipt of purchase of the tires 
are attached for your review. 


A pot hole that may cause damage to cars 
should be barricaded or covered immediately 
by the city to avoid accidents and injury 
to persons and property. Also, I am under 
the impression that city taxes are being 
used to keep our city streets cleared of 
debris, especially main thoroughfares such 
as Logan Street. In both incidences, traf- 
fic on either side prevented me from swerv- 
ing and avoid damaging my car. Had I 
swerved either time I would have hit an- 
other car and possibly injured myself or 
someone else. 


I feel that the City of Lansing was neg- 
ligent in not providing proper warning at 
or near a pot hole and for not keeping a 
main city street clear of damaging litter. 
Therefore, I am requesting the City of Lan- 
sing to pay damages in the amount of 
$70.73 for my exhaust pipe, muffler, mate- 
rials and labor, and $39,72 for a new tire— 
$110.45 total.

The 
issuance of the audit report for the FY

In addition to the objectives mandated by 
the Charter, the intent of this audit is to 
review the City’s CETA grants to prepare 
them for federal audit. Since our audit was 
conducted in accordance with federal stan- 
dards and utilized CETA audit guide meth- 
odology, logic and points of emphasis, it, 
in effect, simulated a federal audit.

As a member of the Tri County Aging 
Consortium, I am deeply concerned with a 
recent proposal by Michigan Blue Cross/ 
Blue Shield to raise premiums for individ- 
ual and non-group subscribers whose_poli- 
cies pay for physicians care (Blue Shield 
portion), The plan, which includes the 
Medicare supplemental coverage, would 
raise Blue Shield rates by 90.5%, resulting 
in about a 60% increase for the total Blue 
Cross/Blue Shield package. At the same 
time, the Blues are increasing the deduc- 
tible amounts on both the high option and 
low option plans so that individuals will be 
paying more for less coverage, 


Monthly premiums for the Blue Shiled 
portion will increase from $11.22 to $22.37 
under the high option plan and from $7.24 
to $13.79 under the low option plan, Be- 
eause Medicare only covers approximately 
38% of the medical care casts of the elder- 
ly, it is essential that affordable supple- 
mental coverage is available. 


Recently, we have been receiving several 
complaints from senior citizens expressing 
fear and concern over these increased rates. 
With a utility hike of nearly 50%, setniors 
are already finding it difficult, if not im- 
possible, to make ends meet. Compounding 
this is the drastic Blue Shield increase 
which we are afraid will cause many indi- 
viduals to drop their coverage. 


Over 15% of the nation’s elderly have in- 
comes below the poverty level and over 25% 
are considered near poor. The median in- 
come for persons 65 and over in Michigan 
is only $8,885 compared to $15,368 for. all 
families. In spite of these figures many 
seniors are not eligible for medical assist- 
ance (Medicaid) because Michigan has con- 
tinually lowered income guidelines for eli- 
gibility due to recent budget cuts (today, 
the income limit for Medicaid is $289/month 
for one person.) These people may have no 
alternative but to go without needed medi- 
eal attention, 


Michigan Blue Cross/Blue Shield is a 
non-profit organization which has a com- 
mitment to the general public. This com- 
mitment is in part open to public scrutiny 
as the Blue Cross portion is regulated by

the Insurance Commission, There is no 
reason why the same provision should not 
apply to the entire organization, including 
Blue Shield. The need for this type of 
change has become more acute since the 
Blues, who are by statuatory mandate a 
“benevolent and charitable’ organization, 
have proposed this unjustified and uncon- 
scionable burden on this most vulnerable 
population, 


In light of the above facts, I strongly en- 
courage the Council to publicly oppose the 
Blue Cross/Blue Shield increase and sup- 
port efforts that would hold the Blue Shield 
portion more accountable to the public,

REMARKS BY THE MAYOR 


Mayor presents his State of the City 
Message: 


January 25, 1982 


Council President Lucile Belen and 
Members of the Lansing City Council 


1982 State of the City Message 
Dear Council President and Members: 


For many years I have _listened with you 
to the Mayor’s annual State of the City 
Message. Tonight, as I stand before you to 
deliver the 1982 Message, I am both deeply 
humbled and greatly honored. Indeed, to- 
night’s message represents an opportunity— 
one that I share with each of you. 


Over the past decade as a fellow Council- 
member and citizen, I have shared your 
concerns and frustrations, your hopes and 
dreams, and your desires for our City to 
reach its full potential. The Council has 
prepared m2 to understand the needs of our 
City, the workings of our government, and 
the aspirations of our people. Just as my 
personal and family life is deeply rooted 
among our citizens, so too is my _ public 
service life rooted in the Council. The peo- 
ple of Lansing continue to be my primary 
concern. And the Council continues to pro- 
vide me with positive direction and wise 
eounsel. That is why I say that together 
we share this moment and this opportunity. 


Tonight also represents a set of chal- 
lenges — some of them greater than any we 
have faced in our recent history. Our prob- 
lems are not entirely of ou rown making, 
They are partly the result of state, na- 
tional, and even internaitonal forces; how- 
ever, the solutions to our problems will be 
of our own making -—- and this is our great 
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opportunity as well as our solemn respon- 
sibility, 


As elected representatives of the people, 
we must be responsible leaders. But we 
must also do more: we must bring imagi- 
nation, courage, and positive energy to our 
tasks. Together we must guide this City 
to a new prosperity founded on open minds, 
open doors, and compassionate decisions. 


And we must look to our constituents, 
our fellow Lansing citizens, to participate 
with us in meeting community needs — 
putting away small differ encesf oioinonp 
setting aside old distrusts about City Hall; 
and working together for the greater good. 


1982 STATE OF THE CITY 


Perhaps the greatest difficulty facing us 
is the short-term task of providing adequate 
City services within fiscal constraints and 
the legal requirements for a balanced budg- 
et. We also have a great long-range possi. 
bility in the area of economic revitalization. 
Let me especially emphasize these two con- 
cerns this evening. 


City Services and the Budget 
Financial Condition of the City 


For many years mid-Michigan residents 
enjoyed a healthy, expanding economy. This 
prosperity gave Lansnig_a strong income 
and property tax base. In addition, State 
and Federal government shared a consider- 
able amount of money with Lansing and 
other municipalities. 


All of this has meant that Lansing resi- 
dents enjoyed a high level of city services. 
The City has even been able to maintain 
a reasonable fund balance. 


Recently, however, local economic growth 
has not keep pace with inflation. In addi- 
tion, people have been less willing to pay 
higher property taxes; in fact, last year 
Council reduced the millage rate so there 
was no growth in the City’s property tax. 
Finally, both the economic downturn and 
a national philosophical shift regarding 
government spending have resulted in less 
State and Federal revenue sharing. 


Thus we currently find Lansing with a 
shortage of revenues for operating and cap- 
ital improvement programs. 


At the same time costs have continued to 
escalate, Fuel, utilities, medical and other 
fringe benefit labor costs, and other com- 
ponents of the City budget have risen at 
rates above the rate of inflation. These 
rising costs have used up nearly all of the 
City’s available fund balance, 


I have included below a table which con- 
cisely shows the current and projected City 
financial picture. There may be some vari- 
ation in some of the assumptions that went 
into preparation of this table. However, 
I believe it is safe to conculde that if we 
neither increase revenues nor decrease costs 
the City will have an approximately $5.4 
million deficit by June 80, 1983.

Discussion 


Current state law, city charter and pru- 
dent management practice require the City 
to operate within a balanced budget. 


During the recent Mayoral campaign I 
pledged that I would not recommend addi- 
tional property tax action. I continue to 
believe that our residents and_ business 
owners must not be further burdened. It 
is possible that I will recommend some min- 
imal increases in City user and service fees; 
however, I doubt that these will raise sub- 
stantial new revenues. 


Therefore, my administration is working 
to reduce current spending and to prune 
program costs enough to balance next year’s 
budget. Later in this report I briefly dis- 
cuss the City workforce and reorganization 
as they relate to this budget. 


I only wish to state here that I recognize 
that the City confronts a very serious fi- 
nancial problem; that it is a potentially 
painful problem; and — most important — 
that it is a problem that will only be solved 
if we all work together in a spirit of trust 
and mutual sacrifice. 


Economic Revitalization 
Current Activities 


Over the past several years Michigan has 
confronted a set of very serious economic 
problems. Although Lansing has fared bet- 
ter than most Michigan cities, we have not 
been immune to the current state and na- 
tional economic slump. 


Yet I believe that we in Lansing and 
mid-Michigan have the potential to rebuild 
and to improve our economy. And, I be- 
lieve, we have already made an excellent 
beginning. Before I speak of the future, 
let me mention some recent examples of 
revitalizing economic activities: 


High technology. Sparrow Hospital un- 
dertook a $85 million expansion, Working 
together with MSU’s three medical_schools 
and the area’s medical community, Sparrow 
will soon be a world leader in several areas 
of medical research and development. 
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Other high technology efforts are taking 
place in and near Lansing: General Motors 
has recently upgraded its facilities so as 
to provide new computer and robot-aided 
assembly practices; MSU is building the 
world’s largest cyclotron; and the Univer- 
sity is becoming a leader in the new field 
of agricultural bio-technology. 


Manufacturing. Just this year Motor 
Wheel Corporation decided to remain in 
Lansing and to undertake a $42 million 
plant and equipment renovation. Other 
basic industries for example, Demmer 
Corp., Cutler Plastics, Wohlert Corp., Olds- 
mobile and Fisher Bory — have also made 
recent substantial renovation investments. 


These actions will enable our companies 
to better compete in the world marketplace. 
It wil lalso assist them to obtain Federal 
contracts. Thus a variety of manufacturing 
jobs wil] stay in our community. 


Downtown. The economic heart of our 
community is undergoing several signifi- 
eant improvements, As examples, Dart En- 
ergy Corp. recently announced plans to 
construct a major new headquarters; the 
Michigan Theater complex is undergoing 
significant expansion and renovation; the 
100 Block and exhibition hall projects are 
almost ready to be built; Capitol] Commons 
is progressing toward a successful comple- 
tion; two significant cultural attractions, 
Impression 5 and R. E. Olds Museum re- 
cently located downtown; and several other 
projects are underway. 


These activities will strengthen our City 
and will create hundreds of new office, 
retail and service jobs for Lansing. In ad- 
dition, in recent weeks, other developers 
have expressed interest in our downtown. 


Other. In addition to the above there are 
a number of smaller — but significant new 
economic developments underway in our 
community. Also, there are significant de- 
velopments in adjacent communities: the 
Hannah Research Park; the G.M. diesel 
plant; the Lansing and Meridian Mall ex- 
pansions; and the Meijer warehouse to 
name several. Even though these are tak- 
ing place outside our borders, they mean 
jobs and economic activity for our people. 


The Fuutre 

As Mayor I intend to continue to vigor- 
ously support economic expansion in Lan- 
sing and the mid-Michigan region. To this 
end I have initiated the following: 


Personal meetings. With the assistance 
of the City’s EDC and area businesspersons 
I have been meeting personally with repre- 
sentatives of companies that are interested 
in locating in our community. In addition 
I have begun a series of meetings with area 
leaders — businesspersons, labor represent- 
atives, and others — to seek out ideas and 
support for new economic activity. In this 
regard, I wil soon meet with Governor Wil- 
liam G. Millken and members of his staff. 


A voluntary council. Together with State 
Senator Bill Sederburg I am creating a 
metropolitan Lansing economic advisory 
council. This group will work closely with 
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me to suggest ways of streamlining regu- 
lations that affect business and to encour- 
age new business expansion. 


Federal grants. I have recently met with 
Federal officials, including Congressman 
Jim Dunn, I believe we can work to see 
that local business gets an increased share 
of Federal contracts and grant funds. 


As I have mentioned, we have an essen- 
tially healthy economy. It is anchored by 
automobile-related manufacturing, educa- 
itonal institutions and State government. 
We obviously have the resources available 
to improve our economy. 


I believe that our ability to revitalize 
Lansing and the metropolitan area is es- 
sentially dependent on two factors: (1) 
hard work underatken in a genuine team 
spirit and (2) a strongly positive attitude 
about the many talents of Lansing people. 


Additional Concerns 


In addition to the areas of City finance 
and economic revitalization I wish to em- 
phasize the following: 


City employees. Our City workers are 
people of extraordinary skill and dedication. 
As we enter a period of program cutbacks 
I call on all City employees to work with 
me and with Council in order that we can 
make such reductions in ways that will 
minimize their effects. I hope that we will 
all be willing to make small sacrifices so 
that none or only a few will be put out of 
work, I also intend to strive to maintain— 
and even to improve — recent affirmative 
action gains. 


To this end I recently formed an ad hoc 
committee on “‘alternatives to layofs.’? This 
group is carefully examining ways in which 
we can curtail costs without having to lay 
off personnel. In addition, I shall continue 
to support the initiation of an innovative 
“quality of worklife’ program for City 
employees. 


I greatly respect the people and traditions 
of the Lansing Labor movement. Over my 
term of office, I shall work closely with 
City Hall leadership to accomplish our mu- 
tual goals of balancing the budget and im- 
proving our quality of work life. 


Better Neighborhoods. Nothing is more 
central to our community than liveable 
neighborhoods. I believe in excellent Lan- 
sing neighborhoods and intend to do every- 
thing possible for them. 


I am undertaking three specific neigh- 
borhood-related activities, First, I will soon 
appoint several persons to serve as volun- 
tary liaison between my office and Lan- 
sing’s neighborhood organizations. Second, 
I will continue to encourage the Police De- 
partment and neighborhood groups to build 
a City-wide Neighborhood Watch crime pre- 
vention effort. And third, I will work with 
the Lansing School District to develop 
workable, neighborhood-enhancing school- 
city policies, 


COUNCIL PROCEEDINGS 45 


Reorganization of City Departments and 
Agencies. As I have examined the budget 
over the past several weeks I have also 
begun an intensive review of the City’s or- 
ganizational structure. Department and 
agency heads have been asked to submit 
plans to streamline City functions. I do 
not recommend specific organizational 
changes as part of this message; however, 
I will, as part of the fiscal year 1983 budget 
process, recommend ways to increase effi- 
ciency through new staffing and organiza~- 
tional patterns. 


Intergovernmental co-operation. The pre- 
vious mayor recommended that our City 
take a leadership role in forming a Lan- 
sing-area metropolitan government. While 
that idea has some theoretical support and 
has been used elsewhere, I believe it might 
be resisted by some nighboring municipali- 
ties and other agencies — each of which 
has a unique history, character, and local 
elected officials. 


Rather than forming a metropolitan gov- 
ernment, I would prefer that Lansing take 
the lead in initiating and continuing inter- 
governmental co-operation. To this end I 
have begun to mect with Senator Sederburg, 
Representatives Hollister and Stabenow and 
other Legislators, County Commissioners 
and other public officials to discuss needs 
and programs that reach beyond City bound- 
aries. As one example, I am currently dis- 
cussing with the County several ways in 
which to make the 9-1-1 system more satis- 
factory to all participants. I believe that 
continued intergovernmental co-operation 
has the potential to greatly strengthen met- 
Zooliten services and substantially cut 
costs, 


School-City co-operation. I have met with 
school board members and staff and we 
have established a direct communication 
link. It is our intent to explore the estab- 
lishment of a co-operative school-city policy 
that would encompass such areas as build- 
ing use, safety, neighborhood development, 
youth opportunity, and the arts. 


_In this regard I have also met with Lan- 

sing Community College’s board and staff 
members. Over its short life-span LCC has 
made a tremendous contribution to our 
region; we will together find ways to 
strengthen this commitment. 


Arts and cultural programs. A commu- 
nity’s “quality of life’ has proven to be 
very important to attracting new residents, 
visitors, and economic activity. Thus — 
together with my wife, Virginia —- I intend 
to strongly support Boarshead Theater, 
Lansing Art Gallery, Lansing Symphony, 
Impression 5, R. E. Olds Museum, ethnic 
festivals, and other arts-cultural organiza- 
tions, festivals and events. I am particu- 
larly interested in assisting the arts to im- 
prove our downtown, 


Voluntary assistance activities. Over the 
past several years, area human _ service 
needs have grown rapidly. At the same 
time government’s ability to respond to 
these needs has not kept pace. One way 
of partially responding to these needs is 
through the continued work of volunteers. 
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I know that Lansing people have a long 
and distinguished history of working volun- 
tarily. I ask that we each make an addi- 
tional commitment during these difficult 
economic times, 


Litigation. Over the past several years 
there has been an increase in the amount 
of City litigation. In order to minimize the 
cost of litigation I am taking three steps: 
First, I am_negotiating a new agreement 
with the Miller, Johnson, Snell & Cunmmis- 
key legal firm. As part of this agreement, 
the firm will fully staff a Lansing office. 


Second, I am working to insure that addi- 
tional labor relations work is done by cur- 
rent City Staff. There is some work that 
has previously been handled by lawyers that 
will be accomplished within the Personnel 
Office. Finally, I am discussing with Lan- 
sing law firms the possibility that some out- 
side legal counsel will be provided locally. 
All parties to these discussions have in- 
dicated an understanding of Lansing’s fi- 
nancial condition and a readiness to protect 
the City’s legal interests in the most effi- 
cient possible manner, 


Conclusion 


In conclusion I would like to again say 
that Lansing faces enormous challenges. 
All around us local governments are faced 
with fiscal crises. We have been fortunate 
in having been financially solvent to this 
point, And, I am confident, we can con- 
tinue to avoid a major crisis if we all pull 
together — business, labor, educational in- 
stitutions, churches, civic groups, City 
Council, the Mayor’s Office, and all citi- 
zens, 


I will certainly use every power I have as 
Mayor of this City to bring people together, 
to define common goals, and to chart a 
realistic future course. Invite you tonight 
to join with me to form the necessary part- 
nership that will build a better Lansnig. 


From adversity can come renewed 
strength. We now have the opportunity to 
transform these adverse times into the uni- 
fying forces that will re-create Lansing. 
Together we will turn 1982’s challenges into 
1928's opportunities.

CITY ACTIVITIES 


The people who make up our local govern- 
ment are hard-working, effective, and be- 
lieve in the City of Lansing. Despite cur- 
rent and impending budgetary restraints, 
they continue to adequately meet our pub- 
lic safety and other service needs. It has 
been a privilege for me to know our staff 
as a Councilmember and, more recently, as 
Mayor. Following is a summary of their 
many 1981 programs and services. 
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Public Safety Activities 


Fire Department 


Lansing has the State’s most modern 
and up-to-date firefighting and paramedic 
teams. As a result of our in-service resi- 
dential inspection program, the number of 
1981 residential fires was reduced by eight 
percent to 153 from 170 (while the number 
of alarms increased by one percent to 
11,000). 


Although Lansing’s fire loss increased 
by six percent, the City’s per capita loss 
of $11.86 is still half the state average of 
$23.80. The Department was successful in 
obtaining judicial action on approximately 
65 percent of arson fires. 


Activities. The Department initiated or 
expanded several innovative or cost-saving 
activities: a new “add-on” line enabled 
the Department to speak directly with 9-1-1 
callers; presently the City Attorney is re- 
viewing an updated Uniform Fire Code; 
two pumping engines were completely re- 
furbished; paramedic personnel screened 
1,178 citizens in the City Hall lobby; para- 
medics made presentations to a number of 
senior citizens, school P.T.A., church, and 
other civic groups; a new “pump simula- 
tor” increased efficiency and saved vehicle 
fuel and apparatus wear-and-tear; the use 
of cable Chnnel 28 saved training costs; 
many hours were spent coordinting heli- 
copter rescue procedures with the Army 
National Guard; the Alarm Division con- 
tinued te remove street alarm boxes; and 
several repairs were made to Department 
facilities, 


Police Department 


During the first six months of 1981, Part 
I crimes in Lansing increased by one per- 
cent. This compares with a two percent 
increase in comparable cities of the north 
central region and a three percent national 
increase (as defined by the F.B.I. Uniform 
Crime Report). 


The minimal increases in crime in Lan- 
sing may be (at least) partly attributed to 
the coordinated effort of the Lansing Po- 
lice Department. Following is description 
of the activities of each of the department’s 
five divisions. . 

Uniform Division. In the first nine 
months of 1981 officers responded to 56,919 
calls for service — a seven percent increase 
over the same period in 1980. 


Additional highlights: the Michigan 
Avenue foot patrol continued to provide a 
direct link with the community; Park se- 
curity answered 2,841 calls for service; the 
Potter Park horse patrol continued to be 
well accepted; the prisoner detention unit 
booked 6,201 prisoners; the Law Enforce- 
ment Information Network received 34,000 
queries; the School Safety Unit made 2,379 
presentations to 118,000 children, youth and 
adults; the Helicopter Patrol responded to 
2,744 calls for service; the motorcycle unit 
took on 722 special assignments. 
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In July this division began a pilot ‘‘Crime 
Awareness Program” designed to better 
acquaint residents with the officers as- 
signed to their neighborhoods. Approxi- 
mately 620 officer/*neighbor contacts were 
made during the last six months of 1981. 


Investigation Division. During the first 
nine months of 1981 the division recovered 
$1,250,000 in stolen goods. Additionally, 
the Metro Narcotics Squad made 128 ar- 
rests; a June “Sting” operation recovered 
property worth $25,000; the Flex-Squad 
made 1,979 arrests; and the Liquor Squad 
made 92 annual bar inspections. 


Administrative Services Division. This 
division developed computer programs to 
provide better statistical data and stolen 
vehicle information; analyzed department 
job responsibilities; updated City disaster 
plans; analyzed courtroom overtime poli- 
cies ; and analyzed data related to burglary 
cases, 


Personnel nd Training Division. This di- 
vision continued work with high school 
career days; minority recruiting; youth de- 
velopment; Spanish-language communica- 
tion; police-community relations; and inter- 
nal affairs complaints. 


Central Records Division. This division 
instituted a money-saving microfiche rec- 
ords system; began a program of investi- 
gating precious metals/gem dealers; fully 
implemented the computer-aided dispatch 
system; continued to iron out 9-1-1 system 
problems; prepared to develop a radio fre- 
quency for Ingham County emergency ve- 
hicles; and improved the radio communica. 
tion capabilities of the department. 


Finally, the division continued to expand 
the Neighborhood Watch Program. This 
program now has 46 Watch Groups with 
5,452 participating residences. It will con- 
tinue to expand in 1982. 


Other City Department Activities 
Human Resources Department 


During 1981 the Department awarded 
$578,264 to thirteen Lansing-area human 
Service and cultural agencies. These agen- 
cies provided 61,739 service contacts with 
area residents. 


Services provided included child care; 
child abuse and neglect treatment/preven- 
tion; handicapper assistance; elderly per- 
son voluntary placement and homebound 
meals; alcohol and drug treatment/preven- 
tion; delinquent youth and _ ex-offender 
rehabilitation; employment referral and 
placement; money management and house 
mortgage counseling; emergency transpor- 
tation; women’s assistance; landlord-tenant 
dispute resolution; health information and 
assistance; arts-cultural support; infor- 
mation and referral services; and Christmas 
basket donations. 


The generally poor state of Michigan’s 
economy and reductions in State and Fed- 
eral budget growth have resulted in both 
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increased human service needs and reduced 
services. The City is also facing budget 
growth reductions and will not be able to 
respond to all the demands made on it. 
As one small step in assisting needy per- 
sons and families I am participating in vol- 
untary human service programs. I encour- 
age all Lansing-area residents to consider 
getting more deeply involved in these ac- 
tivities. 


Building Safety and Development 


Despite staff reductions the Department 
maintained necessary service levels. And, 
although construction activity has been re- 
duced somewhat because of the economy, 
Lansing is still considered to be more ac- 
tive than many other communities. 


Construction. Building permits dropped 
to 1,254 in 1981 from 1,354 in 1980 and the 
permit value dropped to $46.8 million from 
$59.2 million, (1980 figures included the 
$26.8 million Sparrow Hospital project.) 


The permit value for all residential con- 
struction was $25.1 million in 1981 up from 
$19 million in 1980. This increase was 
largely due to additional multi-family con- 
struction. 


Non-resident construction dropped to 
$21.7 million in 1981 from $40.2 million in 
1980 (including Sparrow). Among the 
larger projects initiated in 1981 were the 
Capitol Commons Apartments, the Ingham 
Medical Hospital Expansion, the Fisher 
Body expansion and the Stoneridge Mead- 
ows Apartments. 


The Department issued 8,864 electrical, 
mechanical, plumbing and other permits. 
It also conducted 4,454 residential and com- 
munity construction inspections, 1,194 res- 
idential safety inspections, 200 residential 
resale inspections, and 344 multiple dweli- 
ing inspections. 


Housing code enforcement. This con- 
tinues to be a most difficult and demanding 
task. Several thousand inspections were 
conducted to encourage safe homes and 
more liveable neighborhoods. The Depart- 
ment’s involvement in court actions has in- 
creased due to its aggresive action in bring- 
ing unsafe and vacant buildings into com- 
pliance. 


Rehabilitation. The Department’s Resi- 
dential CD Rehabilitation Section, has re- 
habilitated 109 housing units — down from 
162 in 1980. Obtaining affordable loans at 
reasonable interest rates continues to be a 
problem. The Department is exploring es- 
tablishment of a subsidized loan fund. 


Redevelopinent, A major redevelopment 
effort was Capitol Commons — now ap- 
proximately half finished. This project in- 
volved a $935,000 UDAG grant. 


The Redevelopment Division continued ac- 
tive in Community Development Block 
Grant activities. Nearly all acquisition, re- 
location, and demolition activities have been 
completed. 
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Parks and Recreation 


The 1981 Department budgeted level of 
Service was set slightly below the 1980 
level — thus staff undertook the challenge 
of maintaining departmental] services with- 
out creating negative public impact. 


Activities. Over 55,000 vehicles paid the 
Potter Park admission fee and family pic- 
nic reservations doubled at the Park; 
Friends of the Zoo completed the new avi- 
ary; Friends of Turner-Dodge, Georgetown 
Manor and _ Bunday’s made significant 
Dodge Mansion renovations; park repairs 
were made to 467 pieces of playground 
equipment, 205 plumbing fixtures, and 129 
fences; 860 parkland acres were mowed 
nine times; community centers scheduled 
1,175 social services meetings, 804 public 
group meetings, and 734 activity classes; 
and a variety of special programs — for 
example, a Winter Fest and July 4 activi- 
ties — were offered. 


Athletics, Last winter 16,700 skaters 
used the Washington Park ice rink; 138,000 
nine-hole rounds (including 18,000 senior 
rounds) were played on City golf courses; 
and a non-resident fee was applied (this 
new fee structure was also applied to other 
sports areas which further reduced the 
City’s subsidy). 


City Market. All market tables are now 
leased at least eight months per year. 
$107,000 for lease payments and $22,700 in 
auctioned leases was paid to the City. Many 
of the market’s new vendors are middle- 
sized businesses rather than produce farm- 
ers who historically made up most of the 
market. 


Forestry and Cemetery. The Forestry Di- 
vision repaired storm damage at 1,161 lo- 
cations; removed 636 mature trees; and 
trimmed 8,000 trees. The Cemetery Division 
began installing a new type of gravesite 
marker foundation which reduces align- 
ment problems and mower damages. 


Public Service Department 


Even with the poor state of the economy 
and rapidly rising labor and other costs, 
public service was maintained at the same 
level of service in 1981 as in previous 
years — with the exception of implementa- 
tion of major construction projects. 


Engineering Division. Among the Divi- 
sion’s 1981 activities were 240 sidewalk and 
driveway permits; 494 sewer permits; and 
sixteen miles of road surfaced, Major proj- 
ects included the Capitol Commons sewers; 
Glueburne Interceptor; the David Street ex- 
pansion; the Kalamazoo Street railroad 
crossing improvement; the South Cedar/ 
South Pennsylvania intersection improve- 
ment; and major completion of the Aurelius 
Road Landfill grading and capping. 


Operations and Maintenance Division. 
The Division increased its efforts in 1981 
to improve crack filling and base repair 
to existing roadway life. Recycled mate- 
rial from existing streets was reused exten- 
sively to reduce surface maintenance cost. 
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It also worked to centralize and make 
more efficient the City’s refuse collection. 
Sixty-seven percent of City residents used 
the voluntary refuse program — as com- 
pared to 71% in 1980. Proceeds from the 
sale of orange bags fell $205,539 short of 
covering collection expenses as compared to 
$331,636 in 1980. 


Wastewater Division. The wastewater 
treatment plant completed the year with no 
effluent limit violations (there was one vio- 
lation in 1980 and 75 in 1979). The plant 
processed 9,368,869,000 gallons of sewage. 
A Federal grant obtained through the De- 
partment of Natural Resources will allow 
completion of modifications in the sludge 
incinerator by mid-1982. Work neared com- 
pletion on the Sewer System Evaluation 
Survey and the Industrial Pretreatment 
Program. 


Transportation Division, The Division 
office was reorganized to allow more effi- 
cient use of personnel; 2,400 new street 
signs were installed at 720 intersections; 
further imporvements were made on the 
South Pennsylvania/Grand Trunk under- 
pass truck height detection system; eight- 
een intersections were given longlife therm- 
oplastic crosswalk markings; improvements 
were made in the Division’s computer sys- 
tem; and adult crossing guard study was 
completde; a downtown parking study was 
completed; new parking control equipment 
was installed in the South Washington 
Mall and South Capitol Garage; and work 
continued on major maintenance to the 
parking garages, 


Planning Department 


The Department continued to assist a va- 
riety of activities, As examples, it proc- 
esses 43 rezoning petitions, ten special use 
permits, six foster care approval requests, 
nine subdiivision plats, 26 front. yard park- 
ing petitions and 24 lot splits. It processed 
and analyzed 93 zoning appeal requests, 
Staff also conducted 2,829 zoning inspec- 
tions, responded to 9,000 zoning informa- 
tion requests, issued 1,052 front yard park- 
ing warnings, and ticketed 328 front yard 
parking violations. 


Staff held 75-plus meetings with neigh- 
borhood and community groups to prepare 
amendments to the zoning ordinance. It 
initiated a series of citizen efforts to pre- 
pare a Northeast Lansing, Comprehensive 
Plan, Staff reviewed P.A, 285 reviews 
(which are required for the purchase, sale, 
expansion, or transfer of public properties). 
And staff updated the six-year capital de- 
velopment program, which is a schedule of 
proposed capital expenditures, 


Economic Development Activities. The 
Department progressed with a grant and 
effort to clear and market the former Dia- 
mond Reo site to Demmer Corp.; continued 
its review of all EDC funding requests: as- 
sisted Motor Wheel expansion effort; and 
assisted the 100 Block and convention/ 
exhibition hall projects. 


In addition, staff made study of the 
transportation terminal project, conducted 
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a consultant study of Michigan Avenue 
transportation ; conducted several downtown 
parking background studies; and began 
work on an Edgewood Boulevard environ- 
mental impact statement, 


Community Development Block Grant 
This program involves preparation of the 
annual application, housing assistance plan, 
program and project budgets, and perform- 
ance report. The Department assures that 
implementation schedules and program 
guidelines are met. It also supports citizens 
councils and activities in four target neigh- 
borhoods. The CDBG is the City’s single 
most. important redevelopment funding 
source, 


Finally, Department provided staff sup- 
port to City Council, Waterfront Develop- 
ment Board, and several citizen groups. 


Finance Department 


The Department is curently working on 
two major tasks: (1) improvement of the 
City’s overall fiscal management in an ef- 
fort to minimize the City’s economic prob- 
lems and (2) completion of new computer 
programming for accounting, tax asses- 
ment, and tax collection functions. 


Activities. The Department’s Accounting 
Division improved City financial reporting 
(and won the prestigious ‘Certifcate of 
Conformance” from the Municipal Finance 
Officers’ Association) ; the Assessment Di- 
vision changed computerized assessment 
practices to conform with recent voter man- 
date and legislative direction; the Budget 
Division continued the major task of budget 
preparation and analysis for the City budg- 
et; the Income Tax Division processed 
100,000: returns and issued 60,000 refunds 
(the Division’s top two administrators re- 
cently retired and I am considering ways 
to reorganize this function); the Purchas- 
ing Division has worked to obtain accept- 
able goods and services within tighter budg- 
et constraints; and the Treasury Division 
provided for the centralized colleciton of 
all City funds. 


Personnel Department 


During 1981 the Department accepted 
6,594 employment applications and 826 per- 
sons were hired. Promotion for 122 em- 
ployees was approved. 


Several key Department positions were 
filled during 1981. This will make it pos- 
sible to negotiate in an effective manner 
during the City’s upcoming contract nego- 
tiations. I have begun discussion with the 
Department, the City Attorney, and others 
regarding ways the City can reduce the cost 
of independent attorney assistance. 


The Manpower Division, which operated 
the Comprehensive Employment and Train- 
ing Act (CETA) for the City was phased 
out. in mid-1981 due to Federal funding loss. 


Safety. The Safety Division provided 294 
hours of safety training, held 54 safety 
meetings, and conducted 34 safety inspec- 
tions. Claims investigations and medical 
referrals were increased over the previous 
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years, primarily due to increased Worker’s 
Compensation litigation. 


Law Department 


During 1981 there was a substantial in- 
crease in litigation, The City’s major civil 
cases doubled; property tax appeals in- 
creased by fifty percent; workers compen- 
sation cases increased by 25 percent (de- 
spite a reduced City workforce); and crimi- 
nal warrants increased by 25 percent. 


The Department has worked to keep pace 
with this liitgation by increasing the num- 
ber of weekly trials and by diverting some 
cases into the community mental health 
and social services systems, 


During 1981 the Department also worked 
to revise the traffic, zoning, and purchasing 
sections of the City’s code of ordinances. 
When completed these revisions will be rec- 
ommended to Council. 


Administrative Services 


The Department continued to reduce City 
administrative and support service costs. 
Examples: the two-year old building and 
property maintenance program reduced un- 
scheduled maintenance demand; an accel- 
erated energy conservation program saved 
an estimated $4,700; a study of central 
garage user patterns saved $25,000 through 
work reductions; a refurbishing program 
substantially Iengthened the life of fire- 
fighting equipment; several City functions 
were computerized; inventories were re- 
duced to sixty days from ninety days (which 
leaves additional City funds available for 
investment); and records were microfilmed. 


The Department sold 88 properties for 
$18,730 (which also placed them back on 
the tax rolls) and completed exhibition cen- 
ter site property purchase and business re- 
location — without having to resort to 
condemnation proceedings. 


Finally, the City’s paper flow continued 
unabated — 2.8 million sheets of paper were 
copied or printed; 600,000 envelopes were 
printed; and 560,000 outgoing and 70,000 
interoffice pieces of mail were delivered 
(the microfilm section fought back by, 
among other projects, filming forty-eight 
drawers of the City Clerk’s records). 


Office of the Mayor 


In order to provide example to all City 
departments, I have begun to reorganize 
and reduce costs within the Executive Of- 
fice. I have hired a part-time special as- 
sistant on a consulting contract to replace 
the former administrative assistant and will 
not fill one clerical position for at least one 
year. (These actions will save the city 
approximately $45,000 in annual salary and 
related costs.) Additionally, I am discuss- 
ing increased duties for my Office of 
Grants and Program Coordination and ex- 
amining the possibility of further staff re- 
ductions, 
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Following is discussion of activities which 
are under the jurisdiction of my office. 


Human Relations. In March, 1981, Coun- 
cil adopted the Richard D. Letts Human 
Relations Ordinance which provides the De- 
partment with increased power to receive 
and examine complaints, practices of dis~ 
crimination, and acts of prejudice against 
persons or groups. 


Over the past year the Department con- 
ciliated and estimated 1,040 service com- 
plaints; investigated seventeen formal and 
informal discrimination complaints; and 
provided investigation documentation for 
six complaints on behalf of the Michigan 
Department of Civil Rights, 


In addition, the Department provided per- 
sons with translation assistance; coordi- 
nated the activities of the Mayor’s Police 
Community Relations Advisory Board; 
monitored City contractors and vendors for 
equal opportunity compliance; and pre- 
pared an affirmative action report. 


As Mayor, I intend to work with Council 
to do everything possible to further the 
cause of affirmative action and equal op- 
portunity in our community. 


Office of Emergency Services. During 
1981 the office reviewed and updated all 
procedures and emergency plans in compli- 
ance with Federal Emergency Management 
regulations. In addition, the office re- 
sponded to two major fires, two hazardous 
materials spills, 28 weather watches, three 
barricaded gunman operations, and three 
U.S. Secret Services command post opera- 
tions. 


The Michigan State Police and Federal 
Emergency Management Agency rated Lan- 
sing’s emergency services operation at 
93% — considerably above the 38% na- 
tional average. 


Program Coordinator. The most signifi- 
cant grant for the City is the $10.3 million 
Urban Development Action Grant which is 
part of the projected 100 Block develop- 
ment. In addition, this office assisted in 
receipt of $2.8 milion in other grants dur- 
ing 1981. 


Senior Center. During 1981 the Center 
served an estimated 22,000 persons with 
such services as education, creative arts, 
recreation, adovcacy, employment, health, 
nutrition, and social services. The Center 
also provides space for the Tri-County Of- 
fice on Aging and a Parks and Recreation 
Senior Program site. 


Civic Center. Despite the sluggish econ- 
omy, 1981 Civic Center revenues were up 
by $27,000. The number of bookings and 
parking showed modest increases. A num- 
ber of new firms show interest in the Civic 
Center for 1982. Negotiations are being 
coordinated with the Lansing Symphony to 
use the Center. 
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City Agency Activities 
Economic Development Activities 


The City’s lead agency in the implemen- 
tation of economic development programs 
is our Economic Development Corporation 
which has three principal goals: (1) crea- 
tion of new jobs; (2) strengthening our 
economic base; and (8) developing a posi- 
tive community attitude toward economic 
development. 


During 1981, the Corporation issued $6.9 
million in tax-exempt revenue bonds for 
projects resulting in the retention or crea- 
tion of over 200 jobs. Project plans have 
been approved for developments represent- 
ing over $31 million in Corporation financ- 
ing; over 700 local jobs are associated with 
these developments. Among the businesses 
whose projects have been assisted by re- 
cent EDC bond issues are Feredal Forge, 
Speaker-Hines & Thomas Printers, Jackson 
National Life Insurance Company, and 
Quality Dairy. 


The Economic Development Corporation 
has been actively involved in development 
of a package for financing the 100 Block 
development; I anticipate being able to an- 
nounce a groundbreaking shortly, The Cor- 
poration’s efforts, in association with those 
of our Downtown Development Authority, 
will also be the key to successful reuse of 
the J. W. Knapp and J. C. Penney build- 
ings and the Reo property. 


The Lansing Hospital Financing Author- 
ity was established in 1980 to complement 
the activities of the Economic Development 
Corporation in the area of health care 
faciilties development. The Authority is- 
sued $57.6 million in bonds for the reno- 
vation and expansion of Sparow Hospital. 
This project will result in substantial new 
job creation and the establishment of Spar- 
row Hospital as a focal point in the Mid- 
west for such specialties as cancer care and 
the treatment of kidney disease. 


Lansing Housing Commission 


The Commission operates 890 rent-assisted 
housing units. It currently has 367 addi- 
tional families or persons on a waiting list. 


The Commission intends to apply for 
Federal funding to rehabilitate three major 
housing developments: Mt. Vernon (140 
units); LaRoy Froh (100 units); and Hil- 
debrandt Park (100 units). However, due 
to Federal budget cutbacks it is unlikely 
that funds will actually be received. 


The Commission anticipates difficulty in 
1932 because of budgetary constraints and 
because it is not possible to significantly 
increase rent levels. . 


Board of Water and Light 


In 1981 the Board made progress on the 
following projects: 


A collaborative digitization project of the City of Lansing and Forest Parke Library and Archives - Capital Area District Libraries 


JANUARY 25, 1982 


The chimney-building effort at the Eck- 
ert-Moore’s Park Plant continued. These 
three multi-flued chimneys are being built 
to comply with Federal air quality stand- 
ards, The chimney project, with required 
coal handling system modifications, will 
cost an estimated $25 million when com- 
pleted in late 1982. It was part of a $46 
million effort to meet more stringent en- 
vironmental laws. 


In 1981, 1,200 BWL customers took ad- 
vantage of the Residential Conservation 
Services Program. Under this program 
customers may receive an energy audit for 
$10. 


Two new BWL facilities were added in 
1981: (1) an Environmental Engineering 
Center at 830 E, Hazel Street and (2) a 
System Operating Center on Alpha Street 
(operational in spring, 1982). 


Statistics: in 1981 BWL_ generated 
2,192,900,000 kilowatt hours of electricity 
and pumped 8,407,447,000 gallons of water

On Julye20j01981, the City Council re- 
ceived a claim letter from Seok C. Song, 
alleging damage to the roof of his car as a 
result of a i i 
According to Mr. Song, the arm of the exit 
gate suddenly released as his car passed 
under it, denting and scratching the roof 
of his car. The attendant directed Mr. Song 
to obtain two estimates for repairs which 
he has done: Hunt’s Body Shop estimated 
$95.00; Story Body Shop, $100.50. 


An investigation of the incident by Wal- 
ter Ransom, Parking Superintendent, de- 
termined that no report was filed by the 
attendant on duty. Mr. Ransom has con- 
firmed, however, that under certain cir- 
cumstances the gate mechanism could de- 
activate before the exiting vehicle cleared 
the driveway, He also reported that in July 
the gates on Washington Square were still 
being adjusted for various weather condi- 
tions and vehicle types. 
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While statutory law provides for muni- 
cipal immunity from liability “in all cases 
wherein the governmental agency is en- 
gaged in the exercise or discharge of a gov- 
ernmenta] function,” MCLA 691.1407; MSA 
3.996(107), no such provision is made for 
proprietary functions. 


As the operation of parking facilities for 
fee and in competition with private entre- 
preneurs is clearly a proprietary function, 
and as the City was aware of the necessity

Re: Claim of Charles A. Pratt in the 
amount of $589.30 


Dear President Belen and 
Members of City Council: 


This claimant requests reimbursement in 
the amount of $589.30 for monies paid to 
Quality Plumbing for work completed at 
his residence at 2015 Victor Street on Au- 
gust 18, 1981. The claimant indicates that 
the sewer was blocked by the roots of a city 
tree planted directly over the sewer and is 
of the opinion that the City is therefore 
liable for his costs incurred. 


Information provided by Douglas Finley, 
Director of Parks and Recreation, indicates 
that the tree in question, a 16” diameter 
Sweet Gum, was planted in 1955 apparently 
over the sewer lead between the street and 
the front walk. Mr. Finley indicates that 
the placing of trees directly over a sewer 
or sewer lead creates less of a risk for 
damage to the tree than if the tree were 
placed off center. Mr. Finly additionally 
indicates that there is absolutely no in- 
creased potential for sewer damage by roots 
if a tree is placed directly over a sewer or 
sewer lead as opposed to being placed off 
to one side by several feet. In the instant 
case, Quality Plumbing obtained a standard 
permit for sewer work from the Public Ser- 
vice Department and commenced work. Mr. 
Finley indicates, as a general practice, con- 
tractors contact the Public Service Depart- 
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ment if special problems are anticipated 
before commencing work but no such con- 
tact was made in this instance. The first 
notification the City of Lansing received 
of any problem was when this claimant 
contacted the Forestry Division to have the 
tree removed after completion of the work 
by Quality Plumbing. At that point in 
time, an inspection revealed considerable 
digging around much of the tree which, 
according to Mr. Finley, effectively killed 
the tree in question. It is the position of 
Mr. Finley and the Public Service Depart- 
ment that this claimant and/or his con- 
tractor provided the City with no opportu- 
nity to assist in solving the problem or to 
protect the City’s interest and investment 
in a mautre shade tree. It appears possible 
that this tree could have been salvaged by 
tunneling to the problem or by eliminating 
the problem roots through the use of chem- 
icals if the City had received prior notice 
of the problem that existed. Mr. Finley 
correctly indicates that City Ordinance 23-5 
provides: 


“No person shall, without the written 
permit of the city forester, remove, de- 
stroy, break, cut, deface, trim, nor in 
any way injure nor interfere with any 
tree, plant or shrub in any highway, 
park or boulevard of the city; provided, 
however, nothing in this section shall be 
construed so as to apply to the removal 
under the direction of the department of 
public service of any root, tree, shrub, 
or plant or parts thereof when such re- 
moval shall be necessary for the con- 
struction of any sidewalks, sewer or 
public improvement, after having first 
notified the city forester.’’ 


MCLA 691.1407; MSA 3.996(107) provides 
that governmental agencies shall be immune 
from tort liability in all cases where the 
agency is engaged in the exercise or dis- 
charge of a governmental function. The 
Court ruled in the case of Beauchamp v 
Saginaw Township, 74 Mich App 44; 258 
NW2d 355 (1977) that construction of sew- 
ers as a public health measure is a govern- 
mental function. It is equally clear that 
the maintenance of a sewer system afforded 
the protections provided by a governmental 
immunity. It would therefore appear that 
the City of Lansing is immune from any 
liability in the instant case even if facts 
were alleged constituting negligence on the 
part of the City of Lansing. 


Applying the aforementioned statutory 
and case law to the facts presented by this 
claimant, it is the recommendation of this 
office that this claim be denied.

The above capitioned claim was referred 
to this office for further information fol- 
lowing the initial recommendation that the 
claim be denied. A review of the transcript 
of Mrs. Marsh’s conversation with the Lan- 
sing Fire Department on August 5, 1981, 
reveals that she represented her problem 
to LFD as stomach pain which is not a 
symptom considered to be of an emergency 
nature by LFD or Mercy Ambulance Ser- 
vice. However, confirmation with Ingham 
Medical Hospital reveals that on August 5, 
1981, Mrs, Marsh was hospitalized for three 
days for “gastric bleeding,” apparently a 
chronie condition with which claimant 
suffers. 


While the transcript of the telephone con- 
versation reveals that both LFD and 911 
dispatchers received claimant’s consent to 
send Mercy Ambulance, it is conceivable 
that the claimant’s physical condition at the 
time of her call vitiated any knowing con- 
sent to her being transported by Mercy 
Ambulance. Consequently, all factors con- 
sidered, it is the recommendation of this 
office that Mrs. Marsh’s claim be granted.

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basin leads draining into it. The Public 
Service Department further indicates that 
the heavy rain in October created an in- 
creased flow which probably glutted the 10 
inch line servicing the area and causing 
the backup in claimant's house. 


MCLA 691.1407; MSA 3.996(107) immu- 
nizes a municipality from tort liability 
where the municipality is engaged in the 
exercise and discharge of a governmental 
function, While recent court decisions have 
narrowed the scope of governmental immu- 
nity, case authority indicates that the na- 
ture of the operation of a sewer system is 
such that it is ‘‘recognized as a necessary 
element for the health of the public in pro- 
viding for disposal of waste and purifica- 
tion of water and as a public health meas- 
ure is a governmental function” Beauchamp 
v Saginaw Township, 74 Mich App 44 
(1977), p 51.

Information provided by Mewenlianticl kobe 
ridge, Transportation Engineer, indicates 
that the post in question was what re- 
mained from a broken stop sign replaced 
in November of 1977. He confirmed that 
the broken off U-post was driven into the 
ground on July 2, 1981 because it could not 
be removed. 


Michigan law immunizes a municipality 
from tort liability when its employees are 
engaged in the exercise or discharge of a 
governmental function. MCLA 691.1407; 
MSA 8,996(107). Court decisions have lim- 
ited the scope of the term “governmental 
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function” to those activities which are es- 
sential to governing—those activities which 
are sui generis governmental. Although no 
court has definitely ruled upon the question 
of whether the installation and removal of 
traffic control signs by a municipality con- 
stitutes a governmental function, it appears 
questionable whether such activity would 
be construed as being “of the essence of 
governing.”

Dear President Belen and 
Members of City Council: 


This claim was referred to this office for 
investigation and recommendation. The 
claimant alleged that his vericle struck a 
City barricade located on North Holmes 
Street at 5:45 a.m. on October 30, 1981. 
The Lansing Police Department accident 
Investigation Report confirms the facts as 
alleged by claimant. The claimant sub- 
mitted three estimates for repair of the 
damages to his vehicle, the lowest of 
which was $84.00. 


Investigation with the Public Service 
Department reveals that the barricade in 
question was indeed placed in the parking 
lane on_the 100 block of North Holmes 
Road. Further, it did not meet state spe- 
cifications, and the light was inoperable. 
The Public Service employee responsible 
for setting the barricade erroneously be- 
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lieved that since the barricade was located 
in the parking lane, it did not need to com- 
ply with state specifications. 


In Michigan, law dealing with the City’s 
responsibility for road conditions reads: 


“No government agency is liable for 
injuries and damages caused by defec- 
tive highways unless the governmental 
agency knew, or in the exercise of rea- 
sonable diligence should have known, 
of the existence of the defect and had 
a reasonable time to repair the defect 
before the injury took place.” MCLA 
6911403; MSA 3.996(103). 


In this case, where the barricade did not 
meet state specifications and was _ not 
lighted, it is highly likely the barricade 
would be viewed as a defect for which the 
City was responsible in creating. 


Based on the foregoing, it appears that 
the City’s activity of placing a barricade 
on Holmes Street without complying with 
state specifications would constitute both 
knowledge of and responsibility for the 
defect and render the City liable for neg- 
ligence. 


Therefore, based on the above considera- 
tion, this office is of the opinion that this 
claim in the amount of $84.00 should be 
allowed.

Dear President Belen and 
Members of City Council: 


This claim was referred to this office for 
investigation and recommendation. The 
claimant alleged that her vehicle was ac- 
cidentally sprayed with blacktopping by 
Public Service employees at the intersec- 
tion of Jolly Road and Pennsylvania on 
September 29, 1981. During the process 
of attempting to remove the blacktopping 
from her vehicle with steel wool soap pads, 
the claimant allegedly “ruined the paint 
job” on her vehicle. Relying on her in- 
surer’s representations of coverage she 
had her vehicle completely repainted. Her 
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insurer subsequently changed its decision 
to cover the damage and she submitted 
this claim. 


Investigation with the Public Service De- 
partment reveals that City crews were 
“skin-patching” the intersection of Jolly 
Road and Pennsylvania Avenue on Sep- 
tember 29, 1981, using liquid bituminous 
tack. Public Service further reports that 
any liquid bituminous tack or tar mate- 
rials used in road maintenance can be 
removed safely from paint by several com- 
mercial products incluling gasoline. 


Michigan law exempts a municipality 
from tort liability in cases where the gov- 
ernmental agency is engaged in the exer- 
cise of a governmental function, MCLA 
691.1407; MSA _ 3.996(107). “Activities 
which occur in a course of maintenance 
or improvement of a highway constitute 
governmental functions for purpose of gov- 
ernmental immunity,” Affliated SM Ins 
Co v Department of Highways & Trans- 
ae 86 Mich App 208, 272 NW2d 239 
(1978). 


It appears that the City’s activities of 
skin patching the road surface would be 
considered a governmental function to 
which municipal immunity would apply. 
Additionally, it appears that the actual 
damage to claimant’s vehicle was created 
by the climant’s own action in attempting 
to remove the blacktopping and was not 
the proximate cause of any actions by City 
employees. 


Therefore, based upon the above con- 
siderations, it is the recommendation of 
this office that this claim be denied.

As you are aware, Gerald W. Graves has 
filed a lawsuit against the City of Lansing 
and certain City officials for the purpose 
of collecting payment for unused sick leave 
and vacation time which is allegedly due 
him. Because this office previously issued 
an opinion which tended to support Mr. 
Graves’ claim and which is being cited by 
Mr. Graves’ attorneys, this office’s credi- 
bility in defending the City against Mr. 
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Graves’ claim might be subject to questién, 
It is, therefore, my recommendation that 
outside counsel be retaained to represent 
the City in that case. 


_ Based upon an evaluation of the case 
it is the further recommendation of this 
office that the law firm of Foster, Swift, 
Collins and Coey should be retained to 
represent the City in the matter. That firm 
is already familiar with the case in that it 
has provided certain advisory assistance 
to Mayor McKane with regard to the mat- 
ter. Additionally this firm’s professional 
experttise and experience insures that the 
City will be well represented. 


For the purpose of effecting cost savings 
and attempting to see that more of the 
City’s labor related legal business is han- 
dled on a local basis, this office also recom- 
mends that Foster, Swift, Collins nd Coey 
be apthorized to represent the City in the 
case of Merle Lemon, et al v the City of 
Lansing. While that case is currently be- 
ing handled by the law firm of Miller, 
Johnson, Snell and Cummiskey in Grand 
Rapids, the transfer of the case to a local 
law firm will eliminate the travel costs and 
time charges attendant to having lawyers 
come to Lansing to try the matter. I am 
advised by Miller, Johnson, Snell and 
Cummiskey that the case can be trans- 
ferred to local counsel without damage to 
the City’s legal position in the matter.

On June 17, 1981 Mr. English as lessee of 
certain property located at 4916 S. Cedar 
Street filed a petition with the Michigan 
Tax Tribunal alleging that the assessed 
value of $48,100.00 which was placed upon 
the property by the City Assessor exceeded 
50% of the property's true cash value, The 
City filed its answer in the matter asserting 
that the assessed value which was assigned 
the subject property by the City Assessor 
was equal to or less than 50% of the prop- 
erty’s true cash value and thus was lawful. 


Pursuant to Michigan Tax Tribunal 
Rules, a Counsel Conference was held in the 
City Assessor’s Office. Representatives of 
Mr. English and representatives of the City 
Assessor’s Office were present and both 
parties exchanged information, Examina- 
tion of the information received from Mr. 
English’s representatives revealed that Mr. 
English was operating a U-Haul business 
on the property under a 22 year lease with 
a fixed monthly rental figure determined 
back in 1973. Recently, the Michigan Su- 
preme Court determined in CAF v Saginaw 
Township, 410 Mich 428 (1981) that in de- 
riving a true cash value for income-produc- 
ing property subject to long term leases, 
actual income and not economic or market 
rent should be utilized. Based upon the 
rental figures submitted by the Petitioner 
and utilizing the approach adopted by the 
Michigan Supreme Court, the City Assessor 
has derived an assessed value for the sub- 
ject property of $39,000, Although Peti- 
tioner had originally alleged that the as- 
sessed value of the subject property should 
be $37,100, the Petitioner concurs with the 
City Assessor’s revised assessment value of 
$39,000. 


Based upon the recommendation of the 
City Assessor which is in conformity with 
the approach recently adopted by the Michi- 
gan Supreme Court, it is the recommenda- 
tion of this office that the settlement of 
the above mentioned tax appeal should be 
authorized by City Council for an assessed 
value figure of $39,000.

Dear President Belen and 
Members of City Council: 


As required by Article IV, Section 4- 
304.7 of the Lansing City Charter, this of- 
fice hereby presents its recommendation for 
settlement of the above captioned matter. 


As you know, the Equal Employment Op- 
portunity Commission (EEOC) filed a law- 
suit against the City of Lansing alleging 
that the City violated the Federal Age Dis- 
crimination in Employment Act of 1967, 
29 USC §621 et seq. by requiring Fire De- 
partment employees to retire no later than 
age sixty. In preliminary court hearings 
the EEOC obtained an Injunction prevent- 
ing the City from retiring a fire department 
administrative assistant at age sixty. The 
EEOC was also granted permission to in- 
clude two other retired firemen as persons 
affected by City retirement policies. 


During several conversations with repre- 
sentatives of EEOC, settlement prospects 
were discussed, As a result a proposed con- 
sent judgment was drafted to reflect these 
discussions. As part of the proposed settle- 
ment the City would agree not to manda- 
torily retire any employee, including the 
Fire Department administrative assistant, 
prior to the time that employee reaches the 
age of seventy. This will not, however, 
prevent forced retirement, demotion or 
termination of any City employee so long 
as it is based on good cause, 


As to the other individuals who were 
added to the lawsuit, the City would agree 
to increase their pension benefits by in- 
creasing the years of service from their 
date of retirement to the date this agree- 
ment is entered into. Also, their future 
pension benefits will be calculated based on 
a revised pension plan adopted July 1, 1981. 


This past Thursday this office, in some 
detail, discussed the merits of this case and 
the City’s chances of prevailing. In sum- 
mary, should the City prevail, it would not 
be required to abide by the terms of this 
settlement agreement and thus could con- 
tinue to retire some employees at age sixty. 
However, should the City litigate the mat- 
ter and lose, it would not only be required 
to abide by the terms of this agreement, 
but in all likelihood would also have to pay 
a@ substantial amount of money for lost 
wages less monies received or earned. On 
top of that significant expenses would be 
incurred in preparing for trial and develop- 
ing expert medical testimony. 


As reviewed with you, the law pertaining 
to these particular issues has not, as yet, 
been conclusively decided by the United 
States Supreme Court. Several] courts 
throughout the country have decided similar 
issues and most have ruled in favor of the 
position taken by the EEOC. In all prob- 
ability these issues will ultimately be re- 
ee in favor of the position taken by the 


In view of the foregoing, it is the recom- 
mendation of this office that the City’s best 
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interest would be served if this case is re- 
solved as outlined in this letter.

In accordance with Article IV, Section 
4-804.6 of the Lansing City Charter, this 
office recommends retention of the law firm 
of Foster, Swift, Collins and Coey to serve 
as outside labor counsel for the City in this 
lawsuit. 


The Foster firm enjoys an excellent pro- 
fessional reputation throughout the State of 
Michigan. Several of their attorneys spe- 
cialize in labor law and are emminently 
qualified to represent the City’s interest in 
this particular lawsuit. 


Since a Court ordered hearing has been 
scheduled for February 24, 1982, this office 
has already discussed some aspects of the 
case with this firm in preparation for the 
hearing. 


The Foster firm indicated it would charge 
the City between $55.00 and $100.00 per 
hour depending on the experience of the 
attorney handling various aspects of the 
case. The projected fee for the Circuit 
Court proceedings and an emergency appeal 
to the Court of Appeals, if required, was 
estimated to be no more than $5,000.00. 
Given the firm’s excellent reputation these 
charges are very reasonable.

Dear President Belen and 
Members of City Council: 


In accordance with Article IV, Section 
4-304.7 of the Lansing City Charter this 
office presents its recommendation for set- 
tlement of the above captioned matter. 


On May 31, 1979 Mr. Wallace sustained 
a back injury while working on the prem- 
ises of the Dodge Mansion. The City con- 
tested its liability in the matter and a trial 
was held on March 4, 1980 at which time 
the hearing referee ordered the City to pay 
compensation at a weekly rate of $58.00. 
The plaintiff appealed the referee’s award 
contesting the rate of pay should be sig- 
nificantly higher than that ordered by the 
referee. 


This office filed a petition to terminate 
benefits on January 4, 1982 on the basis of 
an opinion by an orthopedic physician that 
Mr. Wallace’s back condition had resolved, 
Although it is questionable whether this 
office can prevail on the petition to term- 
inate benefits, it is likely that if the peti- 
tion is approved and benefits are terminated 
Mr. Wallace will renew his claim for com- 
pensation benefits on the basis of psychi- 
atric illness. Based on psychiatric examin- 
ations performed thus far, Mr, Wallace 
stands a relatively good chance of prevail- 
ing on the psychiatric claim, 


This office on several occasions has dis- 
cussed redemption of Mr, Wallace’s claim 
with his attorney for the reason that it 
believes this claim could develop into a 
situation where compensation benefits will 
be awarded to Mr. Wallace for a long 
period of time. 


Based on the foregoing it is the recom- 
mendation of this office that the City’s 
liability be redeemed for the amount of 
$8,000 so that the City will not be obligated 
to pay future compensation benefits in- 


cluding weekly benefits, medical expenses ' 


and vocational rehabilitation expenses over 
a long period of time.

Re: Claim of Dalton R. Morse in the 
amount of $125.75 


Dear President Belen and 
Members of City Council: 


Dalton Morse has submitted a claim in 
the amount of $125.75. This amount repre- 
sents the cost of having a plumbing com- 
pany investigate his sewer pipe to deter- 
mine if there was root trouble in the pipes. 
The sewer company upon coming out and 
cleaning the pipe discovered that there was 
no problem with his pipes. The sewer com- 
pany then contacted the Public Service De- 
partment which investigated the blockage 
and discovered the main City sewer line 
was plugged. The Public Service Depart- 
ment then unplugged the main line. 


MCLA 691.1407 immunizes a municipality 
from tort liability when the municipality is 
engaged in the exercise and discharge of a 
governmental function. In Davis v City of 
Detroit, 98 Mich 705 (1980) the Michigan 
Court of Appeals ruled that the construc- 
tion and operation of a municipal sewer 
system is a governmental function. In 
Northrup v_ City of Jackson, 273 Mich 20 
(1985) the Michigan Supreme Court deter- 
mined that the operation of a sewer system 
was a governmental function. Thus it is 
clear that the City of Lansing is immune 
from tortious liability concerning the op- 
eration and maintenance of its sewer sys- 
tem. Although there exists an intentional 
nuisance exception to the governmental im- 
munity doctrine, the facts presented in this 
situation do not reveal the creation of an 
intentional nuisance on the part of the City 
of Lansing. 


Because this case then involves the oper- 
ation of a municipal sewer system and be- 
cause the law in this state provides that the 
operation is a governmental function, it is 
the recommendation of this office that.the 
claim of Mr. Morse be denied.

Dear President Belen and 
Members of City Council: 


On July 9, 1981, the City Council received 
a letter from Richard B. Simons, alleging 
expenses in the amount of $360.00, for the 
unnecessary replacement of the sewer line 
from his home to the City line. Mr. Simons 
indicates that he first observed seepage 
around the exit pipe from his system “‘sev- 
eral days prior to Friday night, June 26, 
1981.” At that time he engaged a plumber 
to ream out the line to the main sewer. 


When the problem persisted, Mr. Simons 
ordered a new line run to the street on 
June 29th, Finally, when the plumber ob- 
served the trench line filling with water, 
the City was contacted about the problem. 


The Department of Public Service has ad- 
vised this office that upon receipt of this 
complaint, City crews were dispatched to 
locate and correct the problem. Later that 
day, it was determined that a plug of dis- 
posable diapers and rags was responsible 
for the backup, and the main sewer was 
flushed, removing the problem. 


Mr. Simons’ line was completed on June 
80 at a cost to him of $360.00. It is Mr. 
Simon’s contention that the City is some- 
how liable for these costs, although he does 
not dispute the fact that construction on 
his property was begun before the Ctiy was 
notified of any problem. 


According to State law, as set forth in 
MCLA 691.1407; MSA 3.996 (107) a mu- 
nicipality is immune from liability when it 
is engaged in the exercise of a govern- 
mental function. Several recent court opin- 
ions hav2 held that the operation of a sewer 
system is such a function, Davis v City of 
Detroit, 98 Mich App 705 (1980); Scott v 
City of Detroit, 107 Mich App 194 (1981). 
Additionally, we note that the Public Ser- 
vice Division responded to the call quickly 
and efficiently. There is no evidence of 
negligence on the part of the City. The fact 
that Mr. Simons undertook unnecessary re- 
placement of his sewer line before notify- 
ing the City of the problem further miti- 
gates against any findings of liability for 
the City. Therefore, liability can not be 
found in the instant case. 


Based on the above facts and the statu- 
tory grant of immunity; in such cases, it is 
the recommendation of this office that Mr. 
Simons’ claim should be denied.

On July 16, 1981, the City Council re- 
ceived a claim letter from Janice Churma, 
alleging back and neck injuries requiring 
medical attention in the amount of $96.00. 
According to Ms. Churma, she was injured 
by a City parking lot gate at Washington 
and Kalamazoo Streets in the early after- 
noon of June 27, 1981. As she crossed, 
she observed a car to be blocking the cross- 
walk as it exited from the Washington 
Mal! parking lot. To avoid the car, Ms. 
Churma crossed behind the vehicle, leaving 
the crosswalk, and was struck by the de- 
scending exit gate. 


Mr, Walter Ransom, Parking Superin- 
tendent, has advised this office that all 
Washington Mall crossings are appropri- 
ately marked for pedestrian traffic. In 
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addition, the area beneath the exit gate is 
posted by a sign and street makings to 
warn pedestrians not to walk in the area. 
Thus, a pedestrian heeding these signs and 
markings is in no danger of injury. In 
addition, we note that Chapter 81, §131(b) 
of the City of Lansing Traffic Code ex- 
pressly prohibits pedestrians from crossing 
outside crosswalks: “No pedestrian shall 
cross a roadway other than in a crosswalk 


” 


in the central business district .. .”. 


As Ms. Churma has clearly violated the 
City ordinance and ignored warnings of 
the visible hazard, it is the opinion of this 
office that no liability attaches to the City. 
Therefore, we recommend that this claim 
be denied.

This claimant requests reimbursement 
for medical costs incurred when his 16 
year old son cut his hand on nails protrud- 
ing from underneath a bench on the 
Waverly Golf Course. His son indicates 
that the bench in question had multiple 
nails protruding on the underside and was 
located at the second hole. 


Douglas Finley, Director of Parks and 
Recreation, indicates that no formal acci- 
dent report was received at the time of 
injury and all benches have since_been 
removed for winter storage. Mr. Finley 
adds that all benches will be checked 
for protruding nails before being utilized 
during the coming season. 


Michigan law exempts a_ municipality 
from tort liability in cases where the gov- 
ernmental agency is engaged in the exer- 
cise of a governmental function. See 
MCLA 691.1407; MSA _ 8.996(107). The 
term “governmental function” has been 
limited in scope by Court decisions to in- 
elude those activities which can be effec- 
tively_ accomplished only by government, 
See, Parker v Highland Park, 404 Mich 
187; 273 NW2d 408 (1978). Although no 
Court decision is directly on point, it ap- 
pears dougtful that the operation of this 
Waverly Golf Course constitutes a govern- 
mental function since it competes with the 
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private sector. In the opinion of this office, 
it is not foreseeable that a person utilizing 
a park bench would put their hand on the 
underside of that bench. 


Applying the facts presented by this 
claim to the aforementioned authorities 
and basic tort law, it is the recommenda- 
tion of this office that this claim be denied.

The claim is for replacement 
of a muffler allegedly lost as the result of 
striking a pothole on South Washington 
near Fisher, August 24, 1981, According 
to Ms. Sweeney, the City was involved in 
construction which had resulted in a hole 
in the road in that area. She maintains 
the City was negligent in failing to post 
warnings of the hole. 


Howard G. McCaffery of the Public Ser- 
vice Department, has advised this office 
that the Public Service Department was 
first made aware of street conditions in 
the area of South Washington near Fisher 
on August 26, 1981, Not until August 27, 
1981, did that Department receive notice 
from the claimant. According to Mr. Me- 
Caffery, the hole in that area resulted not 
from City construction, but from excava- 
tions made in conjunction with the laying 
of new sewer lines for residences being 
built at 6701, 6702 and 6708 South Wash- 
ington Avenue. Apparently, the contrac- 
tor, Richard Garmyn, had entered the util- 
ity cut in order to lay the sewer lines, 
City records indicate that Mr. Garmyn had 
obtained sewer and drain permits and 
posted indemnity bond deposits for con- 
struction in this area on August 10, 1981. 
Consequently his office was called on 
August 27, 1981, by the Public Service De- 
partment and notified of the utility cuts 
and his responsibility for repairs. 


Under these conditions, responsiblity for 
damages would rest with Mr. Garmyn. The 
elaimant has been advised by this office to 
submit her claim to him for resolution.

(c} The Director of the Public Service 
Department, as to the city streets, may 
issue special permits authorizing the opera- 
tion upon a street of traction engines or 
tractors having movable tracks with trans- 
verse corrugations upon the periphery of 
those movable track on farm tractors or 
other farm machinery, the operation of 
which upon a highway would otherwise be 
prohibited under this section. 


(d) A permit shall specify the trip or 
trips and date or dates for which it is to 
be valid and the authority granting the 
permit may restrict or prescribe conditions 
of operation of the vehicle or vehicles, 
when necessary, to protect the safety of 
the public or to insure against undue dam- 
age to the road foundations, surfaces, 
structures or installations, and may require 
a reasonable inspection fee and other 
security as may be deemed necessary to 
eompensate for damages caused by the 
movement. 


(e) A permit issued under this section 
shall be carried in the vehicle or combina-

Dear President Belen and 
Members of City Council: 


This claim was referred to this office for 
investigation and recommendation. The 
claimant alleged that the portion of her 
lawn which borders the street and two 
shrubs were damaged by the City spraying 
chemicals on a dirt road on which her home 
is located. 
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Information from the Public Service De- 
partment reveals that the City sprayed a 
water base solution containing 38% calcium 
chloride on the gravel street for dust con- 
trol. 


The Public Service Department claims 
that studies have shown that calcium chlor- 
ide does not kill vegetation but rather only 
slows the growth. The Public Service De- 
partment did water the area affected sev- 
eral times following the incident in order 
to increase the rate of plant growth. In- 
vestigation with the Forestry Division of 
the Parks Department reveals that an in- 
spection of the site in question showed that 
the grass and plants were located entirely 
on the public right of way and a City per- 
mit is required for such plantings. No 
permit was obtained for these plantings. 


Michigan law exempts a_ municipality 
from tort liability in cases where the gov- 
ernmental agency is engaged in the exercise 
of a governmental function, MCLA 691.- 
1407; MSA 3.996(107). ‘Activities which 
occur in the course of maintenance or im- 
provement of a highway constitute govern- 
mental functions for a purpose of govern- 
mental immunity,” Affiliated SM Insurance 
Co v Department of Highways and Trans- 
ert 86 Mich App 203; 272 NW2d 239 
(1978). 


The City’s activities of spraying the 
gravel road for dust control would be con- 
sidered a governmental function to which 
municipal immunity would apply. Addi- 
tionally, the grass and plants for which 
claimant requests reimbursement were lo- 
cated on the public right of way and such 
plantings require a City permit. There was 
no such permit issued in this case and it 
is the City’s policy not to permit shrubbery 
to be planted on the right of way. 


Therefore, based on the doctrine of gov- 
ernmental immunity and the absence of 
any negligent acts by the City, it is the 
recommendation of this office that this 
claim be denied.

Qa Pereonry 19, 19F2. Sberen Morris 
filed 2 claia wich Lins'ng City Council 
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seeking to rocover damages in the amount 
of $906.28 as a result of a collision between 
her vehicle and a Public Service vehicle. 


On February 4, 1982 at approximately 10 
A.M., Sharon Morris was proceeding east- 
bound on Reo Road, As her vehicle ap- 
proached the intersection of S. Logan and 
Reo Road, the claimant observed a Lansing 
Public Service truck backing out of a pri- 
vate driveway at 1125 Reo Road onto the 
roadway directly in front of her vehicle. 
The claimant states that she honked her 
horn in an attempt to attract the City 
driver’s attention but the City truck con- 
inued to back out of the driveway into her 
path. She was unable to stop her vehicle 
in time and collided with the City truck. 
An estimate from a body shop indicates 
that her vehicle suffered damages in the 
amount of $906.28. At the time of accident 
the claimant’s vehicle was uninsured. 


The Lansing Police accident report and the 
Public Service supervisor’s report indicates 
that the City driver had not checked the 
rear of his vehicle prior to commencing to 
back up and therefore did not observe the 
claimant’s vehicle. The City driver was 
ticketed by the City police for improper 
backing and received a written reprimand 
by his supervisor. 


In Michigan, liability for damage arising 
out of the operation, ownership or main- 
tenance of a motor vehicle is governed by 
the Michigan No-Fault Act, MCLA 500.3101 
et seq. The Michigan No-Fault Act abol- 
ishes tort liability for property damage to 
moving vehicles due to the operation, own- 
ership or maintenance of another motor 
vehicle except for motor vehicular damages 
not exceeding $400 if such damage is not 
covered by optional collision insurance. 
Thus, to the extent that Sharon Morris’ 
claim exceeds $400, the City would not be 
liable under the Michigan No-Fault Act. 


Conversation with the City’s insurance 
agent indicates that if any liability for 
damages under $400 to Sharon Morris’ ve- 
hicle exists, the City’s insurance carrier 
would be responsible for covering such dam- 
age. In order to expedite this matter, this 
office has already referred the appropriate 
documents to the City’s insurance agent so 
that he can begin processing them. 


Therefore, based upon the facts presented 
above and the applicable law, it is the rec- 
ommendation of this office that Sharon 
Morris’ claim be denied by the City and re- 
ferred to the City of Lansing insurance 
carrier for settlement.

A commercial drain 
cleaner surmised that the claimant’s prob- 
lem resulted from a blockage in the main 
sewer line and contacted the Public Service 
Department. The Public Service Depart- 
ment responded within one hour of being 
contacted and opened the city line which 
was determined to have been plugged with 
soap. The most recent cleaning by the City 
of that particular sewer section was on 
August 25, 1980 at which time the sewer 
was reported to be in good condition. 


MCLA 691.1407; MSA 3.996(107) immu- 
nizes a municipality from tort liability 
where the municipality is engaged in the 
exercise and discharge of a governmental 
function. While recent court decisions have 
narrowed the scope of governmental immu- 
nity, case authority indicates that the na- 
ture of the operation of a sewer system is 
such that it is “recognized as a necessary 
element for the health of the public in pro- 
viding for disposal of waste, and as a pub- 
lic health measure is a governmental func- 
tion,” Beauchamp v Saginaw Twp, 174 
Mich App 44 (1977), p. 61. 


Therefore, based upon the application of 
the law to the above stated facts, it is the 
recommendation of this office that the 
claim of Ron Zdurne be denied.

Council President Lucile Belen 
and Members Lansing City Council 


Re: Annual Recommended Budget 
Fiscal Year 1982-83 


As required by the City Charter, I am presen- 
ting to the City Council my Annual Recom- 
mended Budget for Fiscal Year 1982-83. In 
keeping with my promise of closer relations with 
the Council, I have already met with the Council 
members in an informational meeting to preview 
the material in greater detail than I will be able 
to do on this brief message. I shall not make this 
a lengthy message, because considerable sum- 
mary data is attached and will be made available 
to our citizens, employees, and the media. 


This is the first budget in memory in which 
the City of Lansing is in the grip of a real, 
demonstrable fiscal crisis. The revenue problems 
of this budget are not of our own making. They 
are the result of State, National and Interna- 
tional economic forces. However, they resuit in 
reduced revenues that we must face within the 
framework of our budget process. 


We must also recognize that we are required 
to have a balanced budget. According to law, we 
can spend only those revenues that we actually 
collect. We have no large fund balance as we 
have had in previous years, and there is no 
possibility of long-term fund borrowing in order 
to pay for 1982-83 City services. 


As you know, my recommended budget is the 
result of a cooperative effort. I have met infor- 
mally with Councilmembers, other Local and 
State elected officials, City employee represen- 
tatives, and other interested community leaders 
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and citizens. In all these meetings I have en- 
couraged hard questions and frank, open dis- 
cussions. 


As a result of this open process, I believe we 
may set aside suspicions and distrists that have 
characterized some previous budgetary delibera- 
tions. I know that we all recognize our economic 
problems and the need for mutually-achieved 
solutions. Working together in a spirit of trust, 
we will adopt a budget that is in the best interest 
of our constituents: the people of Lansing. 


This does not mean that all problems will be 
solved, that all needs will be met or that all 
groups and individuals will be satisfied. What it 
does mean is that a sincere—and | believe a suc- 
cessful—effort has been made thus far to 
balance needs and operational impact. | have 
sought and received recommendations from my 
department heads, from employee groups, from 
concerned citizens and community groups. 1 
have incorporated all of this into a proposed 
budget which accomplishes three major goals. 


Budget Goals 


Property Taxation: No Increase 


During last year’s Mayoral Campaign, 1 
pledged that I would not seek to raise the pro- 
perty tax rate during 1982. This pledge was 
made after I had personally spoken with a great 
many Lansing voters. I was convinced then 
—and I remain convinced today—that a tax in- 
crease at this time would place an unfair burden 
on many of our residents. It would be especially 
hurtful to senior citizens and other persons liv- 
ing on fixed incomes. 


Re-Organizing for Greater Efficiency 


A serious budgetary goal is to make City 
operations more efficient and effective. Accor- 
dingly, I propose the following: 


Community and Economic Development. | 
am proposing a consolidated Department of 
Community and Economic Development. The 
new Department will consolidate the current 
Departments of Planning and Building Safety 
and Development. It will also include the Office 
of the Program Coordinator. It will accomplish 
an over-all reduction of fifteen current staff 
positions. 


1 am creating a department that will have both 
the responsibility and authority to deliver a 
coordinated, effective economic and community 
development program while also assuring good 
land use, building plans and usage controls. For 
many years, our efforts in these areas have been 
hampered by fragmentation of authority and re- 
sponsibility. I am confident that this proposed 
reorganization will resolve those problems and 
make our efforts increasingly effective in foster- 
ing development in our community and in re- 
taining and expending our economic base. 
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Labor relations. I am proposing a reorganiza- 
tion of our personnel and labor relations efforts. 
I recommend the creation of a separate Depart- 
ment of Labor Relations with resources drawn 
from our existing Personnel Department. I am 
simultaneously proposing that the Personnel 
Department be restructured as the Department 
of Personnel and Training. From this reorgan- 
ization, I expect to achieve better coordinated, 
more effective, and more open labor relations in 
the City. I expect to achieve this while 
simultaneously reducing costs for legal services 
and grievance arbitration and improving pro- 
ductivity and morale. At the same time, I will in- 
crease our efforts in personnel training, use of 
‘‘quality of work life’? programs, and develop- 
ment of written personnel procedures. This 
reorganization will also be done at a reduced 
budget level. 


Finance consolidation. [ am proposing that 
the Divisions of Treasury and Income Tax be 
consolidated within the Finance Department. 
This consolidation will allow the Department to 
adequately carry on these important functions. 
However, it will allow the immediate reduction 
of one administrative position and two staff 
positions. 


Mayor’s staff reductions. I am, finally, pro- 
posing a and reductions on my own im- 
mediate staff. These include: (1) placing the 
Senior Center within the Department of Parks 
and Recreation; (2) consolidating the Office of 
Program Coordinator within the proposed De- 
partment of Community and Economic Devel- 
opment and (3) eliminating three and one-half 
positions. 


Reducing Departmental Costs 


My final goal is to reduce each Department’s 
budget and yet still provide an adequate level of 
City services. Over the past several months I 
asked each department and agency to prepare 
alternative budgets. I have also worked closely 
with an ad hoc committee in order to avoid lay- 
offs whenever possible. I have been especially 
sensitive to the high quality of our City 
employees and to the devastating human impact 
of job lay-offs. 


As I have mentioned and you well know, 
State law and City Charter require a balanced 
budget. Thus, I have had to recommend reduc- 
tons to every part of City government and in 
every City funding commitment. 


Each individual recommended budget reduc- 
tion was made with the goal of meeting Lansing 
needs within the constraints of reduced resource 
capabilities. Each individual budget: decision 
makes sense only when viewed as part of the 
larger whole, and it is not possible to view the 
budget as a series of isolated fragments. 


1 wish to assure you that I fully recognize that 
I am recommending reductions that will arouse 
a variety of constituencies and reductions that 
will mean significant service cutbacks. However, 
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I also wish to assure you that J am not ‘‘holding 
back’’ or disguising resources that can be 
discovered and spent at a later date. 


I have recommended reductions in every de- 
partment and every funding commitment of the 
City. I have reorganized to increase efficiency; I 
have reduced 105 1/2 positions to reduce costs, 
many of which I have help open to utilize attri- 
tion rather than lay-offs wherever possible. I 
have reduced discretionary commitments for 
capital equipment and capital improvements to 
a minimal level. Each of these decisions is part 
of a balanced over-all plan to achieve City goals 
within reduced resource capabilities. 


I ask that you bear these facts in mind as you 
listen to requests for specific changes in my 
recommendations. If we give in to the tempta- 
tion to re-instate this position or that program, 
we will quickly create a set of expenditures that 
exceeds our available resources. I know that it is 
difficult to ignore pleas for particular programs, 
particularly when their individual costs is small 
and they are very much desired by some citizens. 
But we must continue to look at the whole. I ask 
your commitment to this important goal. 


Budget 


In order to provide the highest possible level 
of service in the current economy, I am propos- 
ing a Recommended Fiscal Year 82-83 budget of 
$47,937,346 for the General Fund/Revenue 
Sharing Budget and a total City budget of 
$67,490,755 for all funds. Within the General 
Fund/Revenue Sharing Budget, I am proposing 
$45,288,824 for operations, $548,522 for capital 
improvements, $500,000 for the Contingency 
Fund; and $500,000 as a Reserve for Legal 
Claims, Self-Insurance Liability and Deduc- 
tible/Limits Liabilities. I am also including 
$1,100,000 as the total Reserve for Wage and 
Benefit increases for all City employees. 


These last two items are new to our budget 
and are a direct result of our strained fiscal posi- 
tion. After the value of inventories and Reserve 
for the Advance to Special Assessments were 
reserved from fund balance at the end of the last 
fiscal year, as is required, we had only $87,147 in 
available fund balance. After the reductions in 
revenues that occurred over the course of the 
year, even that very, very minimal amount was 
used up. 


There is no longer an unappropriated reserve 
position in the City’s financial plan. We must, in 
prudence, allocate some funds for the Reserve 
for Legal and Insurance liabilities. The amount I 
propose is small, particularly for a City the size 
of Lansing. I have identified this both so that 
the City can be properly protected and so that 
everyone may know where ai/ of the City’s 
resources are. 


For the same reason, I have included a sep- 
arate line for Wage and Benefit Reserve. Based 
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on our best estimates which have been reviewed 
by numerous people, it is all that we have. I 
could have left it in fund balance, unap- 
propriated, but that would not let us all know 
openly and fully where we are and what we can 
do. I know that we are ail facing a very difficult 
and economically constrained year. I want to 
alleviate doubt and answer questions to help us 
all meet these challenges ahead. 


My entire budget is based on revenues esti- 
mated during the worst economic conditions 
since at lease the mid 1930’s. My General 
Fund/Revenue Sharing Budget is supported by 
$14,800,000 in Income Tax revenues; 
$11,874,988 in Property Tax revenues; 
$6,900,000 in State Shared revenues; $2,700,000 
in Federal Revenue Sharing and $9,678,000 
from fees, fines, investment incomes and miscel- 
laneous revenues plus, $1,984,358 in fund 
balance derived from turnbacks in the current 
budget. I have worked with all departments to 
obtain these turnbacks. Without this, our up- 
coming budget would have to be reduced even 
further. 


If any further cuts are made at the national 
level or by the State of Michigan, we will be 
forced to even deeper budgetary reduction. The 
same is true if our income tax revenues do not 
grow at the modest rate estimated. Over the past 
eighteen months, our over-all estimated 
revenues have not materialized at the levels pro- 
jected when we adopted the current budget. 
This may continue to occur. I have considered 
all of this in preparation of my recommended 
budget. I believe that, if our revenue and turn- 
back estimates err, they err optimistically. I did 
not want to make one more cut than is absolute- 
ly necessary. I recognize that, if these revenues 
do not materialize I will be forced to make more 
reductions during the course of the up-coming 
year. We have no fund balance to fall back on; 
we must, by law, operate within our estimated 
revenues with the addition of the turnbacks we 
generate. 


If you desire any major changes in my recom- 
mended budget, I ask for the opportunity to 
work with you to keep it as an integrated whole 
which extends the services evenly throughout 
our citizenry while spreading the difficult 
responsibility for reductions through the City in 
line with our over-all priorities. 


To support all of our critical services, I am 
proposing a property tax rate of 10.25 mills for 
general operations and .67 mills for debt service 
for a total property tax levy of 10.92 mills. I am 
sure you recall that the new Truth in Taxation 
Law requires two votes by the Council on this 
recommended millage level. 


Conclusion 


By way of conclusion, I wish to say again that 
we must all recognize the seriousness of Lans- 
ing’s budget crisis. My recommended budget is 
designed to confront this crisis in an open, 
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equitable fashion. It asks each of us to share in 
economic sacrific in order that we may continue 
an adequate level of City services to all Lansing 
residents. 


Finally, I repeat that it is most important that 
we set aside any and all suspicions, distrusts, 
and political considerations. The adoption of a 
balanced, fair budget will require that we all 
work together in a true spirit of cooperation and 
respect for the citizens and employees of the Ci- 
ty of Lansing.

Re: Claim of Lawrence D. Atkinson in the 
amount of $100.00 


Dear President Belen and 
Members of City Council: 


This claim has been referred to our office for 
recommendation as to the appropriate disposi- 
tion. While responding to a fire emergency call 
on November 28, 1980, Engineer Lawrence At- 
kinson collided with a private vehicle. Mr. 
Atkinson was subsequently issued a citation by 
the Lansing Police Department for ‘‘running a 
red light’’. Mr. Atkinson pleaded not responsi- 
ble to the charge and employed legal counsel to 
represent him. The citation was dismissed by the 
City Attorney’s Office on August 27, 1981, asa 
result of a plea bargain agreement. No judicial 
determination of responsibility for the charge 
was made. 


Mr. Atkinson has requested that the City 
reimburse him for attorney fees which he ex- 
pended in his defense of this matter. Investiga- 
tion revealed no established City policy or pro- 
cedure for providing legal representation and in- 
demnification for employees receiving traffic 
citations while acting in the course of employ- 
ment. The question that follows is whether there 
exists a statutory or contractual commitment to 
provide legal representation and/or indemnifi- 
cation. Research by this office revealed no 
statutory or collective bargaining contractual 
obligation on the part of the City to indemnify 
an employee for such legal fees. 


While there exists no legal obligation on the 
part of the City to reimburse an employee for 
legal fees, it is clear that municipal corporations 
may elect to pay for, engage or furnish legal ser- 
vices for a public officer or employee whenever 
a claim or civil action is brought again him bas- 
ed on activities engaged in in the course of 
employment and within the scope of the 
employee’s authority, MCLA 691.1408; MSA 
3.996(108). Additionally, state statute clearly 
states that the decision to provide such represen- 
tation or indemnification is discretionary 
and‘, . . shall mot impose any liability on a 
governmental agency,”” MCLA 691.1408; MSA 
3.996(108). 


In order to determine whether indemnifica- 
tion would be appropriate according to the 
authorized discretion provided by statute, the 
threshold question is whether the employee was 
acting in the course of his or her employment 
and within the scope of his or her authority. It 
appears that the claimant was acting in the 
course of his employment as a fire engine driver 
when ticketed. The fact that Mr. Atkinson was 
charged with ‘‘disobeying a traffic control 
signal’’ is not dispositive of the question as to 
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whether he was.acting within the scope of his 
authority. As the driver of an authorized emer- 
gency vehicle, Mr. Atkinson has a statutory ex- 
emption from the requirement of obeying a traf- 
fic control signal subject to certain conditions 
such as driving with due regard for the safety of 
all persons using the highway, MCLA 257,603; 
MSA 9.2303. If it was determined that Mr, 
Atkinson did not meet the conditions attached 
to his statutory exemption, then his actions 
could be said to fall outside of his scope of 
authority and the City would not have the 
discretion of reimbursing Mr. Atkinson’s at- 
torney fees. 


Since there has been no legal finding of fact as 
to whether Mr. Atkinson met the conditions at- 
tached to his statutory privilege as the driver of 
an authorized emergency vehicle, the question 
remains open as to whether he was acting within 
the scope of his authority. Consequently, with- 
out the benefit of such a finding, the City lacks 
the necessary determination required to exercise 
their statutory discretion and grant Mr. Atkin- 
son indemnification. Therefore, it is recom- 
mended that this claim be denied.

(2) The cost of all over-due tickets would be 
$10 per violation (this would amount to a $5, 
$10, or $15 reduction depending on where the 
violation is within our system). 
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(3) There would be no plea bargaining during 
the period. 


(4) Questions regarding violations and the 
amnesty would be accepted in person only—no 
phone calls. 


(5) There would be no deferred payment 
plans permitted—cash payments only. 


(6) Violations still within the Violations 
Bureau would not be included in the amnesty 
program (the amounts for violations at this 
stage are only $7, or $8). 

Also note that the Court offices will likely 
need some additional temporary help during this 
period. 

The above plan has had input from our Public 
Service, Law, Finance, Data Processing, and 
Court staffs.

RE: Claim of Dale Roush for injuries suffered 
while attending a Civic Center concert 


Dear President Belen and 
Members of City Council: 


On February 26, 1982 Dale Roush filed a 
claim for injuries and property damage which 
occurred while he attended a rock concert at the 
Civic Center and which the claimant alleges oc- 
curred as a result of a fight between the Civic 
Center ushers and himself. Mr, Roush is seeking 
monetary recovery for numerous bruises on his 
body, the dental work necessary to repair his 
four front teeth, $27.00 which was taken from 
him, the 2'4 days of work he missed as a result 
of the injuries and his damaged clothing. 
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On February 11, 1982, the claimant attended 
a “Triumph” concert with three friends at the 
Lansing Civic Center. The claimant was observ- 
ed during the course of the evening by two Civic 
Center employees and Melody Stevens, Assis- 
tant Manager of the Civic Center, as being very 
intoxicated and belligerent with a T-shirt vendor 
in the Civic Center lobby. Soon thereafter, 
Melody Stevens received a call from one of the 
security guards in reference to an injured patron 
at the concert. When Melody Stevens arrived on 
the scene, she observed the claimant sitting on 
the ground, surrounded by two private security 
guards and two ushers who were attempting to 
wipe the blood surrounding the claimant’s 
mouth, Shortly thereafter, the claimant’s 
friends arrived and agreed to take the claimant 
to Ingham Medical. 


Melody Stevens did not observe any blood on 
the security guards’ uniform or the two ushers 
who were surrounding the claimant when she ar- 
rived. Also, neither the ushers’ uniforms nor 
security guards’ uniforms were rumpled as if 
they had been in a fight. The two security guards 
and ushers deny any involvement or fight with 
the claimant and state that they found him sit- 
ting down and bleeding at the mouth and at- 
tempted to assist him. The claimant indicates 
that he never saw who hit him but that he 
“blacked out just before being hit”. The clai- 
mant’s three friends deny seeing the claimant in 
any fight. In addition, all witnesses to the inci- 
dent indicate that the claimant was very intox- 
icated and belligerent. 


Mr. Sazani, Civic Center Manager, informs 
this office that no usher is authorized to use any 
force or make any physical contact with a Civic 
Center patron. Rather, they are instructed to 
contact a security guard if they have any indica- 
tion of trouble. Mr. Sazani also indicates that 
the private security guards are not authorized to 
strike any Civic Center patron but rather, if 
trouble occurs, the security guards are either to 
call the Lansing police or escort the trouble- 
maker outside. 


Although in the performance of proprietary 
activities by the City, the City might be bound 
by the negligent acts of its agents or employees, 
any intentional tort such as an alleged assault 
and battery upon another person would be out- 
side the scope of the City employee’s or agent’s 
authority and thus would not render the City 
liable for any damage occurring as a result of 
such intentional tort. 3 Am Jur 2d, Agency, Sec- 
tion 267. Further, the facts presented here to not 
reveal the existence of any tortious activity in- 
tentional or otherwise, upon the part of the City 
which might subject it to liability. 


Therefore, based upon the law and facts pre- 
sented above, it is the recommendation of this 
office that Mr. Roush’s claim be denied.

Dear President Belen and 
City Council Members: 


On February 17, 1982, at approximately 5:15 
p.m. Linda Williams alleges that she was travel- 
ing north down Aurelius Road when she struck 
a pothole just past Keep’s Jiffy Market in the 
vicinity of Aurelius Road and Luwanna Drive. 
As a result, her car received damage to the draft 
shaft, spring and shock absorbers, estimated 
repairs amount to $423.28. 


An investigation by Howard G. McCaffery, 
Director of the Public Service Department has 
revealed that notice was received of a pothole in 
the area of Aurelius Road, near the first of 
February. Following the heavy snow removel 
Operations of the first weeks of February, 
repairs began on this stretch of Aurelius 
February 15. Because of the temperature, cold 
patching materials, rather than hot mixtures 
were used to repair these potholes. However, as 
the result of snow melt and runoff during 
February, the cold mixtures washed from the 
potholes almost as soon as they were applied. 
Thus, although the pothole referred to by Ms. 
Williams, was repaired, weather and road condi- 
tions at that time of year made such repairs im- 
possible to maintain. 


While it is true that statutory law requires a 
governmental agency to maintain all streets in 
Teasonable repair, MCLA 691-1402; MSA 
3.996(102), it is equally true that the governmen- 
tal entity escapes liability where reasonable ef- 
forts have been made to maintain the road sur- 
face, and damage results through no negligence 
of the government, MCLA 691-1403; MSA 
3.996(103). 


Therefore, it is the recommendation of this 
office that Ms. Williams’ claim be denied.

Dear President Belen and 
Members of City Council: 


On February 22, 1982 the claimant’s 
automobile struck a chuckhole on Cedar Street 
in front of McDonalds’ restaurant at approx- 
imately 7:40 p.m. according to a Lansing Police 
report. She claims damages to her front wheels 
and tire in the amount of $217.34, 


Information received from Public Service 
Department indicates that the Public Service 
Department received a complaint regarding this 
chuckhole at approximately 7:06 p.m. on Feb- 
ruary 22, 1982. Thirty-four minutes later and 
shortly after the claimant struck the pothole, the 
Public Service Department barricaded the 
chuckhole. 


Under Michigan law, a governmental unit is 
responsible for damages caused to motor 
vehicles as the result of chuckholes if it can be 
established the chuckhole was in existence for 
thirty days or the governmental unit had notice 
of the chuckhole and did not repair or make an 
effort to safeguard it within a reasonable time 
thereafter. Because the Public Service Depart- 
ment responded within thirty-four minutes of 
having received notice of this particular 
chuckhole, it is the opinion of this office that 
they responded within a reasonable time and 
therefore the City of Lansing is immune from 
liability. 


Based on the foregoing it is the recommenda- 
tion of this office that the claim of Marilyn Lan- 
dis be denied.

In accordance with Article 4, Section 4-304.7 
of the Lansing City Charter, this office hereby 
recommends the redemption of the above cap- 
tioned workers compensation matter. 


On May 21, 1982 Mr. Scarbrough filed a Peti- 
tion with the Workers’ Disability Compensation 
Bureau alleging back and knee injuries as a 
result of his work related experiences, This mat- 
ter is presently scheduled for trial on April 21, 
1982 


Although the City of Lansing has no informa- 
tion confirming the occurrence of personal in- 
jury in April of 1975 as alleged by Mr. Scar- 
brough, his examining physician did diagnose 
strains of the lumbosacral and thoracic regions 
as well as strain type injury to the left knee. Mr. 
Scarbrough claims these injuries are attributable 
to his work experience with the City of Lansing. 


On the other hand, the City’s examining 
physician could find no evidence of organic 
disease or impairment other than those which 
are by nature degenerative. 


This office has engaged in conversations with 
Mr. Scarbrough’s attorney in an effort to 
resolve the matter short of trial. Although there 
appears to be a relatively good chance the City 
might prevail if the matter is litigated, there also 
remains the inescapable possibility that Mr. 
Scarbrough might prevail and, if sa, would be 
entitled to accrued damages in excess of $30,000 
and would also be entitled to weekly disability 
benefits in the amount of $105.00. Additionally, 
the City would have to pay for any reasonable 
and necessary medical expenses that are incurred 
as a result of work related injuries. 


Plaintiff’s attorney initially demanded the 
sum of $12,500 for settlement of the case. This 
office, with the concurrence of the Safety Direc- 
tor, indicated that it would offer no more than 
$1,500.00 for redemption of this case. Mr. Scar-_ 
brough and his attorney finally agreed to that 
sum subject to your approval. 
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Based on the foregoing analysis and the risks 
and expenses inevitably attendant to litigation, it 
is the recommendation of this office that Mr. 
Scarbrough’s workers compensation case 
should be redeemed for the sum of $1,500.00

as far as the Public Service Department was 
aware, Cedar was fit for travel following 
February 16. : 


The applicable standard for finding a govern- 
mental agency liable for damages caused by 
defective highways, is found in MCLA 
691.1403; MSA 3.996(103): 


APRIL 5S, 1982 


“No governmental agency is liable for in- 
juries or damages caused by defective 
highways unless the governmental agency 
knew, or in the exercise of reasonable 


diligence should have known, of the ex- - 


istence of the defect and had a reasonable 
time to repair the defect before the injury 
took place.’’ 


In this instance, clearly the City of Lansing 
had no reason to believe that this stretch of 
Cedar was again in need of repair.

By letter submitted to the City Council on 
March 15, 1982, Thomas J. Mayan, agent of the 
Mayan Agency of Merrill, Michigan has alleged 
damages to the vehicle of its insured, Linda 
Wolverton, in the amount of $215.82. This 
claim apparently includes the costs of wheel 
replacement and front end alignment, as the 
result of damage sustained when Ms. Wolverton 
struck a pothole on Cedar Street, approximately 
two blocks north of Jolly Road on February 2i, 
1982, at approximately 6:45 p.m. 


Howard G. McCafferty, Director of Public 
Service, has advised this office that this stretch 
of Cedar Street has been a problem for the City 
in this calendar year. As the result of citizen 
complaints, his office repaired all potholes be- 
tween Cavanaugh and Jolly on February 16, 
1982. No further notice of difficulties in that 
stretch of Cedar was received until February 21, 
at 3:58 p.m. At approximately 5 p.m. that after- 
noon, the Public Works division placed bar- 
ricades on Cedar from Cavanaugh to Northrup, 
and began filling the potholes in that area. Ac- 
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cording to this information, the barricades in 
that stretch of road should have been visible to 
the claimant, Linda Wolverton, as she traveled 
Cedar Street. 


The statutory requirement for finding a muni- 
cipality liable for defective roadways is found in 
MCLA 691-1403; MSA 3.996(103): 


“No governmental agency is liable for in- 
juries or damages caused by defective 
highways unless the governmental agency 
knew, or in the exercise of reasonable 
diligence should have known, of the ex- 
istence of the defect and had a reasonable 
time to repair the defect before the injury 
took place.’’ 


Clearly in this instance, The City did 
everything it could to quickly and reasonably in- 
sure the integrity of the roadway in that ara. Ad- 
ditionally, Michigan courts have utilized the 
doctrine of comparative negligence where a 
motorist uses or misuses a highway, Wade v 
State, 92 Mich App 234; 284 NW2d 522 (1979). 
An argument could here be made that traveling 
such a stretch of road at such speed as to cause 
this damage to a vehicle, when barricades have 
been placed and road crews are working, con- 
stitutes negligence on the part of claimant. 


Based on statute and case law and the facts in 
this case, it is the opinion of this office that this 
claim should be denied.

Dear President Belen and 
Members of City Council: 


In accordance with Article 4, Section 4-304.7 
of the Lansing City Charter this office recom- 
mends the settlement of the above captioned 
workers compensation matter by way of 
redemption. 


On November 13, 1980 Mr. Blakeslee filed a 
petition for workers disability compensation 
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benefits alleging: his work with the City as a 
custodian aggravated a pre-existing back condi- 
tion. This matter was originally scheduled for 
trial on March 25, 1982, however this office has 
tentatively agreed to redeem this case for the 
sum of $1,500.00 subject to your approval. 


Mr, Blakeslee was first employed in 1977 by 
the City of Lansing as a watchman. In 1980 Mr. 
Blakeslee was transferred to the position of 
custodian and assigned to the Gier Park Com- 
munity Center, There he alleged he aggravated a 
congential defect in his back by performing such 
custodian activities as mopping, sweeping and 
buffing floors. He visited Dr. Silva in August of 
1980 with complaints of a sore back and the 
doctor returned him to work shortly thereafter. 
In November of 1980 Mr. Blakeslee was ter- 
minated when his position was eliminated. 


In additon to filing a petition under the 
Workers Disability Compensation Act Mr. 
Blakeslee has also brought a civil rights com- 
plaint against the City alleging discrimination on 
the basis of his status as a handicapper. 


Based on a review of the medical reports and 
depositions that were taken in this matter, the 
City stands a reasonably good chance of prevail- 
ing if the matter is litigated. However, if Mr. 
Blakeslee prevails he will be entitled to accured 
disability benefits in an amount somewhat in ex- 
cess of $10,000 and the City would be obligated 
to pay all reasonable and necessary medical ex- 
penses that he may incur as well as weekly dis- 
ability benefits. 


Because of the uncertainties of litigation, and 
the willingness of Mr. Blakesleee to dismiss both 
his workers disability compensation matter and 
civil rights complaint against the City of Lansing 
as part of his settlement, it is the recommenda- 
tion of this office, concurred in by the Safety 
Director, that Mr. Blakeslee’s workers compen- 
sation and handicapper rights cases be redeemed 
in the sum of $1,500.00.

Dear Council President and Members: 


Attached you will find recommendations 
prepared by the Park Board in regard to the 
1982-83 fee schedule for recreation activities. I 
have reviewed these, made an addition—recom- 
mending a season pass for senior citizen 
golfers—and am forwarding these for your con- 
sideration and earliest possible action. 


The Park Board has recommended an in- 
crease in a number of the fees charged at City 
Golf Courses. A brief explanation of the ra- 
tional behind these increases is noted in the 
greens fees for senior citizen play. These rates 
have been held at their current level since 1975 
and earlier. Related to this, Park Board recom- 
mended a reduction in the golf cart rental, thus 
allowing a senior golfer using a cart to play 
either Waverly ro Groesbeck for less than they 
did in 1981 in spite of the basic increase. The 
Board recognizes, however, that not all seniors 
use carts. Additionally, the Park Board recom- 
mended the discount include play after 4:00 
p.m. on weekends and holidays. The current 
discount is allowed only on weekdays prior to 
2:00 p.m. 

After reviewing this matter, and after having 
discussed it with interested senior golfers, [ am 
recommending the additional option of a Senior 
Citizen Seasonal Pass go into effect along with 
the increased rate. This would apply for play at 
all four courses, and during the periods the basic 
discount rate applies. Eligibility for the pass will 
be on the same criteria as the existing senior dis- 
count and will cost $200. There has been favor- 
able reaction to this option from senior golfers 
who play nearly every day. 


In order to implement these fees in time to ef- 
fect spring and summer activities, | would ap- 
preciate your earliest possible action.

In June, 1981, Roland Starr, by his attorney, 
H. James Starr, requested reimbursement in the 
amount of $2,004.32 for unplugging a sanitary 
sewer and putting in a cleanout in the sewer that 
lies underneath the southerly half of Washtenaw 
Street.

Restaurant and connects to a main sewer under- 
lying River Street. Mr. Starr claims that because 
the City installed the sewer that it is a public 
sewer and therefore the City is responsible to 
pay for any repairs to that sewer line. 


Information provided to this office by the 
Public Service Department indicates that the Ci- 
ty installed the sewer line underneath the south- 
ern half of Washtenaw Street in the early 1970's. 
Apparently, prior to that installation, Mr. 
Starr’s restaurant was hooked up to an old 
storm overflow system which dumped raw sew- 
age in the Grand River. The line is approximate- 
ly 125 feet and at the time of installation only 
one cleanout was put in at the easterly most end 
of the line. At the time repairs were effected 
another cleanout was put in at the westerly end 
of the line so that a tape could be used in the 
future to clean out any backups. The plug was at 
the west end of the line and could not be reached 
by a tape. 


On October 14, 1981 Mr. H. James Starr, 
again representing Roland Starr, filed a lawsuit 
against the City of Lansing and various property 
owners in the vicinity of the Black & Tan Rest- 
aurant requesting the Circuit Court to enter an 
Order vacating that portion of Washtenaw 
Street which lies between River Street and the 
Grand River. The essence of Mr. Starr’s claim is 
that the City by no longer using Washtenaw 
Street as a street after converting it to a parking 
lot in 1977 should no longer have claim to the 
property. If such an Order is entered, Mr. 
Roland Starr stands to gain the southern half of 
the steet which abuts his property. 


Because Mr. Roland Starr is requesting the 
City to reimburse him for repairing a sewer 
which he claims lies underneath property which 
should belong to him, this office recommends 
that his claim be denied and that it be submitted 
to the Circuit Court for determination along 
with the vacation issue.

On February 21, 1982 at approximately 8:00 
p.m. the claimant incurred damages to his 
aotomobile in the amount of $178.48 when the 
automobile struck a chuckhole while proceeding 
south bound on Aurelius Road near Cava- 
naugh. 


Mr. Howard McCaffery, Public Service Dir- 
ector, indicates that his department received its 
first notice of chuckholes existing on Aurelius 
Road near Cavanaugh on February 2, 1982. Mr. 
McCaffery indicates that at that point in time all 
public service crews were involved in heavy snow 
removal operations on Lansing areas streets 
which were completed during the second week 
of February. Commencing February 15, 1982, 
public service crews started repairing all of 
Aurelius Road within the City limits on a daily 
basis utilizing cold patch material. As a result of 
the wet weather conditions still existing, the cold 
patch material did not adhere properly and after 
multiple attempts at repair, Aurelius Road be- 
tween Forrest and Cavanaugh was closed to 
through traffic on March 16, 1982. 


Pursuant to MCLA 691.1402; MSA 3.996 
(102) a municipality is required to maintain its 
highways in a condition of reasonable repair so 
they are reasonably safe and convenient for 
public travel. A municipality is not liable for in- 
juries or damages caused by defective highways 
unless the municipality knew or in the exercise 
of reasonable diligence should have known of 
the existence of the defect and had a reasonable 
time to repair that defect before the injury takes 
place. See MCLA 691.1403; MSA 3.996(103). 


Applying the aforementioned statutory provi- 
sions to the facts of this claim it is apparent that 
the City of Lansing was aware of a problem with 
Aurelius Road as early as February 2, 1982. 
Repair of numerous road defects on Aurelius 
Road commenced on a daily basis on February 
15, 1982 with the conclusion of heavy snow 
removal operations. Cold patching materials 
were utilized which proved ineffective due to in- 
clement weather conditions and all of Aurelius 
Road between Forrest and Cavanaugh Roads 
was closed to through traffic effective March 16, 
1982. In the opinion of this office the City of 
Lansing’s Public Service Department exercised 
reasonable diligence in the repair of Aurelius 
Road but did not have a reasonable time or con- 
ditions to repair all of the defects which existed 
prior to the date of this incident on February 21, 
1982. Therefore, it is the recommendation of 
this office that this claim in the amount of 


$172.48 be denied on the basis of governmental .

Information provided this office indicates 
that Mr. Votruba purchased the vacant lot in 
question at 5716 Joshua Street in 1976 on a land 
contract. In early 1980 Mr. Votruba contacted 
the appropriate city department requesting that 
all future tax statements be mailed to him at 513 
Butterfield Drive, in East Lansing. Through an 
oversight, the change was not made and Mr. 
Votruba subsequently made a written request 
for the change on December 8, 1980. As a result 
of a second oversight, the change was not made 
until November 12, 1981. The first notification 
this claimant received that a problem existed 
with weeds at 5716 Joshua Street was upon 
receipt of his December, 1981 tax statement 
which included a $147.00 special assessment. 


Records on file in the Department of Building 
Safety and Development indicate that the viola- 
tion notice for the lot in question was mailed to 
an Alvin Yerke, 5716 Joshua Street (a vacant 
lot) on June 26, 1981 and that the name and ad- 
dress were obtained from an Assessor's office 
printout of June 13, 1981. The weeds were eli- 
minated by a City contractor on July 13, 1981 
and a special assessment submitted to the 
Assessor’s office on August 13, 1981 for inclu- 
sion on the December, 1981 tax statement. 


Although this claimant may be liable for this 
special assessment from a purely legal stand- 
point, it is apparent that this claimant made two 
separate requests for a name and address change 
many months prior to when the violation notice 
was mailed on June 26, 1981.

On February 22, 1982 claimant hit a pothole 
on Aurelius Road resulting in damage to his 
motor vehicle in the amount of $43.16.

An investigation by the Department of Public 
Service reveals that notice was received of 
potholes in this area on February 22. Repairs 
were then begun seven days prior to claimant’s 
injury, on February 15th. Because of the tem- 
perature cold patching materials rather than hot 
mixtures were used to repair these potholes. The 
snow meit and run off during February caused 
these cold mixtures to wash from the potholes 
almost as soon as they were applied. Thus, 
although the potholes referred to were repaired, 
weather and road conditions at that time of year 
made such repairs impossible to maintain. 


While it is true that the City has an obligation .

reasonable efforts as described, were made by 
the Public Service Department to maintain the 
road surface. Thus the City met its duty to 
maintain the roads in reasonable repair. 


Therefore, it is the recommendation of this 
office that Mr. Droste’s claim be denied.

““No governmental agency is liable for in- 
juries or damages caused by defective 
highways unless the governmental agency 
knew, or in the exercise of reasonable 
diligence should have known, of the exist- 
ence of the defect and had a reasonable time 
to repair the defect before the injury took 
place.’’ (emphasis added) 


It appears that the Public Service Department 
road crews responded diligently to all reports of 
potholes at or near the location in question dur- 
ing the period of time immediately preceding 
claimant’s accident. There.exists nothing in the 
facts as presented to suggest that the City had 
knowledge of the pothole in question and/or did 
not take reasonable and diligent efforts to repair 
the defect before the injury took place.

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March 15, 1982, a Public Service Operation and 
Maintenance crew repaired the potholes which 
existed between the 100 and 1000 blocks (Logan 
to Washington Street) on West Saginaw. 


The statutory requirement for finding a 
municipality liable for defective roadways if 
sound in MCLA 691.1403; MSA 3.996(103): 


‘“No governmental agency is liable for in- 
juries or damage caused by defective 
highways when the governmental agency 
knew, or in the exercise of reasonable 
diligence, should have known, of the ex- 
istence of the defect and had a reasonable 
time to repair the defect before the injury 
took place.” 


The Public Service crew repaired the potholes 
the next regular working day after the existence 
of the potholes were reported. Thus, the City 
did everything it could do as quickly and within 
a reasonable time in order to remedy the defect 
in the roadway in the area in which the claimant 
suffered a flat tire.

Dear President Belen and 
Members of City Council: 


In 1978, James Luther Covington filed a Civil 
Rights action against the City of Lansing, Lans- 
ing Metro Squad and Matt Winger in the Fed- 
eral District Court alleging that the City and 
other defendants had seized certain items of 
property in the course of a 1971 search of his 
apartment and had illegally failed to return 
those items of property to him. In response to 
his suit, the City filed an answer admitting the 
seizure of some of the items of property, deny- 
ing the seizure or possession of other property 
and denying that any legal duty existed for the 
City to return the property seized to him. . 


Recently, in the course of a pretrial con- 
ference held. before the Federal District Court in 
Kalamazoo, Michigan, representatives of the Ci- 
ty of Lansing and a legal representative of Mr. 
Covington entered into negotiations in an at- 
tmept to dispose of this claim. Although Mr. 
Covington’s original claim against the City ex- 
ceeded $26,000, in the course of the negotiations 
he offered to settle the matter for a payment of 
$1,200 and this office, subject to City Council 
approval, offered to settle the matter for $275. 
While Mr. Covington has rejected the City’s of- 
fer, the Federal Court has requested that the 
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Lansing City Council be informed of and act 
upon Mr. Covington’s offer. 


Based upon the fact that the City has 
meritorious defenses to Mr. Covington’s claim 
and upon the fact that the property involved is 
relatively nominal in value, this office can not 
recommend that Mr. Covington’s offer to settle 
the matter for $1,200 be accepted. Nonetheless, 
in view of the fact that the City will be forced to 
incur substantial expenses in defending the mat- 
ter which it will be unlikely to recover regardless 
of its success in the claim, and because there is at 
least some possibility of Mr. Covington succeed- 
ing in a minor aspect of his claim and, therefore, 
being awarded attorneys fees; this office also 
recommends that it should be authorized to 
engage in further attempts to settle this matter 
for an amount up to but less than the $1,200 of- 
fered by Mr. Covington. 


Therefore, this office respectfully requests the 
permission of City Council to reject Mr. Cov- 
ington’s settlement offer and its further 
authorization to enter into a settlement of this 
matter with Mr. Covington whereby all of Mr. 
Covington’s claims against the City of Lansing 
and all other parties will be released in exchange 
for the payment of an amount less than $1,200.

This claimant occurred damages in the amount of

Mr. Howard McCaffery, Public Service Director, 
indicates that the first notice the Public Service 
Department had of the potholes at this location was 
on February 2, 1982. The potholes were not patched 
because the Operations and Maintenance Division was 
busy plowing heavy snowfall and because the potholes 
were filled with snow and thus could not be repaired. 
Mr. McCaffery states that overall snow plowing took 
a higher priority than pothole patching. 


Pursuant to MCLA 691.1403 a municipality is im- 
mune from liability for damages caused by a defective 
highway unless the municipality knew of the existence 
- Fea defect and had a reasonable time to repair that 

efect. 


In this case the City had 13 days prior notice of the 
defect. The question therefore becomes: whether 13 
days notice was a reasonable time to repair the defect 
in light of the fact that the Operations and Mainten- 
ance Division of the Public Service Department was 
ee 4 at this time plowing a heavy snowfall and in light 
of the fact. that the potholes were filled with snow and 
could not be repaired? 


If this matter were taken to litigation, a judge or 
jury would have to decide whether the time period in 
question was reasonable. Because of the reasonable 
possibility a judge or jury would find the 13 day 
period a reasonable one by which the City could have 
repaired the pothole, this office has tentatively 
negotiated a settlement in this matter with claimant in 
the amount of $41.08. This amount represents one- 
half of the original amount claimed. 
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It is the recommendation of this office that this 
claim be settled in this amount.

Investigation by the Public Service Department 
revealed that notice was received of potholes in this 
area of Aurelius Road on February 2, 1982. The 
potholes were not patched, however, because the 
Public Service Department was busy removing snow 
from a heavy snowfall and because snow filled the 
potholes themselves, thus making them difficult to 
repair. 


MCLA 691.1403 provides that the City is immune 
from liability for a defect in the road unless the 
governmental agency knew or should have known of 
the existence of the defect and had a reasonable time 
to repair it. Here the question becomes: is an 11 day 
notice a reasonable time to repair the defect in light of 
the heavy snowfall which took priority and in light of 
the fact that the snow filled the pothole itself thus 
preventing repair? 


If this matter were pursued to litigation, a judge or 
jury would have to decide whether this time period is 
reasonable. Because of the reasonable possibility a 
judge or jury would find an 11 day period reasonable 
time to repair the pothole, notwithstanding the snow- 
fall, this office has contacted claimant and tentatively 
negotiated a settlement in the amount of $104.00. This 
represents half of the originally claimed amount.

Dear President Belen and 
Members of City Council: 


On March 16, 1982, the City Council received a 
claim letter from Roberta Fockler. In her letter Ms. 
Fockler alleges damages in the amount of $75.44 to a 
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tire from striking a pothole on Cedar at approximately 
7:00 p.m., February 20, 1982. Ms. Fockler later 
clarified with the Public Service Department that the 
potholein question was on the east side of Cedar in 
front of McDonald’s Restaurant. 


Although Ms. Fockler alleges that she contacted so- 
meone in regard to this pothole when she got home 
that evening, the Public Service Department does not 
have a record of any calls concerning Cedar Stret on 
February 20. Howard G. McCaffery, Director of the 
Public Service Department, confirms two calls with 
regard to South Cedar near McDonald’s Restaurant: 
One received from a resident at Noon, February 21; a 
second received from a resident at 7:06 p.m., February 
22. Following the call received on the 2lst, the 
potholes reported were filled. Again, on the 22nd of 
February, the Public Service Department took steps to 
repair the pothole reported near McDonald’s. At this 
time, barricades were placed on north-bound Cedar by 
Robert Street, and the potholes were filled that night. 


The standard for the determination of governmen- 
tal liability for damages caused by defective highways, 
is set forth in MCLA 691.1403; MSA 3.996(103): 


‘*No governmental agency is liable for injuries or 
damages caused by defective highways, unless the 
governmental agency knew, or in the exercise of 
reasonable diligence should have known, of the 
existence of the defect and had a reasonable time 
to repair the defect before the injury took place.”’ 


In this instance, clearly, the Public Service Depart- 
ment has made every effort to repair the section of 
South Cedar in the vicinities of the McDonald’s 
Restaurant, whenever those defects were called to its 
attention. We note that both calls with regard to the 
potholes in that vicinity were recorded after the date 
of damage to the claimant’s vehicle. In both cases, 
repairs were expeditiously undertaken. 


Thus, we conclude from the facts in this case that 
the City has met the test set forth in the statute. 
Therefore, it is the recommendation of this office that 
this claim be denied on the basis of governmental im- 
munity.

Dear President Belen and 
Members of City Council: 


On March 22, 1982, Jerry C. Lazar submitted a 
claim to City Council for damage occuring as a result 
of his vehicle hitting several potholes and a storm 
drain cover in the 1800 block of West Saginaw Street. 
The claimant states that the vehicular damage occur- 
red while traveling eastbound in the 1800 block of 
West Saginaw on March 10, 1982. The claimant states 
that as a result of his vehicle striking the potholes and 
storm drain cover, his vehicle’s front end and steering 
mechanism were damaged to the extent of $469.00. 
The claimant is seeking recovery for his $50.00 in- 
surance deductible plus the increase in the insurance 
premium of $186.00 that his insurance carrier is 
aliegedly assessing him as the result of filing a claim 
for the $419.00 covered by his insurance policy. 


The Public Service Department has informed this 
Department that Saginaw Street is a State trunkline. 
MCLA 250.61; MSA 9.901 provides that: 


“On and after January 1, 1960, the cost of con- 
structing, improving and maintaining trunkline 
highways shall be met entirely by the state, and the 
counties, townships and incorporated cities and 
villages shali thereafter be relieved of all expenses 
and /egal liabilities in connection therewith.’ (em- 
phasis added) 


The City of Lansing has contracted with the State of 
Michigan to maintain Saginaw Street within the cor- 
porate limits of the City of Lansing. In Robinson v 
Emmett County Road Commission, 72 Mich App 623 
(1976) the Michigan Court of Appeals determined that 
under the above quoted statute, the State Transporta- 
tion Commission retains jurisdiction and control over 
all state trunkline highways even though it contracts 
out the maintenance of state trunkline highways to 
other governmental units and therefore, any possible 
negligent acts of the other governmental units in main- 
taining state trunkline highways under the 
maintenance ageements will not render such govern- 
mental units liable. Thus, the City of Lansing does not 
have authority to decide the validity of claims arising 
out of the possible negligent maintenance of state 
trunklines. Rather, the claimant should file his claim 
with the State Transportation Commission which 
would have authority to decide the validity of this 
claim. 


Therefore, based upon the facts presented in this 
case and the above quoted law, it is the recommenda- 
tion of this office that Jerry C. Lazar’s claim against 
the City of Lansing be denied.

Previously the City Council referred the claim of 
Mr. Curtis back to this office for further investigation 
and review. Mr. Curtis claims as damages the cost of 
replacing a front door which was broken by an under- 
cover officer of the Lansing Police Department when 
entering a rental unit owned by Mr. Curtis at 339 E. 
St. Joseph Street. 


A further investigation by this office discloses that 
the undercover officer had an arrest warrant for a per- 
son whose car was parked in front of Mr. Curtis’ ren- 
tal unit. The officer observed an individual, matching 
the description of the person for whom the arrest war- 
rant was outstanding, leave the car and enter the 
premises. The officer knocked on the door and in- 
quired if the suspect was in the premises. The person 
answering the door advised that the suspect was not 
there, then after the officer identified himself as a 
Lansing Police Officer, the individual attempted to 
shut the door on the officer. The officer resisted by 
bracing his shoulder against the door and the door 
broke. The person who answered the door was subse- 
quently arrested on outstanding warrants. 


In Michigan, a municipality is generally not respon- 
sible for damages when performing a governmental 
function. Under these circumstances it is clear that the 
police officer was engaging in a governmental function 
when attempting to determine whether the person 
answering the door was the suspect. 


In view of the foregoing it remains the recommen- 
dation of this office that Mr. Curtis’ claim be denied 
because there appears to be no negligence on behalf of 
the officer and even if there was, the officer was 
engaged in general routine police activities and as 
such, the City would remain immune from liability.

Mr. Batten filed a claim against the City of Lansing 
in March, 1982 asking the City to pay storage fees in 
the amount of $150.00 for his motorcycle. 


On November 18, 1981, Mr. Batten’s motorcycle 
was stolen from his apartment at 20214 Grand River 
Avenue. Mr. Batten filed a stolen vehicle report with 
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the Lansing Police Department. On the report he gave 
an incorrect telephone number for his home phone 
and gave a business phone number for an employer he 
last worked over a month earlier. On December 16, 
1981, Mr. Batten’s motorcycle was recovered at 403 E. 
Grand River Avenue. The motorcycle was towed by 
Northside and has been held at the Northside lot since 
then. Presently, the storage fee approaches $450.00, 
however, the Northside is willing to release the bike 
for a sum of $150.00. 


This office spoke with the Lansing Police officer 
asisgned to this particular case. The officer indicated 
that he attempted to contact Mr. Batten by telephon- 
ing both numbers. The home phone number was not 
registered to anyone and the employees at the business 
number indicated that they had no knowledge of Mr. 
Batten. The officer also went to the apartment at 
202% E. Grand River and left a note asking Mr. Bat- 
ten to contact the Lansing Police Department. The of- 
ficer attempted to contact Mr. Batten in this for over a 
month subsequent to the recovery of the motorcycle. 


In Michigan a governmental unit is immunized from 
liability for negligent actions if it is engaged in a 
governmental function. It does not appear that the 
Police Department was negligent in its efforts to con- 
tact Mr. Batten, even if it were, the doctring of 
governmental immunity would protect the City of 
Lansing from liability. 

In view of the foregoing, it is the recommendation 
of this office that Mr. Batten’s claim in the amount of 
$150.00 be denied.

Dear Council President and Members: 


Pursuant to the provisions of the City Charter, 
Chapter 5, Section 5-504, the Board of Ethics has 
developed the attached ordinance to establish stan- 
dards of ethical conduct for public officials and 
employees. The specific postion of the Charter to be 
implemented by this ordinance reads as follows: 


“1. The city shall adopt by ordinance such stan- 
dards for the conduct of public affairs as may be 
deemed necessary to protect the public, including the 
ordinances referred to in this section. 


2. The city shall provide by ordinance, no later than 
one year after the effective date of this Charter for 
restrictions similar to those enacted by the State of 
Michigan by statute, prescribing standards of conduct 
for public employees. The ordinances shall generally 
include but not be limited to; prohibiting the use of 
public office or employment for the private benefit of 
any person; divulging of confidential information in 
advance of the time prescribed for its authorized 
release to the public; the use of city personnel 
resources for private gain; profit from an official posi- 
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tion and acceptance of things of value by public of- 
ficers or employees.’’ 


The Mayor’s office received the proposed ordinance 
from the Board of Ethics on April 28, 1982. We have 
not had the opportunity to fully review its content. It 
is a matter, however, that we believe should receive 
prompt attention. Therefore, it is submitted to your 
honorable body for referral to the appropriate Coun- 
cil Committee. 


While the discussions are underway in committee, 
this office will also study the ordinance and prepare 
appropriate comments.

Claimant requests reimbursement in the amount of 
$13.00 plus the cost of a damaged hubcap for damages 
incurred by her vehicle when striking a chuckhole 
located west of the Holmes and Logan intersection on 
March 9, 1982. 


Information received from Public Service indicates 
that the Public Service Department had filled the 
chuckhole at that location on February 19, 1982. The 
Public Service Department believes that a cold patch 
worked itself out by the time the claimant struck the 
chuckhole. The Public Service Department received a 
complaint of the hole on March 10, 1982 and filled it 
the same day. 


Under Michigan law a municipality is immune from 
liability for damages caused by defective roadways 
unless the municipality knew, or in the exercise of 
reasonable diligence, should have known of the ex- 
istence of the defect and had a reasonable time to 
repair the defect before the injury takes place. 


Since the City had no knowledge of the chuckhole 
prior to the accident, it is the recommendation of this 
office that the claim be denied on the basis of govern- 
mental immunity.

Dear President Belen and 
City Council Members: 


This claimant originally requested reimbursement in 
the amount of $405.00, now reduced to $50.00, for 
damages incurred to his automobile by a Public Ser- 
vice Department repair crew while traveling south- 
bound on South Cedar in the 5000 block on December 
8, 1981. On that date, a repair crew was utilizing an air 
hose which sent debris flying onto this claimant’s 
automobile resulting in chipped paint and windshield. 


Howard McCaffery, Public Service Director, in- 
dicates that a road repair crew was utilizing an air hose 
for repairs in the 5000 block of South Cedar on the 
date in question and it is possible that flying debris 
could have hit and damaged claimant’s vehicle. 


Pursuant to MCLA 691.1407; MSA 3.996(107) a 
municipality is immune from tort liability in all cases 
where the governmental agency is engaged in the exer- 
cise and discharge of a governmental function. The 
term ‘“‘governmental function’’ has been limited in 
scope by court decisons to include only those activities 
which can be effectively accomplished by the govern- 
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ment. See Parker v Highland Park, 404 Mich 187; 273 
NW2d 403 (1978). It is clear that the functions of the 
Public Service Department in repairing and maintaing 
streets would constitute a governmental function and 
would fall within the purview of the aforementioned 
statute. It would therefore follow that the City of Lan- 
sing would be immune from liability for the probable 
negligent actions by the Public Service crew on the 
date in question. 


This claimant has notified this office that he would 
be willing to settle this claim for the amount of $50.00, 
the amount of the deductible on his insurance. 
However, ignoring the equities favoring this claimant, 
it is the recommendation of this office from a legal 
standpoint that this claim be denied on the basis of 
governmental immunity.

“On and after July 1, 1960, the cost of construc- 
ting, improving and maintaining trunkline 
highways shall be met entirely by the state, and its 
counties, townships and incorporated cities and 
villages shall thereafter be relieved of all expenses 
and legal liabilities in connection therewith.’’ 


The City of Lansing has contracted with the State of 
Michigan to maintain Saginaw Street within the cor- 
porate limits of the City of Lansing. In Robinson v 
Emmett County Road Commission, 72 Mich App 623 
(1976) the Michigan Court of Appeals determined that 
pursuant to the aforementioned statute, the State 
Transportation Commission retains jurisdiction and 
control over all state trunkliknes even though it con- 
tracts out the maintenance of state trunklines to other 
governmental units and therefore, any possible 
negligent acts of a governmental unit in maintaining 
state trunklines will not render that governmental unit 
liable. Therefore, the City of Lansing does not have 
authority to decide the validity of claims arising from 
the possible negligent maintenance of state trunklines 
and all claims should be filed with the State Transpor- 
tation Commission which has the authority to decide 
the validity of all such claims. 


Therefore, based upon the facts presented by this 
claim and the above quoted statutory provision, it is 
the recommendation of this office that this claim in 
the amount of $59.17 be denied.

That Chapter 27 of the Code of Or- 
dinances of the City of Lansing, Michigan, be amend- 
ed by revising Section 27-35 to read as follows: 


Sec 27-35. Amounts: billings. 


the rates and charges for services furnished by such 
system shall be levied upon each lot or parcel of land, 
building or premises, having any sewer connection 
with such system, on the basis of the quantity of water 
used thereon or therein as the same is measured by 
meters therein used, or in the absence thereof, by such 
equitable method as shall be determined by the direc- 
tor of public service with the approval of the city 
council, and shall be collected at the same time, and in 
the same manner as provided for the payment of 
charges for water used, except in cases where the 
character of the sewage from a manufacturing or in- 
dustrial plant, building or premises is such that 
unreasonable additional burden is placed upon the 
system, greater than that imposed by the average 
sewage delivered to the system plant, the additional 
cost of treatment created thereby shall be an addi- 
tional charge over the regular rates hereinafter set 
forth; or the city may, if it deems it advisable compel 
such manufacturing or industrial plant, building or 
premises to treat such sewage in such manner as shall 
be specified by the city before discharging such sewage 
into the sewage disposal system. Rates for all users ob- 
taining all or part of their water supply from sources 
other than the city’s water system may be determined 
by gauging or metering the actual sewage entering the 
system or by metering the water used by them, in a 
manner acceptable by the city council. The commodi- 
ty charge for resident users shall be computed on the 
basis of nine hundred (900) cubic feet per month per 
customer where gauging or metering is not practical. 


The city council may classify the users of the system 
according to the quantity of water used and charge 
such rates to users in each class as it may deem 
reasonable. 


(1) The rate to be billed for use of the system shall 


be as follows for all users within the sanitary sewer ser- . 
vice area of the city except as other wise provided 


herein:

(a) Service charge: $.064 per month per customer 
for billing and collecting services. 


(b) Commodity charge: $0.70 per 100 cubic feet

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(c) Minimum charge per month or part thereof: All 
residential users shall be charged a minimum billing of 
$3.44 per month regardless or meter size. For all other 
users, the minimum charge per month shall be deter- 
mined by meter size as follows:

(d) Lawn sprinkling: Upon all bills to resident users 
during the months of September, October, and 
November, the sewerage charge shall be subject to dis- 
count of ten (10) per cent unless water used for lawn 
sprinkling is metered separately, and further provided 
that said discount shall not apply to any minimum bill- 
ing. : 


(e) Delayed payment charge: A delayed payment 
charge of five (5) per cent of the total monthly bill 
shall be added to any bil which is not paid on or before 
the due date shown thereon. 


(2) The rate to be billed for use of the system for all 
ee customers shall be the same as that used within 
the city, 


The rates stated herein shall be effective on July 1, 
1982 except as otherwise provided. A villing covering 
use of the system before and after the effective date of 
this rate change shall have such bill prorated, based 
upon the average use per day and the number of days 
within such billing period, at the rate then in effect. 


The Board of Water and Light is hereby designated 
as the billing and collecting agent for the city for the 
purposes of this chapter and is reimbursed from the 
funds collected for the expense of such billing and col- 
lecting. The charges shall constitute a lien on the pro- 
perty served by any connection with the system, and if 
not paid within ninety (90) days may be collected in 
the same manner as general city taxes. 


Suburban user or users or sewer or sewer services

This was 
not planned for in the budget; however, I recommend 
that the City provide the showmobile. (This will not 
require additional funding; rather, staff will have to 
forego time spent on other work programs.)

While it is true that a governmental agency is liable 
for known defects in streets, here the nature of the 
bituminous is not by itself a defect. Indeed there was 
no other way to patch the chuckholes. Moreover, the 
reason the bituminous hit claimant’s windshield could 
have been caused by claimant’s vehicle, a vehicle in 
front of her, or a passing vehicle. 


Because no negligence was involved on the City’s 
part, it is the recommendation of this office that the 
claim be denied.

On March 24, 1982 Melinda McIntosh filed a claim 
with the City for $88.50 for damage done to her vehi- 
cle’s tire and rim as the result of striking a pothole 
while proceeding in the eastbound lane of the 2000 
block of East Kalamazoo Street. Claimant alleges that 
the pothole was full of water and therefore was not 
visible. Claimant states that as a result of her vehicle 
striking the pothole, her tire was punctured beyond 
repair and the rim of her wheel was bent. 


Howard McCaffery, Public Service Director, has 
informed this office that the claimant’s March 22, 
1982 letter was the first notice that the Public Service 
Department had of a pothole in the 2000 block of East 
Kalamazoo Street. 


Pursuant to MCLA 691.1403; MSA 3.996(103), a 
municipality is immune from tort liability for damages 
caused by defective highways unless the municipality 
knew or in the exercise of reasonable diligence should 
have known, of the existence of the defect and had a 
reasonable time to repair that defect before the injury 
took place. 


Applying the aforementioned statutory provision of 
the facts presented in this claim, it is evident that the 
City of Lansing had no prior notice of any defect ex- 
isting in the 2000 block of East Kalamazoo Street at 
the time and date of the incident. 


Therefore, it is the recommendation of this office 
that the claim be denied on the basis of governmental 
immunity.

Re: Claim of Cynthia L. Adams in the amount of 
$77.00 


Dear President Belen and 
Members of City Council: 


On April 12, 1982 the City Attorney’s Office receiv- 
ed a letter from Cynthia L. Adams, alleging damages 
to her vehicle in the amount of $77.00. Ms. Adams in- 
dicates that on March 24, 1982 at approximately 5:50 
p.m., as she was leaving the South Capitol Parking 
Ramp, the exit gate arm descended and struck the roof 
of her car. Asa result, paint from the yellow gate arm 
was embedded upon the roof of her vehicle. She was 
submitted two estimates for removal of paint and 
refurbishing of the car roof, one in the amount of 
$77.00 and another in the amount of $106.00. 


An investigation of this matter by David A. Ber- 
ridge, Transportation Engineer, has revealed the 
following facts. Ms. Adams apparently followed 
another vehicle up to the exit booth. After handing i in 
the time ticket to the attendant, Ms. Adams then im- 
mediately followed the first vehicle out of the exit, 
without waiting for the attendant to complete the 
transaction. As a result, when the first vehicle left the 
exit area and deactivated the exit response loop, the 
gate arm released and struck her vehicle. Had the at- 
tendant been allowed to complete the transaction, he 
could have reengaged the exit arm and it would have 
have descended on Mrs. Adams’ vehicle. The in- 
vestigation determined that neither employee 
negligence, nor equipment malfunction was the cause 
of the damage. 


While it is true that municpal corporations are liable 
for tortious acts occurring in the exercise of pro- 
prietary functions, there seems to be no basis for a tort 
claim in this instance. 


Since it was the negligence of the driver of the vehi- 
cle, Ms. Adams, rather than equipment failure or 
negligent operation of equipment by a City employee, 
it is the recommendation of this office that this claim 
be denied.

On March 23, 1982 the City Council received a 
claim letter from Mrs. Richard Brown of Portland, 
Michigan for pothole damage to a tire and wheel rim 
requiring repairs in the estimated amount of $111.01. 
Mrs. Brown indicates that on March 178, 1982, she 
struck a pothole in the 2900 block of Holmes Road. 
As a result, her tire was flattened, and the rim dented, 
resulting in the necessity for a replacement rim and 
wheel cover, and subsequent alignment of the front 
end of the vehicle. 


Howard G. McCaffery, Director of Public Service, 
has indicated to this office that his division had no 
notice of potholes in that block subsequent to repair 
and inspection in early March. 


Michigan law does require municipal corporations 
to maintain highways within their jurisdiction ‘‘in 
reasonable repair so that it is reasonably safe and con- 
venient for public travel”? MCLA 691.1402; MSA 
3.996(102). However, said liability depends upon the 
municipal corporation having knowledge of the ex- 
istence of the defect and a reasonable time to repair 
the defect before the injury or damage takes place. 
MCLA 691.1403; MSA 3.996(103). Thus, in this par- 
ticular case, as the City had no knowledge of the 
pothole in question, no liability attaches. 


It is therefore the recommendation of this office 
that Mrs. Brown’s claim be denied.

On May 6 
this office recommended that Mr. Batten’s claim be 
denied. You requested this office to further review the 
efforts of the Lansing Police Department in attemp- 
ting to locate Mr. Batten and inform him that his 
motorcycle was in storage. 


Pursuant to your request, this office again inter- 
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viewed the Lansing police officer who was responsible 
for contacting Mr. Batten. This officer assured this of- 
fice that on several occasions he telephoned the 
numbers that Mr. Batten gave the Lansing Police 
Department. One number was a business number of a 
landscaping firm that Mr. Batten no longer worked 
for. The other telephone number given by Mr. Batten 
was for his home, however, that was an incorrect 
number and it was not registered to anyone. The of- 
ficer indicated that he went to Mr. Batten’s apartment 
at 202% E. Grand River at least on two occasions and 
left a note asking Mr. Batten to contact the police 
department with regard to his report of a stolen 
motorcycle. 


In view of the officers confirmation of these efforts 
to contact Mr, Batten and in view of the fact that these 
police activities constitute the performance of a 
governmental function, it is the recommendation of 
this office that Mr. Batten’s claim be denied since 
there appears to be no negligence on behalf of the 
police department and even if there was negligence, 
the doctrine of governmental immunity would shield 
the City from liability in this instance.

Dear President Belen and Councilmembers: 


Thanks to increased cooperation, we are enjoying 
the beginning of major new downtown development. 
Part of this effort involves the creation of new park- 
ing. 


Since January we have set in motion the creation of 
some 900 new municipal parking spaces. In addition, I 
have provided Council a preliminary long-range park- 
ing report. 


In that long-range report I proposed that we under- 
take additional study as a necessary prerequisite to 
new parking facility construction. Such study would: 


—analyze current and projected parking useage pat- 
terns; potential new sites; new facility: possibilities (in- 
cluding demountable ramps); revenue and rate projec- 
tions; and other factors related to the necessity for 
new parking; 


—analyze and answer questions regarding the legal 
requirements for new facility construction; and 


—analyze and make recommendations regarding 
appropriate financing of new construction. 


I believe it important to move quickly to obtain con- 
sultant services to prepare this report. As you will 
recall, there is $14,000 in the current parking system 
budget (FY’82) for a parking facility feasibility study. 
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An additional $8,000 was placed in next year’s budget. 
Thus we have $22,000 available for study. 


With the concurrence of your Special Parking and 
Ways and Means Committees, I have directed staff to 
begin the proces of obtaining consultant proposals. I 
am doing so as quickly as possible. I will continue to 
keep Council fully informed of this process. 


We have not yet talked with consultants regarding 
this project; it is therefore not possible to predict its 
total cost. That cost may exceed $22,000. I will, of 
course, return to Council to request any additional 
study funding. 


Perspective. It is imperative that we continue to 
move quickly to increase municipal parking facilities. 
However, let us also recognize that City government is 
not the only downtown parking provider. 


We may approximately summarize downtown park- 
ing provision as follows: 


Municipal System: 5,000 spaces 
Private System: 2,500 spaces 
Community College: 1,500 spaces 
State of Michigan: 5,000 spaces 

TOTAL: 14,000 spaces 


1 believe we also have the responsibility to en- 
courage the expansion of non-municipal system park- 
ing. It is particularly important that we allow the 
private sector the opportunity to invest in Lansing in 
this manner. Let us together encourage such invest- 
ment. 


I look forward to continuing to work with you to 
accomplish additional parking in Lansing.

RE: Report on Police Manpower/ 
Various Programs 


Dear President Belen and Councilmembers: 


In the wrap up of the preparation of the 1982-83 
Fiscal Year Budget, the Council asked that the 
Mayor’s Office submit a report involving three phases 
of police operations and how these matters related to 
manpower considerations. 


Attached to this report you will find three separate 
reports. One which relates to the Eighteen Patrol 
District versus the Fourteen Patrol District Patrol Pro- 
gram. The second pertains to the Flexi-Patrol and the 
third pertains to School Programs. 


The detail of the District Plan is the one of most 
significant concern. The document dated May 24, 
1982 from Captain Jerry Mills to Chief Richard 
Gleason makes a very professional presentation of 
how the Fourteen District Patrol Plan responds to law 
enforcement needs and the services that it provides to 
residents of the community. You will note on pages 12 
and 13, respectively, of the document that in the 
highest demand hours of the day, the Fourteen 
District Plan provides the highest level of officers on 
patrol. By comparison, looking at the average daily 
assignment the situation is as follows: 


7:00 a.m. to 3:00 p.m. (0700 to 1500 hours)—Four- 
teen District Plan—16 average officers; Eighteen 
District Plan—20 average officers. 


3:00 p.m. to 8:00 p.m. (1500 to 2000 hours)—Four- 
teen District Plan—23 average officers; Eighteen 
District Plan—25 average officers. 


8:00 p.m. to 1:00 p.m. (2000 to 2300 hours)—Four- 
teen District Plan—32 average officers; Eighteen 
District Plan—25 average officers. 


11:00 p.m. to 4:00 a.m. (2300 to 0400 
hours)—Fourteen District Plan—23 average officers; 
Eighteen District Plan—19 average officers. 


4:00 a.m. to 7:00 a.m. (0400 to 0700 hours)—Four- 
teen District Plan—14 average officers; Eighteen 
District Plan—19 average officers. 


The accompanying diagram on page 10 and 11 
shows the overlap of assignment and the incident 
curve by hour, respectively. You will find the deploy- 
ment of personnel by the Fourteen District Plan 
carefully takes into account experience, as indicated 
by the incident diagram. Also back on page 5 of the 
report, the calls for services are heavily concentrated 
between the hour of three in the afternoon and mid- 
night. So, the deployment of personnel indicates the 
Fourteen District Plan best responds to the communi- 
ty’s law enforcement needs. 


A subsequent study dated June 7th and attached as 
an addendum to the District Report shows similar 
results too, on a Fourteen District basis, to the results 
shown on page 12. 


Also, included for your review is a map showing the 
original Eighteen Districts which you may place along 
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side of the map showing Fourteen Districts. In a 
public presentation I will be able to use transparencies 
to show overlap of coverage. 


It is my opinion that the Fourteen District Plan 
makes maximum utilization of the available man- 
power in the Police Department Uniform Division 
Patrol Operation. 


Flexi-Patrol Repori—The Flexi-Patrol Report is 
short and basically self-explanatory. The commitment 
made by Chief Gleason to deal with community pro- 
blems, as contained in paragraph one, page 2, should 
be of considerable interest to the Council. I am sure 
the Policie Departments’ efforts in working with 
neighborhood associations and police oriented watch 
organizations will prove beneficial to resolving City 
Council’s concerns. 


School Programs—The Report on School Programs 
is also self-explanatory. What it indicates is that the 
School Safety Program will be continued at a level 
slightly below the staffing level of prior years. It will 
be a continuing program backed up by personnel from 
the Crime Prevention Unit when needed. 


The Criminal Justice Education Program which 
previously consisted of two officers in the junior highs 
and two officers in the senior highs was cut back 
slightly with the reduction of personnel. The Chief’s 
commitment in paragraph two is as follows: ‘‘A recent 
study of the involvement of our school programs 
altered the priorities of this administration to the ex- 
tent that we will make every attempt to continue the 
CJEP program at its present level throughout the next 
school year.’’ As he has further indicated in his report, 
he will look at other program in the Police Depart- 
ment that might be reduced so that the Criminal 
Justice Education Program can continue fully. 


While it is clear that the reduction in personnel in 
the Police Department was and is cause for concern, 
what you are seeing in the attached reports, is a very 
professional approach to this problem on behalf of the 
Police Department. Ii is my opinion that Chief 
Gleason and his staff are to be commended for their 
conscientious efforts in dealing with the matter as 
police professionals. 


I further believe that the residents of this communi- 
ty are receiving full value for their tax dollars in con- 
junction with these programs. 


Either Chief Gleason, members of his staff or I will 
be available to answer any questions Council may have 
in regard to either the three reports or the supplemen- 
tal material. 


I look forward to making a verbal presentation to 
the City Council on these reports.

RE: Effects of Reduced Manpower 
Lansing Fire Department 


Dear President Belen and Councilmembers: 


[ have reviewed the attached report from Fire Chief 
Mark Holliday, pertaining to reduced manpower and 
the operations of the Lansing Fire Department for 
Fiscal Year 1982-82. 
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There is no question that the allocation of man- 
power creates a tight operating situation. On the other 
hand, there is also no question that we can make it 
through 1982-83 with the proposed budget, if City 
Council will keep in mind the comment from the Fire 
Chief with regards to maximum staffing. 


Also, the Chief has expressed a concern for the long 
range plans for the maintenance division. He has in- 
dicated by the chart on page 3, the number of man 
hours committee to maintenance type operations. This 
will be commented on later in the report. 


Finally, he has expressed a concern for his long 
range plans for the alarm division and the cost 
associated with maintaining the alarm system. I would 
ask that the City Council read those sections carefully. 


Basically allow me to present my observations based 
upon my review of this report. First, from the list of 
apparatus found on page 9, it does indicate that under 
the best of circumstances there is a commitment of 51 
persons to deploy the actual firefighting apparatus. 
The pieces of equipment identified as either squads, 
engines, ladders or platform are each staffed with 
three (3) persons per vehicle. The five (5) specialized 
vehicles (A.T.V.), light truck and compressor truck 
are not routinely staffed. They are used as support ap- 
paratus as needed, in an actual emergency/ fire- 
fighting situation. 


In addition to the 51 persons accounted for in 
operating the 17 pieces of fire apparatus, six (6) addi- 
tional people are required to staff the three (3) am- 
bulances and the remaining two (2) positions are the 
two (2) deputy chief positions, thus accounting for the 
59 positions. 


While Chief Holliday is implementing procedures 
that will attempt to stabilize and/or reduce potential 
manpower shortages, by controlling time off situa- 
tions, this office is working concurrently with him to 
accomplish some of these objectives through the con- 
tract negotiation process. 


Over a longer period, but commencing immediately, 
there is a necessity to look into cost savings/cost 
reducing operational alternatives and technological 
advances pertaining to the fire services. This will allow 
us to approach Fiscal Year 1983-84 budget preparation 
constructively. 


Regarding the maintenance; the back up statistical 
data is presented for your review. The chart on page 3 
shows the number of man hours committed to 
maintenance type operations, which now budgetarily 
will be handled by one (1) person and back up by the 
individual scheduled for transfer, until such time as we 
can achieve a firm recommendation on this matter. 


Also attached to this report is a communication 
from the Tri-County Fire Chief’s Association, poin- 
ting out the close cooperation received from the Lans- 
ing Fire Department, to meet their needs for 
maintenance of highly specialized equipment. Similar- 
ly, we maintain equipment for agencies such as the 
Board of Water & Light. 


l am satisfied that we can continue to provide a high 
level of fire service to the residents of Lansing, within 
our proposed 1982-83 Fiscal Year Budget. | believe, 
however, it should be understood that a great deal of 
constructive analysis will have to take place in the next 
few months, or we may experience a deterioration of 
this high quality service before the next budget year 
(1983-84) takes effect. 


1 commend Chief Holliday and his staff for 
attempting to place this matter before you in a suc- 
cinct, comprehensive and professional manner.

On April 29, 1982, the City Clerk received a letter 
from Ken Spurbeck alleging damages to two front 
tires of his car resulting from striking a pothole on 
South Pennsylvania Avenue near Highland Ap- 
pliance, sometime in the month of February. Mr. 
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Spurbeck alleges that during that time of the year, his 
driving was restricted to travel to and from work. Asit 
was his custom to travel by way of South Pennsylvania 
Avenue to and from work, it is his contention that the 
only way in which his tires might have been damaged 
was traveling in that particular area where he recalls 
striking a pothole. He has claimed that while one tire 
is usable as a spare, the other tire was totally 
destroyed, and both together cost $134.07 to replace. 
An investigation into these allegations conducted by 
Howard McCaffery, Director of Public Service, deter- 
mined that Highland Appliance in in the 5700 block of 
South Pennsylvania. Further, that, although the clai- 
mant does not specify a date in February, only one 
pothole was reported in the 5700 block of South Penn- 
sylvania during that month. This particular pothole in 
front of 5744 South Pennsylvania was reported and 
repaired on the 22nd of February, 1982. He has fur- 
ther determined that several other potholes ‘‘near 
Highland Appliance’’ were also reported and repaired 
within hours of the receipt of the complaint. No where 
is there logged a complaint from Ken Spurbeck. Fur- 
ther investigation attempting to locate Mr. Spurbeck 
determined only that there is no such individual listed 
in the Lansing area. As he did not include phone or 
address in his letter, no further clarification of his 
complaint could be made. 


While in some instances a municipality may be held 
liable for defective highway damage. MCLA 
691.1403; MSA 3.996(103) specifically exempts 
municipalities from liability unless the governmental 
agency knew of the defect and had reasonable time to 
repair the defect before the injury or damage took 
place. Thus, under the facts of this case, where it is 
clear that all potholes in that particular area were im- 

' mediately repaired upon notice to the City, and absent 
more clarifying information from the claimant, it is 
i:  esiamaaamil of this office that this claim be

According to Michigan law, ‘‘no governmental 
agency is liable for injuries or damages caused by 
defective highways unless the governmental agency 
knew, or in the exercise of reasonable diligence should 
have known, of the existence of the defect and had a 
reasonable time to repair the defect before the injury 
took place’, MCLA 691.1403; MSA 3,996(103). 


: Thus, since the City did not have notice of the defect 


until after Ms. DeWeese alleged striking of the 
pothole, and as the City immediately acted to repair 
the defect once notified, no liability exists. — 


Therefore it is the recommendation of this office 
that this claim should be denied.

Statutory law makes the governmental agency liable 
for damages caused by defective highways only where 
the agency knew or should have known of the ex- 
istence of the defect, and failed to repair the defects 
within a reasonable period of time, MCLA 691.1403; 
MSA 3.996(103). It is clear that at the time of Mrs. 
Schneckenberger’s accident, the Public Service 
Department was making every effort to repair defects 
as soon as they were known. Having no knowledge of 
this particular pothole, the Public Service Department 
was unable to correct the condition prior to the acci- 
dent. 


It is therefore the recommendation of this office 
that this claim should be denied as no liability can be 
found under statutory law.

ed 50% of the property’s true cash value. This office 
filed its Answer in the matter asserting that the assess- 
ed values which were assigned the subject property 
were equal to or less than 50% of the property’s true 
cash value and thus were lawful. 


Pursuit to Michigan Tax Tribunal Rules, a 
Counsel Conference was held in the City Assessor’s 
Office. Representatives of Mr. Fulton and represen- 
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tatives of the City Assessor’s Office were present and 
exchanged information and appraisal reports. Ex- 
amination of the information received from Mr. 


Fulton’s representatives revealed that the property . 


possessed limited parking and limited street access. 
Based upon the new information submitted, the City 
Assessor, utilizing accepted appraisal techniques, has 
derived an assessment value of $107,600 for 1981 and 
$112,500 for 1982. Although the Petitioner had 
originally alleged that the assessed value for the sub- 
ject property should not exceed $90,000 for 1981 and

It is, therefore, my opinion that the City’s in- 
terest would be best served by retaining Mr. Bergstrom 
on a per hour basis to conclude those matters rather 
than referring them to another staff attorney. 


I have discussed the matter with Mr. Bergstrom and 
he has indicated his willingness to continue represen- 
ting the City on those matters at an hourly rate of 
$50.00 plus reimbursement for reasonable expenses. In 
light of Mr. Bergstrom’s experience, | consider his 
proposed rate to be reasonable. 


Because it is my opinion the City’s legal interest 
would be best served by retaining Mr. Bergstrom to 
conclude the above matters, I hereby request the ap- 
proval of City Council to do so pursuant to the re- 
quirements of City Charter.

Dear President Belen and Council Members: 


In accordance with provisions of the Lansing City 
Charter this office presents its recommendation for 
approval of the aforementioned case, by way of 
redemption. 


On September 17, 1979, Mr. Hilliard, while working 
for the Parks Department as a CETA employee, sus- 
tained a shoulder injury. He was placed on work 
restrictions by Dr. Silva and these restrictions were 
continued after his expiration of CETA eligibility in 
November of 1979. The city voluntarily paid workers 
compensation benefits to Mr. Hilliard through June, 
1981. At that time benefits were terminated by the Ci- 
ty and shortly thereafter Mr. Hilliard started this law 
suit. 


Trial in this matter was scheduled for July 8, 1982. 
At that time this office entered into settlement discus- 
sions with Mr. Hilliard’s attorney. Subject to your ap- 
proval a seven thousand dollar ($7,000.00) redemption 
figure was agreed on. 


At the time of trial there were conflicting medical 
reports regarding Mr. Hilliards claim of disability. In 
addition to the medical reports supporting his claim 
Mr. Hilliard professed to be disabled as a result of the 
1979 injury. 


Given the uncertainties of litigation and recognizing 
that if Mr. Hilliard prevailed he would be entitled to 
accrued compensation benefits in excess of nine thou- 
sand dollars ($9,000.00) as well as future payment of 
weekly benefits in the amount of one hundred sixty 
seven dollars ($167.00), this office felt it would be in 
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the city’s best interest to extinguish its liabilities under 
the act by redeeming Mr. Hilliard’s case. 


In view of the foregoing it is the recommendation of 
this office that this redemption in the amount of seven 
thousand dollars ($7,000.00) be approved.

Section 23 of the ‘‘Rules and Regulations’’ dealing 
with the City owned cemeteries provides that the City 
will not be responsible for any damages caused by 
unintentional acts occurring in the regular course of 
lot care. These rules and regulations are given to lot 
owners at the time the lot is purchased. The Parks 
Department informs this office that that particular 
provision has been in effect for over 45 years.

Dear Miss Bauman: 


This letter, exhibits and attachments are being filed 
with the City Clerk in accordance with requirements 
set forth in Article 5, Chapter 2, Section 5-205.2 of the 
City Charter regarding changes in utility rate struc- 
tures. 


The Board of Water and Light’s water rate 
schedules (Nos. 1, 2, 3, 4, and 5 were adopted May 13, 
1980 and became effective June 1, 1980. These rate 
schedules are not providing sufficient revenue to 
finance water system operations due to the impact of 
inflation. 


To provide necessary revenue, the members of the 
Board have under consideration new water rate 
schedules. A public hearing is scheduled to be held on 
August 31, 1982 at 7:30 p.m. in the Board Room of 
the Board of Water and Light office building, 123 
West Ottawa Street, to provide for public input into 
this matter. 


Exhibit A, attached, is the existing rate schedules 
which have been marked up to show the changes 
under consideration—word and number changes re in 
italics, words and numbers deleted are lined out. 


The water rate schedules under consideration will 
produce, applied to projected Fiscal Year 1983 (July 1, 
1982-June 30, 1983) metered water sales and services, 
and based on a power/chemical cost of 17.5¢ per 100 
cubic feet, an additional approximately $1,948,000 
billed revenue. This amounts to an overall billed 
revenue increase of approximately 23.9%. 


The rate increase is not uniform. It will vary based 
on applicable rate schedule. The average increase for 
metered water sales on Rates 1 and 2 is 26.1%. The 
average Lansing residential customer uses 800 cubic 
feet of water per month. The proposed new water rate 
will increase that customer’s bill by 24.5% or $1.68 per 
month. 


The anticipated effective date of the proposed water 
rate schedules is about October 1, 1982. With this ef- 
fective date, only approximately $1,163,000 of addi- 
tional billed revenue will be realized in Fiscal Year 
1983 (July 1, 1982-June 30, 1983). Consequently, even 
with the proposed rate increase, a cash flow shortfall 
(deficit) of some $700,000 is projected to occur in 
Fiscal Year 1983. This will require a reduction in 
maintenance programs and delaying system im- 
provements to ensure a balanced Fiscal Year 1983 
operation. 


An overall rate increase of about 36% effective Oc- 
tober 1, 1982 is deemed appropriate to maintain a 
financially sound water system, eliminate the cash 
flow deficit and resulting Fiscal Year 1983 budget 
reduction as discussed above, and permit ac- 
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cumulating reserve funds to minimize the amount of 
future borrowing to finance upcoming major system 
improvements. 


Taking into consideration the state of the economy 
in the Lansing area and the impact of rate increases on 
the consuming public, the Board decided to consider a 
smaller overall rate increase—approximately 24% vs. 
36%—at this time as it is believed the necessary Fiscal 
Year 1983 expenditure reduction resulting from a 
lesser rate increase will not have a short-term material 
impact on the quality of water or level of service 
presently being provided to BW&L users. However, 
the decision to hold down the magnitude of the rate 
increase at this time will require larger increases in 
future years. 


Also attached are Exhibits B, C, D, and E which 
provide additional information respecting the propos- 
ed increase in charges for water services rendered. 
Following is a brief explanation of these exhibits. 


Exhibit B shows under the appropriate column and 
line the effect of the proposed changes on various 
classes of service rendered. 


Exhibit C shows under the appropriate line and col- 
umn the effect of the proposed changes on various size 
water meter installations and usage levels. 


Exhibit D—Finance Committee Report adopted by 
the Board on July 13, 1982.

Dear President Belen and 
Members of the City Council: 


Mr. and Mrs. Donald Cleeves of 2417 East Mt. 
Hope have submitted a claim in the amount. of 
$2,595.00 This amount represents the cost of installing 
a new drain field on their property which the Cleeves 
installed because the existing drain field was determin- 
ed by the Ingham County Health Department to be a 
violation of the sanitary code. The Cleeves contend 
that the City promised to pay for the installation of a 
new drain field in such an event. The Cleeves conten- 
tion is based upon a memo which the former Director 
of Parks & Recreation, Charles Hayden, sent to 
Harold Burnett, formerly of the Redevelopment 
Department of which the Cleeves asked for and receiv- 
ed a copy. This memo reads: 


“If the drain field becomes a matter of concern 
for the City Parks & Recreation Department 
because of its presence on park land, the depart- 
ment will make necessary changes to the drain 
field to contain it on the Cleeves property at no ex- 
pense to the Cleeves interest.” 


The underlying facts surrounding this memo are as 
follows: in 1969 the City purchased 13 parcels of land 
for the purpose of completing Crego Park. One of 
these parcels was the north rear portion of the Cleeves 
property and one of them was the northern rear por- 
tion of the Cleeves neighbor’s property—Mrs. Creyts. 


The records clearly indicate that Mr. Creyts, when 
negotiating the sale of her land, demanded and receiv- 
ed as a condition of sale that the City pay for a new 
drain field which replaced her old drain field. Mrs. 
Creyts’ old drain field was identical to the Cleeves old 
drain field. Mrs. Creyts old agreement provided that 
the drain field was removed from the. property which 
the City purchased and a new drain field was installed 
entirely on her remaining property. 


The Cleeves contend that upon learning of the set- 
tlement which Mrs. Creyts negotiated and before clos- 
ing on their sale, they contacted City officials and ask- 
ed to have the same commitment made to them. The 
Cleeves contend that the City made this commitment 
which was evidenced by Mr. Hayden’s memo. The on- 
ly difference is that Mrs. Creyts got her drain field im- 
mediately, the Cleeves agreed not to get their drain 
field until and/or if the drain field became a matter of 
concern for the City. 


made to reach Mr. Hayden but this office has been 
unable to contact him. Of the people actually involved 
in the transactions, no one has been able to state with 
any degree of certainty the specific intention of the 
memo, Thus, its true meaning must be construed by 
the plain language of the memo itself as well as the 
contemporaneous transaction with Mrs. Creyts. 
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The interpretive question then really is: Was the 
drain field a matter of concern to the City because of 
the drain fields’ presence on park land? One way to in- 
terpret this is to say that it was not a matter of concern 
because its presence of park land doesn’t at this time 
concern the City. Under this line of reasoning, the 
Mmemo’s intent is construed to mean that only if the Ci- 
ty wanted to develop the land over which the sewage 
ran or otherwise use this are in a way which interferes 
with the sewage is the drain field a matter of concern 
because of its presence on park land. 


Capital Area Distri 
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This line of reasoning however, assumes that it is 
not a matter of concern to the City that sewage 
emanating from the Cleeves’ property onto City pro- 
perty, even though this emission has been determined 
by the Health Department to be a violation of the 
sanitary code, is a matter of concern to the City. Ina 
court of law, this line of reasoning would be very dif- 
ficult to defend. 


Given the contemporaneous transaction by which 
the City did in fact pay for a new drain field to Mr. 
Cleeves’ neighbor, and given the fact that what con- 
Stitutes a ‘‘matter of concern’’ to the City may very 
well be interpreted by a court or jury to include the 
presence of an illegal nuisance on City property, it is 
the opinion of this office that Mr. Hayden’s memo 
does in this case obligate the City to make changes to 
the drain field to contain it on City property at no ex- 
pense to the Cleeves interest. 


Because of the legal exposure which the City faces, 
this office has tentatively reached a settlement with the 
claimant in the amount of $1,500.00. This represents 
approximately 57% of claimants’ claim. It is the 
recommendation of this office that due to the legal 
uncertainty of resolving this issue, this this settlement 
be approved.

Dear Council President Belen and Members: 


At the request of the City Council and the Commit- 
tee of the Whole, this office has looked into the 
possibility of the Prosecutor’s Diversion Program as a 
means of cleaning and clearing the recently acquired 
Conrail right of way, parts of which are to be used for 
the hiking/biking path. 


Based on the information we have received from 
Mr. Gene Matthews, Director of the Ingham County 
Prosecutor’s Diversion Program, it appears it will be 
possible to use individuals from that program for this 
project. 


In a recently entered into letter of understanding 
between the Prosecutor’s Diversion Program and a 
civic organization, the Diversion Program agreed to 
assume all costs and expenses associated with any 
liability or workers compensation claims. This was a 
major concern of the City in entering into such a pro- 
gram. 


The City’s other concern pertained to making sure 
the projects we undertake with the utilization of labor 
from this program would not be contrary to work that 
is normally done by members of either one or more of 
the bargaining units. It will be necessary to sit down 
with the Union leadership and advise them of our in- 
tentions in conjunction with this program. It would 
not anticipate any problems since the scope of the 
work anticipated is not normal bargaining unit work. 


The other concern was in the area of providing pro- 
per supervision and motivation for the individuals 
who will be working as a part of this Diversion Pro- 
gram. Mr. Matthews has assured this office that the 
Prosecutor’s Diversion Program provides supervision 
in a ratio of one supervisor for approximately every six 
individuals in the program. The City’s supervisory 
responsibilities will be to provide a coordinated super- 
vision for the project. We feel confident that indivi- 
duals are available to fulfill the City’s responsibility. 


A final concern was with regard to the hours in- 
dividuals from the Diversion Program would be 
available to work. We have been advised that persons 
under this program are available on regular work 
days, Monday through Friday as well as a much larger 
work group available on Saturdays. Mr. Matthews in- 
dicated this program has up to 60,000 hours of 
available labor at its disposal as a result of the Diver- 
sion Program. 


Unless the City Council advises to the contrary, this 
office will proceed with the development of a work 
program for the Conrail hiking/biking project and 
perhaps some other programs that have otherwise 
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been unattended because of limited financial 
resources.

Dear President Belen and 
Members of City Council: 


On May 6, 1982 All State Management Company, 
Inc. filed a claim with the Lansing City Council for 
damage to carpeting and tile in an apartment managed 
by the claimant. Claimant states that the damage oc- 
curred because of a police investigation of a homicide. 


Chief Richard Gleason has informed this office that 
on April 13, 1982 City police obtained the keys to an 
apartment in connection with a homicide investiga- 
tion. While at the apartment, City police notifed the 
assistant manager and his wife that it might be 
necessary for the Crime Scene Investigation Unit to 
cut out some pieces of the carpeting for crime lab 
analysis of blood. In addition, the Crime Scene In- 
vestigation Unit obtained prior permission from the 
Ingham County Prosecuting Attorney’s office with 
regards to the necessity of obtaining this evidence for 
the homicide investigation. The assistant manager 
stated that although it was all right for the police to 
cut out the pieces of carpet, the All State Management 
Company still expected the police to pay for any 
damage done to the carpeting in the course of the 
police investigation. The Crime Scene Investigation 
Unit report indicates that six pieces of carpet contain- 
ing possible blood stains were taken from the scene 
and also a portion of the rubber baseboard was 
removed from the bathroom. 


By virtue of statute, MCLA 691.1407; MSA 
3.996(107) a municipality is immune for tort liability 
based on negligence when the municipality is engaged 
in the exercise or discharge of a governmental func- 
tion. In Antkiewicz v Motors Mutual Insurance Co., 
91 Mich App 389 (1979) the Michigan Court of Ap- 
peals concluded that a police investigation of a crime 
with the ultimate aim being possible criminal prosecu- 
tion is a governmental function. However, it is clear in 
this instance that the specific act complained of, 
namely, the removal of the six pieces of carpeting and 
a portion of the baseboard was done by the Lansing 
Police intentionally and with the understanding that 
the claimant expected payment for any property 
removed. 


Subsequent conversation with a representative of 
the claimant revealed that although the original claim 
request was for $501.40, the claimant has revised its 
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estimate of damage downward to the amount of 
$225.70. 


There, based upon the fact presented in this par- 
ticular situation, it is the recommendation of this of- 
fice that All State Management’s claim be allowed in 
the amount of $225.70.

The Clark Oil Refining 
Company who owns the property is located in 
Milwaukee, Wisconsin.

(2) Transport any person to a place where he or she 
knows illegal gambling or other illegal activities are 
practiced, encouraged or allowed for the purpose of 
enabling the person transported to engage in illegal 
gambling, or any other illegal activity. 


(3) Knowingly attend, frequent, operate or be an 
occupant or inmate of any place of illegal gambling, il- 
legal sale of intoxicating liquor or where any other il- 
legal business or occupation is permitted or con- 
ducted. 


(4) Keep or maintain, or permit the use of, a gaming 
room, gaming table, gambling equipment or any 
policy or pool tickets, to be used for gaming or gambl- 
ing On any premises occupied or controlled by him; 
conduct or attend any cock fight or dog fight; or 
place, receive, or transmit any bet on the outcome of 
any race, contest or game of any kind whatsoever, ex- 
cept as allowed by law.

(J) Permit or allow any premises owned, occupied 
or controlled by him to be used or occupied by person 
engaged in any act of illegal gambling or any other il- 
legal activities.

For purposes of this section ‘‘lewd or im- 
moral conduct’’ shall mean the engaging in conduct 
for money or other consideration by persons other 
than husband and wife where the genitals, pubic area, 
female breasts of either person come in contact with 
some part of the body of the other for the purpose of 
sexual arousal or gratification. 


(B) No person shall:

(5) Receive or admit or offer to receive or admit any 
person into any place, structure, house, building or 
vehicle for the purpose of prostitution or other im- 
moral conduct or knowingly permit any person to re- 
main in any such place for any such purposes. 


(C) Upon conviction for a violation of this section 
the defendant shall be sentenced to a term of im- 
prisonment for not less than seven (7) days and shall 
be fined not less than two hundred and fifty dollars 
($250.0.

The Civic Center Manager indicates to this office 
that she saw the claimant’s daughter at the Civic 
Center First Aid Station with a badly swollen ankle 
and foot and the girl was apparently in some pain. The 
Civic Center Assistant Manager could not tell whether 
the foot was broken or not and therefore recommend- 
ed that the girl go to the hospital for x-rays. A Fire 
Department ambulance was not available and 
therefore Lansing Mercy Ambulance Service 
transported the girl to Lansing General Hospital. The 
claimant has attached a bill from Lansing Mercy Am- 
bulance Service totaling $126.00. 


Pursuant to Section 4-303.5 of the 1978 Lansing Ci- 
ty Charter the Fire Department is required to maintain 
ambulance services for Lansing City residents. Since 
the claimant is a Lansing City resident and Fire 
Department ambulance service was not available it is 
clear that the City is obligated to pay the $126.00 Lan- 
sing Mercy Ambulance Service bill. 


Therefore, based upon the facts presented in this 
situation, it is the recommendation that Mr. Louch’s 
claim of $126.00 for ambulance service be paid.

As you know, this office has been representing the 
Mayor and the City of Lansing in the above referenced 
case. Unfortunately, it appears that I may have to be 
called as a witness on behalf of the City of Lansing 
should the matter come to trial. Disciplinary rule 
5-102(A) of Canon V of the Code of Professional 
Responsibility of the State Bar of Michigan provides: 


“Hi, after undertaking employment in con- 
templated or pending litigation, a lawyer learns or 
it is obvious that he or a lawyer in his firm ought 
to be called as a witness on behalf of his client, he 
shall withdraw from the conduct of the trial and 
his firm, if any, shall not continue representation 
in the trial...” 


Based upon the above disciplinary rule and my con- 
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clusion that it will be necessary for me to be called as a 
witness on behalf of the City to give testimony that 
will not be uncontested and will not deal with mere 
formalities of the matter, it is my feeling that I and the 
member of my office can not represent the City in the 
above referenced cause. I, therefore, respectfully re- 
quest that City Council authorize the retention of out- 
side counsel to continue the City’s representation in 
the matter. 


I have discussed the possibility of representing the 
City of Lansing in this cause with several law firms 
and would strongly recommend that the firm of 
Foster, Swift, Collins and Coey be retained in connec- 
tion with this case. Not only does the Foster, Swift 
firm have the unquestioned ability to represent the Ci- 
ty in the matter, but they are also involved in several 
other cases involving similar issues which may lead to 
further efficiency in the representation of the City.

ORDINANCE NO. 620 


An Ordinance of the City of Lansing, Michigan 
providing that Chapter 26 of the Code of Ordinances, 
City of Lansing, Michigan, be amended by revising 
Section 26-34 to provide for implementation of collec- 
tive bargaining agreements and compensation ad- 
justments. 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. That Chapter 26 of the Code of Or- 
dinances of the City of Lansing, Michigan be amended 
by revising Section 26-34 to read as follows: 


Sec. 26-34. Employees savings fund. 


(a) The employees savings fund is hereby created. It 
shall be the fund in which shall be accumulated, at 
regular interest, the contributions deducted from the 
compensations of members to provide their annuities; 
and from which shall be made transfers and refunds of 
accumulated contributions, as provided in this 
chapter. 


(b) Until January 1, 1967 the contributions of a 
member to the retirement system shall be the sum of 
three per cent of the first forty-two hundred dollars of 
his annual compensation plus five per cent of the por- 
tion, if any, of his annual compensation which is in ex- 
cess of forty-two hundred dollars. From and after 
December 31, 1966 each member shall contribute to 
the retirement system three per cent of his annual com- 
pensation—Except as hereinafter provided: 


(i) Effective for all pay periods ending on or after 
July 1, 1982, each of the following shall not con- 
tribute: 


a) A member who is a part of rull time elected of- 
ficial; 


b) A member who is part of the executive plan. 


(ii) Effective for all pay periods ending on or after 
July 1, 1982 and through all pay periods ending before 
July 1, 1983 each of the following shall contribute 
1.5% of his or her annual compensation: 


a) A member who is unrepresented by a labor union 
and is not employed on a regular or permanent basis 
by 54-A District Court and is not employed by the 
Lansing Housing Commission and is not described in 
{i) above; 


b) A member who is represented by Lansing In- 
dependent Employees Union; 


c) A member who is represented by Teamsters Local 
580 Union. 


(iii) Effective for all pay periods ending on or after 
July 1, 1983 each of the following shall not contribute: 


a) A member who is unrepresented by a labor union 
and is not employed on a regular or permanent basis 
by 54-A District Court and is not employed by the 
Lansing Housing Commission and is not described in 
{i) above; 
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b) A member who is represented by Lansing In- 
dependent Employees Union; 


c) A member who is represented by Teamsters Local 
580 Union. 


(c) The director of finance or other officer responsi- 
ble for making the payroll shall cause the contribu- 
tions provided in subsection (b) of this section to be 
deducted from the compensation of each member on 
each and every payroll, for each and every payroll 
period, so long as the member remains employed by 
the city. 


(d) The contributions provided for herein shall be 
made notwithstanding that the minimum compensa- 
tion provided by law for any member shall be changed 
thereby. Every member shall be deemed to consent 
and agree to the deductions made and provided 
herein. Payment of his compensation less such deduc- 
tions shall be a full and complete discharge and acquit- 
tance of all claims and demands whatsoever for the 
services rendered by such person during the period 
covered by such payments, except as to benefits pro- 
vided under this chapter. When deducted, the con- 
tributions of each member shall be paid to the retire- 
ment system and shall be credited to his individual ac- 
count in the employees savings fund. 


(e) In addition to the contributions deducted from 
the compensation of a member as hereinbefore pro- 
vided, a member shall, in order to qualify for prior 
service credit, deposit in the employees savings funds, 
by a single payment or by an increased rate of con- 
tribution as determined by the board of trustees, the 
accumulated contributions, if any, he withdraw 
therefrom, together with regular interest from the date 
of withdrawal to the date of repayment. Repayment 
shall be made in accordance with the rule the board of 
trustees shall from time to time determine. The rules 
shall not require full repayment prior to the date 
which is one year following the date of renewed 
membership nor shall the rules permit full repayment 
to extend beyond the date which is four (4) years 
following the date of renewed membership or follow- 
ing the effective date of this amendment, whichever is 
later. If a member dies prior to completion of repay- 
ment and leaves a spouse, the spouse may pay the 
balance due within sixty (60) days of the member’s 
death. In no case shall any member be given credit for 
service rendered prior to the date he withdrew his ac- 
cumulated contributions until he repays to the 
employees savings fund all amounts due such fund by 
him. 


(f) Upon the retirement of a member his ac- 
cumulated contributions shall be transferred from the 
employees savings fund to the retirement reserve fund. 
At the expiration of a period of five years from and 
after the date an employee ceases to be a member any 
balance standing to his credit in the employees savings 
fund, unclaimed by such member or his legal represen- 
tative, shall remain a part of the moneys of the retire- 
ment system and shall be transferred to the income 
fund, if no retirement allowance will become payable 
under this chapter on account of his city employment. 


Section 2. All ordinances or parts of ordinances in- 
consistent with the provisions hereof are hereby 
repealed. 


Section 3. This ordinance shall become effective 
thirty (30) days after adoption unless given immediate 
effect by the City Council.

The City of Lansing ordains: 


Section 1. That the Code of Ordinances of the City 
of Lansing, Michigan be amended by adding a new 
Article II to Chapter 2, containing Sections to be 
numbered 2-24 through 2-44 inclusive, to read as 
follows: 


Article II.—PURCHASING 


Sec. 2-24, Short Title. This article shall be known 
and may be cited as the “‘Purchasing Ordinance of the 
City of Lansing’. 


Sec. 2-25. Definition, Rules of Construction. 


(a) For the purpose of this article, the following 
phrases, words, and their derivations shall have the 
meaning set forth below whenever they appear in this 
ordinance: 


(1) City means the City of Lansing. 


(2) City Council means the Council of the City of 
Lansing. 


(3) Construction means the process of building, 
altering, repairing, improving or demolishing any 
public structure or building, or other public im- 
provements of any kind to any public real property. 


(4) Contract means all types of City agreements, 
regardless of what they might be called, for the pro- 
curement of supplies, services or construction except 
that the term shall not include collective bargaining 
agreements. 


(5) Contractor means any person having a contract 
with the City of Lansing. 


(6) Director means the purchasing director of the 
purchasing department of the City of Lansing. 


(7) Invitation for Bids means the complete assembly 
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of related documents, whether attached or incor- 
porated by reference, furnished prospective bidders 
for the purpose of soliciting sealed bids. 


(8) Local Bidder means a bidder whose business is 
located within the City of Lansing or whose primary 
source of revenue is generated in the City of Lansing. 


(9) Mayor means the Mayor of the City of Lansing. 


(10) Person means any corporation, partnership, in- 
dividual, sole proprietorship, joint stock company, 
joint venture or any other private legal entity. 


(11) Procurement means buying, purchasing, ren- 
ting, leasing or otherwise acquiring any supplies, ser- 
vices or construction items. 


(12) Request for Proposals means all documents, 
whether attached or incorporated by reference, utiliz- 
ed for soliciting proposals. 


(13) Responsible Bidder or Offeror means a person 
who has the capability in all respects to perform fully 
the contract requirements and fits the criteria iden- 
tified in Section 2-28(a)(1)(h). 


(14) Responsive Bidder means a person who has 
submitted a bid which confirms in all material respects 
to the Invitation for Bids. 


(15) Services means the furnishing of labor, time or 
effort by a person except the term shall not include the 
furnishing of labor, time or efforts by any City 
employees or appointed or elected officials or the hir- 
ing of outside legal counsel. 


(16) Shall means the imperative. 


(17) Supplies means all property including but not 
limited to equipment, materials, printing, insurance 
but excluding any land or any interest in land or any 
benefit, insurance or otherwise, which are specifically 
provided for in any collective bargaining agreement. 


(18) Using Agency means City Council, City depart- 
ment or division, City agency, commission, board or 
any other unit of City government but does not in- 
clude the Board of Water and Light. 


(b) When not inconsistent with the context, words 
used in the present tense include the future, words in 
the plural number include the singular and words in 
the singular number include the plural number. 


Sec. 2-26. Establishment, Appointment and Bond 
of the Director. 


(a) There is hereby established a purchasing depart- 
ment, the head of which shall be the City purchasing 
director. 


(b) The City purchasing director shall be appointed 
by and be directly responsible to the Mayor. 


(c) The City purchasing director shall be protected 
by the City with an official bond in an amount to be 
determined by the finance director but not less than 
Fifty Thousand Dollars ($50,000) the original of which 
shall be on file in the City Clerk’s Office. 


Sec. 2-27. Duties and Responsibilities of the Pur- 
chasing Department. 


(a) The City purchasing department shall be respon- 
sible for the procurement of all supplies, services and 
construction for all City using agencies in accordance 
with this ordinance, as well as the management and 
disposal of all supplies removed from inventory and 
determined to be obsolete or surplus by a using agen- 
cy. 
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Sec. 2-28. Source Selection and Contract Forma- 
tion, Competitive Sealed Bids. 


(a) All supplies, services and construction items, ex- 
cept as otherwise provided below, when the estimated 
cost thereof shall equal or exceed Ten Thousand 
Dollars ($10,000.00) shall be purchased by formal 
written contract from the lowest responsible and 
responsive bidder after due notice inviting competitive 
sealed bids. 


(1) The director shall provide for the procurement 
of competitive sealed bids as follows: 


(a) Prepare the Invitation for Bids describing the re- 
quirements of the using agency. 


(b) Publicize the Invitation for Bids by advertising 
at least once in a newspaper of general circulation in 
the City at no less than five (5) days preceding the last 
day set for the receipt of competitive sealed bids. In 
addition, the Director shall be encouraged to place the 
Invitation for Bids in any appropriate trade journals, 
professional publications or any other appropriate 
publication in order to encourage as much competi- 
tion as possible. 


1) The newspaper notice required herein shall in- 
clude a general description of the supplies, services or 
construction items to be purchased or sold and in ad- 
dition shall state where bid blanks and specifications 
may be obtained, the date, time and place for the fil- 
ing and opening of bids, whether bid, performance 
and payment bonds are required and if required, the 
amounts thereof and in addition, anything else the 
director may feel is necessary. 


c) The director shall also solicit sealed bids from all 
persons who are on the most current ‘‘bidder’s list’? by 
mailing them a copy of such newspaper notice or such 
other notice as will acquaint them with the proposed 
purchase or sale. Invitations for bids sent to prospec- 
tive bidders on the ‘‘bidder’s list’? shall be limited to 
commodities that are similar in character and ordinari- 
ly handled by the trade group to which the bid invita- 
tions are sent. 


d) Bids submitted in response to the Invitation for 
Bids shail be submitted sealed and in addition, shall be 
identified as bids on the outside of the envelopes and 
accompanied by a non-collusion affidavit where ap- 
plicable in such form as the director shall approve 
together with any bid security required. 


e) Bids shall be opened publicly at the time, place 
and date designated in the Invitation for Bids. Each 
bid, together with the name of the bidder shall be 
recorded and the tabulation of all bids received shall 
be available for public inspection in the purchasing 
department. 


f) An Invitation for Bids may be cancelled or any or 
all bids or proposals may be rejected in whole or in 
part as specified in the Invitation for Bids when it is 
determined by the director to be in the best interests of 
the City. 


g) The director shall not knowingly accept the bid 
of a person who is in default in the payment of any 
taxes, licenses; fees, permits or any other monies due 
the City or who shall in any other respects be dis- 
qualified according to any Federal, state charter or or- 
dinance provision. A contract with a person who is 
discovered to have been in default or disqualified at 
the time of the awarding of the contract shall be 
voidable. 


h) The director shall determine and recommend in 
writing to the Mayor the name of the lowest responsi- 
ble and responsive bidder. In reaching a determination 
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as to who the lowest responsible bidder is, the Director 
shall consider: 


1) The ability, capacity, and skill of the bidder to 
perform the contract or provide the service or supplies 
required; 


2) Whether the bidder can perform the contract or 
provide the service or supplies promptly or within the 
time specified; without delay or interference; 


3) The character, integrity, reputation, judgment, 
experience and efficiency of the bidder in business; 


4) The quality of performance and time of comple- 
tion by the bidder of previous contracts or services; 


5) The previous and existing compliance by the bid- 
der with laws and ordinances relating to contract per- 
formance; 


6) The sufficiency of the financial resources and 
ability of the bidder to perform the contract or pro- 
vide the service; 


7) The quality, availability and adaptability or the 
supplies or services to the particular use required; 


8) The ability of the bidder to provide future 
maintenance and service for the use of the subject of 
the contract; and 


9) The number and scope of any additional, limiting 
or qualifying conditions attached to the bid by the bid- 
der. 


(i) The failure of a bidder to promptly supply infor- 
mation in connection with an inquiry from the direc- 
tor with respect to any of the above enumerated provi- 
sions may be grounds for a determination of non- 
responsibility with respect to such bidder. 


2) The Mayor upon receipt of the director’s written 
bid recommendation shall have the sole responsibility 
and the authority to award any City contract for sup- 
plies, services or construction when the contract 
amount is equal to or exceeds Ten Thousand Dollars 
($10,000.00). 


a) When the award is not given to the lowest bidder, 
a written statement of the reasons for placing the 
award with a responsible and responsive bidder who is 
not the lowest bidder shall be prepared by the Mayor 
and filed with the City Clerk, City Council and with 
the other papers relating to the bid. The written state- 
ment shall be available for public inspection in the 
purchasing department. 


b) No contract or purchase shall be subdivided to 
avoid the requirements of this section. 


Sec, 2-29. Small Purchases, Open Market Pro- 
cedure. 


a) All purchases of supplies, services and construc- 
tion items having an estimated cost of less than Ten 
Thousand Dollars ($10,000.00) may be made in the 
open market, without advertisement and without 
following the procedure prescribed in Section 2-28 and 
may be awarded by either the Mayor or the director. 


b) all open market purchases or supplies, services 
and construction items shall, whenever practicable, be 
based on at least three (3) quotations, and shall be 
awarded to the lowest responsible and responsive bid- 
der when evaluated in accordance with the provisions 
enumerated in subsection (a)(1)(h) of Section 2-28. 


(1) The director shall be responsible for soliciting 
quotations under the open market procedure by one 
or more of the following methods: 


a) Direct mail request to prospective vendors; 
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b) Telephone; 
c) Direct personal contact with prospective vendors. 


(c) The name of each person submitting a quota- 
tion, the date and amount of each quotation shall be 
recorded and shall be available for inspection in the 
purchasing department. 


(d) No contract or purchase shall be artificially 
divided so as to constitute a small purchase under this 
section. 


Sec. 2-30. Emergency Procurement. 


(a) Whenever there exists an apparent threat to the 
public health, welfare or safety of the City or its 
citizens the Mayor may authorize the director to 
award a contract without competitive sealed bids by 
utilizing open market procedures as set forth in Sec- 
tion 2-29 or such other competition as may be prac- 
ticable under the circumstances for the emergency pur- 
chase of supplies, services or construction items. 


(b) The emergency purchase shall be made at the 
lowest obtainable price and the Mayor shall file as 
soon as possible after the award a full written report of 
the circumstances surrounding the emergency pur- 
chase with the City Clerk and the City Council. 


Sec. 2-31. Sole Source Procurement. 


(a) A contract for supplies, services or construction 
items may be awarded by the Mayor without com- 
petitive sealed bids when the director determines in 
writing to the Mayor after conducting a good faith 
review of available sources that there is only one 
source for supplying the requested supply, service of 
construction item. The director along with a represen- 
tative from the requesting using agency shall conduct 
negotiations as appropriate. The written statement 


shall be available for public inspection in the purchas- . 


ing department. 


(b) The sold source procurement shall be made at 
the lowest obtainable price and the Mayor shall file a 
quarterly report with the City Clerk and City Council 
identifying the number of sole source procurement 
contracts equal to or in excess of Ten Thousand 
Dollars ($10,000.00) awarded by the City, the name of 
the firms involved and the price the contract was 
awarded for. 


Sec. 2-32. Purchase of Experimental Supplies. 


The Mayor may award a contract equal to or ex- 
ceeding Ten Thousand Dollars ($10,000.00) and the 
director or Mayor may award a contract less than Ten 
Thousand Dollars ($10,000.00) under the open market 
procedure set forth in Section 2-29 when such contract 
is for the purchasing of supplies for testing and experi- 
ment upon the written request of a using agency and 
the approval of the director. 


Sec. 2-33. Competitive Sealed Proposals. 


(a) Whenever the use of competitive sealed bidding 
is not practicable or advantageous to the City, a con- 
tract equal to or in excess of the Ten Thousand Dollars 
($10,000.00) may be awarded by the Mayor by the use 
of competitive sealed proposals. 


1) A list of qualified persons shall be obtained each 
time a using agency desires to contract for a particular 
service, supply or construction item by the purchasing 
director by publishing a Request for a Statement of 
Qualifications. 


a) Public notice of the Request for a Statement of 
Qualifications shall be given in the same manner as 
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provided in Section 2-28(a)(1)(b) provided that the 
minimum time shall be extended to ten (10) days. 


2) The Request for a Statement of Qualifications 
shall identify the evaluation factors to be considered 
by the using agency and the purchasing director in 
determining which person is the most qualified. 


3) The purchasing director and the using agency 
shall submit a Request for Proposals to at least three 
(3) persons, whenever possible, who are on the list of 
qualified persons and are deemed by the purchasing 
director and the using agency to be the most qualified 
to provide the required services, supplies or construc- 
tion items. The Request for Proposals shall contain at 
least the following: : 


a) A description of the work involved; 


b) A date by which the proposals for the perfor- 
mance of the services, supplies or construction items 
Shall be submitted; 


c) A statement that the proposal shall be in writing; 


d) A statement of the minimum information that 
the proposal shall contain, including: 


1) The name of the offeror and the location of the 
offeror’s principal place of business; 


2) The abilities, qualifications and experience of all 
persons who would be assigned to provide the required 
services, supplies or construction items; 


3) A plan giving as much detail as is practical ex- 
plaining how the supply, services or construction items 
will be performed. 


4) The purchasing director and the using agency 
shall commence negotiating an contract with the of- 
feror deemed to be the most qualified person on the 
list of qualified persons. 


5) If compensation, contract requirements and con- 
tract documents can be agreed upon with the most 
qualified offeror, the using agency and purchasing 
director shall recommend to the Mayor that the con- 
tract be awarded by the Mayor to that person. Should 
the purchasing director and the using agency be unable 
to negotiate a satisfactory contract with the person 
considered to be most qualified negotiations with that 
person shall be formally terminated. The purchasing 
director and using agency shall then undertake 
negotiation with the second most qualified person. 
Failing accord with the second most qualified firm, 
the purchasing director and using agency shall formal- 
ly terminate negotiation. The purchasing director and 
the using agency shall then undertake negotiations 
with the third most qualified person. Should the pur- 
chasing director and using agency be unable to 
negotiate a contract with any of the selected firms, the 
purchasing director shall have the option of resubmit- 
ting a Request for Statement of Qualification, or 
selecting additional persons on the list of qualified 
persons in the order of their qualifications and the 
purchasing director and using agency shall continue 
negotiations in accordance with this section until an 
agreement is reached. 


6) No proposals shall be handled so as to permit 
disclosure of the identity of any offeror or the con- 
tents of any proposal to competing offerors during the 
process of negotiation by the director and the re- 
questing using agency. Offerors shall be accorded fair 
and equal treatment with respect to any opportunity 
for discussion and revision of proposals and such revi- 
sions may be permitted after submissions and prior to 
the award for obtaining best and final offers. In con- 
ducting discussions, there shall be no disclosure of the 
identity of competing offerors or of any information 
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derived from the proposals submitted by competing 
offerors, 


(b) Whenever the procurement of services, supplies, 
or construction items by competitive sealed bidding is 
determined to be not practicable or advantageous to 
the City and each item is estimated to cost less than 
Ten Thousand Dollars ($10,000.00), the purchasing 
director with the assistance of the using agency shall 
actively solicit by public notice as provided in Section 
2-28(a)({1)(b) qualified persons to submit an annual 
Statement of Qualifications. 


1) Persons shall be able to amend their annual state- 
ment of qualifications at any time by filing a new 
statement. 


2) Whenever a using agency needs to enter into a 
contract which qualifies under this subsection (b) the 
using agency and the purchasing director shall deter- 
mine from the annual list of qualified persons at least 
five persons, whenever possible, who are qualified to 
submit Requests for Proposals and upon receipt of the 
person’s written proposal, the using agency and pur- 
chasing director shall begin negotiations with the per- 
son deemed to be most qualified. If negotiations are 
successful the Mayor or purchasing director shall 
award the contract. If the purchasing director and us- 
ing agency fail to reach an agreement with the person 
deemed to be most qualified, the purchasing director 
and using agency shall formally terminate negotiations 
and proceed under the procedures identified in Section 
2-33(c)(5) until successful negotiations ar concluded or 
the using agency and purchasing director decide to ter- 
minate all negotiations. 


Sec. 2-34. Cancellation of Invitation for Bids or Re- 
quests for Proposals. 


An Invitation for bids, a Request for Proposals or 
other solicitations may be cancelled, or any or all bids 
or proposals may be rejected in whole or in part as 
may be specified in the solicitation, when it is for good 
cause and in the best interests of the City. The reasons 
shall be made part of the contract file and shall be 
available for inspection in the purchasing department. 
Notice of cancellation shall be sent to all businesses 
from which bids were solicited. 


Sec. 2-35. Right to Audit Records and to Inspect 
Plant. 


(a) The City may, at reasonable times, inspect the 
part of the plant, place of business, or worksite of a 
contractor or subcontractor which is pertinent to the 
performance of any contract awarded or to be award- 
ed by the City. 


(b) The City shall be entitled to audit the books and 
records of a contractor or subcontractor under any ci- 
ty contract or subcontract to the extent that such 
book, documents, papers, and records are pertinent to 
the performance of such contract or subcontract. 
Such books and records shall be maintained by the 
contractor for a period of three (3) years from the date 
of final payment under the prime contract and by the 
subcontractor for a period of three (3) years from the 
date of final payment under the subcontract. 


Sec. 2-36. Bid Security. 


(a) Bid security shall be required for all competitive 
sealed bidding for construction contracts when the 
cost is estimated to equal or exceed Twenty Five Thou- 
sand Dollars ($25,000.00). Bid security shall be a bond 
provided by a surety company authorized to do 
business in this state, or the equivalent in cash, or 
otherwise supplied in a form satisfactory to the City. 
Nothing contained herein shall prevent the require- 
ment of such security on any contracts under Twenty 
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Five Thousand Dollars ($25,000.00) when in the deter- 
mination of the director circumstances warrant bid 
security. 


(b) Bid security shall be in an amount equal to but 
not less than 5% of the amount of the bid. 


(c) When the Invitation for Bids requires bid securi- 
ty, non-complaince requires that the bid be rejected 
unless it is determined that the bid fails to comply in a 
nonsubstantial manner with bid security requirement. 


Sec. 2-37. Performance and Payment Bonds, 


(a) When a construction contract is awarded the 
cost of which is equal to or in excess of Twenty Five 
Thousand Dollars ($25,000.00) the following bonds 
shall be delivered to the City at or before the signing of 
the contract by the Mayor: 


(1) A performance bond satisfactory to the City ex- 
ecuted by a surety company authorized to do business 
in this State or otherwise secured in a manner satisfac- 
tory to the City in an amount equal to 100% of the 
price specified in the contract; 


(2) A payment bond satisfactory to the City ex- 
ecuted by a surety authorized to do business in this 
State or otherwise secured in a manner satisfactory to 
the City for the protection of all persons supplying 
labor and material to the contractor or its subcontrac- 
tors for the performance of the work provided for in 
the contract. The bond shall be in an amount equal to 
100% of the price specified in the contract. 


(b) Nothing contained herein shall be construed to 
limit the authority of the director to require a perfor- 
mance bond, payment bond or other security in addi- 
tion to those bonds in circumstances other than 
specified in subsection (a) of this section. 


Sec. 2-38. Certificaton of City Expenditures by City 
Controller. 


(a) No contracts for the purchase of services, sup- 
plies or construction items shall be entered into with 
exception of emergency purchases under Section 2-30 
unless the City Controller certifies that there is a suffi- 
cient unencumbered balance in the allotment or ap- 
propriation against which the appropriaton is to be 
charged to pay for the purchase. 


(b) Failure to comply with subsection (a) of this sec- 
tion shall render the contract voidable. 


Sec. 2-39. Obsolete or Surplus Supplies. 


(a) All using agencies shall submit to the director 
reports showing stocks of all supplies which in the us- 
ing agency’s opinion are no longer used or which have 
become obsolete or worn and unsuitable for City use. 


(b) The director under guidelines established in 
cooperation with the finance department and approv- 
ed by the Mayor shall have the authority to transfer 
surplus stock designated in the using agency’s reports 
to other using agencies so as to secure for the City 
maximum efficiency in utilizing City resources and in 
budgetary planning. 


(c) Sales or disposal of obsolete supplies or supplies 
worn out and unsuitable for City use shall be made to 
the highest responsible and responsive bidder in con- 
formity with the procedures identified in Section 2-28, 
trade-in for new equipment, direct sale to other 
governmental entities or by public auction whichever 
the director deems applicable. 


Sec, 2-40. Cooperative Purchasing. 


The City shall have the authority to join with other 
units of government in cooperative purchasing plans 
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when the best interests of the City would be served 
thereby. 


Sec. 2-41. Gifts, Rebates Prohibited. 


(a) The director and every employee of the purchas- 
ing department are prohibited from soliciting, deman- 
ding, accepting or agreeing to accept directly or in- 
directly, from any person, to which a contract might 
be awarded or is awarded any gift, offer of employ- 
ment, rebate, money or anything of material value 
whatsoever, except where given for the use and benefit 
of the City. 


(b) The director or any purchasing department 
employee violating the subsection (a) of this section 
shall upon conviction be subject to the punishments as 
provided in Section 1-8 of this Code. 


Sec. 2-42. Local Bidders or Offerors. 


If the lowest responsible and responsive bids receiv- 
ed are for the same amount or unit price and all the 
other enumerated provisions identified in Section 
2-28(a)(1)(h)(-9) are equal or if the using agency and 
the director concur that two firms, one of which is a 
local firm, are equally qualified in all relevant aspects, 
then the contract shall be awarded to a local bidder or 
offeror. 


Sec. 2-43. Unauthorized Purchases. 


Except as herein provided it shall be unlawful for 
any City officer, employee or official to order or enter 
into the purchase of supplies, services or construction 
items other than through the Purchasing Department 
and in the procedure specified in this ordinance. Any 
purchase or contract made contrary to the provisions 
hereof shall not be approved by City officials and the 
City shall not be bound thereby. 


Sec. 2-44. Severability. 


If any subsection or clause of this ordinance or any 
application thereof to any person or circumstances is 
held invalid, such invalidity shall not affect other 
subsections or applications of this ordinance which 
can be given effect without the invalid subsection or 
application and to this end the subsections of this or- 
dinance are deemed severable. 


Section 2. This ordinance shall become effective 
thirty (30) days after adoption unless given immediate 
effect by the City Council. 


Section 3. All ordinances or parts of ordinances in- 
consistent with the provisions hereof are herby repeal- 
ed.

An Ordinance of the City of Lansing, Michigan 
providing that Chapter 22 of the Code of Ordinances, 
City of Lansing, Michigan, be amended by revising 
Sections numbered 22-13(g), 22-13(h), and 22-44 for 
the purpose of providing for the enforcement of vice 
offenses. 


The City of Lansing ordains: 


Section 1. That Chapter 22 of the Code of Or- 
dinances of the City of Lansing, Michigan, be amend- 
ed by revising Sections numbered 22-13(g), 22-13(h), 
and 22-44 to read as follows: 


Sec. 22-13(g). Vice Offenses. No person shall: 


(J) Solicit or accost any person for the purpose of 
the commission of an illegal act. 


(2) Transport any person to a place where he or she 
knows illegal gambling or other illegal activities are 
practiced, encouraged or allowed for the purpose of 
enabling the person transported to engage in illegal 
gambling, or any other illegal activity. 


(3) Knowingly attend, frequent, operate or be an 
occupant or inmate of any place of illegal gambling, il- 
legal sale of intoxicating liquor or where any other il- 
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legal business or occupation is permitted or con- 
ducted. 


(4) Keep or maintain, or permit the use of, a gaming 
room, gaming table, gambling equipment or any 
policy or pool tickets, to be used for gaming or gambl- 
ing on any premises occupied or controlled by him; 
conduct or attend any cock fight or dog fight; or 
place, receive, or transmit any bet on the outcome of 
any race, contest or game of any kind whatsoever, ex- 
cept as allowed by law. 


Sec. 22-13(h) Premises offenses. No person shall: 


(1) Permit or allow any premises owned, occupied 
or controlled by him to be used or occupied by persons 
engaged in any act of illegal gambling or any other il- 
legal activities. 


(2) Permit or allow any premises owned, occupied 
or controlled by him to be used or occupied by noisy, 
boisterous or disorderly persons. 


(3) Permit or allow any loud or boisterous noise or 
any fight or disturbance on any premises owned, oc- 
cupied or controlled by him. 


Sec. 22-44. Acts of Prostitution or Solicitation. 


(A) For purposes of this section ‘‘Prostitution’’ 
shall mean the engaging in the act of sexual inter- 
course whether vaginal or oral between persons other 
than husband and wife for money or other considera- 
tion. For purposes of this section ‘‘lewd or immoral 
conduct’’ shall mean the engaging in conduct for 
money or other consideration by person others than 
husband and wife where the gentials, pubic area or 
female breasts come in contact with some part of the 
body of the other for the purpose of sexual arousal or 
gratification. 


(B) No person shall: 


1) Offer to engage in, engage in or accost, solicit or 
invite another person by words, gestures or other 
means to commit any act of prostitution or to do any 
other lewd or immoral conduct. 


2) Transport any person to any place, structure, 
house, building or parking lot for the purpose of 
enabling the person transported to engage in an act of 
prostitution or to do any other lewd or immoral con- 
duct, 


3) Knowingly attend, frequent, operate or be an oc- 
cupant or inmate or any place where prostitution or 
other lewd or immoral conduct is permitted or con- 
ducted. 


4) Knowingly allow any premises owned, occupied 
or controlled by him to be used or occupied by person 
engaged in an act of prostitution or other lewd or im- 
moral conduct. 


5) Receive or admit or offer to receive or admit any 
person into any place, structure, house, building or 
vehicle for the purpose of prostitution or other im- 
moral conduct or knowingly permit any person to re- 
main in any such place for any such purpose. 


(C) Upon conviction for a violation of this section 
the defendant shall be sentenced to a term of im- 
prosonment for not less than seven (7) days nor more 
than ninety (90) days and shall be fined not less than 
two hundred and fifty dollars ($250.00) nor more than 
five hundred dollars ($500.00). 


(D) Subsection 22-24(B) shail not apply to a law en- 
forcement officer while in the performance of his or 
her duties as a law enforcement officer. 


Secton 2. All ordinances or parts of ordinances in- 
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consistent with the provisions hereof are hereby 
repealed. 


Section 3. This ordinance shall take effect thirty 
(30) days after adoption unless given immediate effect 
by the City Council.

On June 29, 1982 claimant damaged her lawn 
mower when she ran over a piece of iron pipe which 
was sticking out of the ground. Claimant alleges that 
there had been a sign reading ‘‘Slow/Children Play- 
ing”’ there before and that this sign was removed leav- 
ing the piece of iron sticking out of the ground. It was 
this iron piece which her lawn mower struck and was 
damaged. 


The Transportation Division of the Public Service 
Department indicates that they have no record which 
substantiates that the City removed the sign in ques- 
tion and that the crew which removes signs does not 
recall picking up the sign in question. Thus the 
Transportation Division of the Public Service Depart- 
ment has been unable to confirm whether in fact the 
City did remove the sign resulting in the piece of iron 
sticking out from the ground. The Transportation 
Division however does state that in the past when they 
did remove signs their policy was to leave this post 
above the ground and that because of recurring com- 
plaints they are changing this procedure. Therefore, 
while it can not be conclusively shown that the City 
was involved in the removal of this sign, because the 
sign in question was removed in the same way that 
other signs have been removed by the City’s Transpor- 
tation Division, it must be assumed that City action 
was involved. 


The question therefore becomes: Whether the City 
is liable for the maintenance of a stop sign? In O’Hare 
v City of Detroit, 362 Mich 19 (1961) the Court held 
that stop signs once erected by the municipality are 
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part of the highway for the purpose of creating liabili- 
ty under the governmental immunity act. Therefore in 
this case the removal of the stop sign does not come 
within the purview of immunity and because the 
Transportation Division informs this office that recur- 
ring complaints regarding the method of removal have 
occurred in the past, it appears the City may have been 
negligent in its removal of this stop sign. 


Therefore, it is the recommendation of this office 
that the claim be paid in the amount of $37.21.

On July 8, 1982 the City Fish Company, Inc. filed a 
claim with City Council for damages occurring to it as 
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a result of loss of power to its freezer cases in its 
market stall at the City Market during the Ethnic 
Festival. Essentially, the City Fish Company, Inc. 
claims that as a result of the main circuit breaker being 
shut off on the evening of July 5, 1982, the freezer 
cases containing a supply of fish lost their refrigera- 
tion and the fish spoiled. Claimant has attached to its 
claim an itemized list of fish products that were lost as 
a result of the spoilage and the loss of profits suffered 
by the claimant because of the inventory shortage on 
the next business day, July 6, 1982. The claimant’s loss 
was $2,361.95 of which $1,761.85 was the wholesale 
cost of the spoiled fish and $600.00 was the lost net 
profits caused by the loss of fish products. 


According to the Parks Department, the freezer 
cases owned by the City Fish Company and located 
within the City Market are tied into an electrical panel 
which also had breaker switches and outlets used by 
ethnic groups during the Ethnic Festival the electrical 
box had limited amperage and because one of the 
ethnic groups brought a large piece of equipment 
which had to be directly connected to the electrical 
box the Parks Department was not able to close the 
door and secure the main switch. The Parks Depart- 
ment did allow access to the various ethnic groups for 
resetting the circuit breaker switches. The Parks 
Department is unable to determine who turned off the 
main switch. 


The Ethnic Festival was sponsored by the City and 
because of the limited amperage of the electrical box, 
a number of people were allowed access to the elec- 
trical box without any City supervision. 


Therefore it is the recommendation of this depart- 
ment, based on the facts presented in this particular 
situation, that the claim of the City Fish Company, 
Inc. for $2,361.95 be granted.

As the City Council is aware, this office has been in- 
volved with two concerns of community noise at two 
separate locations. The two locations are the opera- 
tion of Friedland Iron and Metal as a result of their 
scrap yard operaton and Willow Street in relation to 
traffic noise and vibration. Furthermore, the Council 
has directed, and the City Attorney’s Office has 
prepared a draft ordinance addressing the subject of 
regulating noise and vibration in the community. 


The administrative staff has searched diligently to 
find solutions to these problems. They have also con- 
ducted a search to find the expertise to assist, so that 
remedies can be developed. We have come to the con- 
clusion that the expertise needed to deal with these 
problems is not entirely available to us from City staff, 
nor is it available on a voluntary basis from our in- 
stitutions of higher learning, such as, Michigan State 
University. Therefore, we have had to locate an out- 
side source, whose effort and expertise would be ob- 
jective and unimpeachable in a solution to these pro- 
blems. 


We have discussed the extent of the two projects 
cited above with several firms for the purpose of 
developing a scope of services in terms of a 
apes vibration study and the means to carry out that 
study. 


We have been advised that the approximate cost of 
the study concerning the Friedland Iron and Metal 
problem would be $5,000.00. 


We have also been advised that the cost of conduc- 
ting an analysis of traffic noise along Willow Street 
between Logan and the City limits would be approx- 
imately $1,000.00. 


Further, it has been determined that a complete 
review of our draft ordinance to insure that it complies 
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with current Federal guidelines and acceptable State 
and community standards would cost in the area of 
$600.00. 


The three expenses total an estimated $6,600.00. 


None of the three costs referred to above were an- 
ticipated in preparation of the 1982-83 budget. 


1 am hereby requesting the City Council authorize 
the creation of a budgetary account in the amount of 
$7,000.00 for the purpose of acquiring outside consul- 
tant services to carry forth these sound and vibration 
studies. I am recommending that these funds be 
transferred from the general fund contingency ac- 
count.

The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Secton 1. That Chapter 26 of the Code of Or- 
dinances of the City of Lansing, Michigan be amended 
by revising Secton 26-34 to read as follows: 


Sec. 26-34, Employees savings fund. 


(a) The employees savings fund is hereby created. It 
shali be the fund in which shall be accumulated, at 
regular interest, the contributions deducted from the 
compensations of members to provide their annuities; 
and from which shall be made transfers and refunds of 
accumulated contributions, as provided in this 
chapter. 


(b) Until January 1, 1967 the contributions of a 
member of the retirement system shall be the sum of 
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three per cent of the first forty-two hundred dollars of 
his annual compensation plus five per cent of the por- 
tion, if any, of his annual compensation which is in ex- 
cess of forty-two hundred dollars. From and after 
December 31, 1966 each member shall contribute to 
the retirement system three per cent of his annual com- 
pensation excepts a hereinafter provided: 


(i) Effective for all pay periods ending on or after 
July 1, 1982, each of the following shall not con- 
tribute: 


a) A member who is a part of full time elected of- 
ficial; 


b) A Member who is part of the executive plan. 


(ii) Effective for all pay periods ending on or after 
July 1, 1982 and through all pay periods ending before 
July 1, 1983 each of the following shall contribute 
1.5% of his or her annual compensaton: 


a) A member who is unrepresented by a labor union 
and is not employed on a regular or permanent basis 
by 54-A District Court and is not employed by the 
Lansing Housing Commission and is not described in 
(i) above; 


b) A member who is represented by Lansing In- 
dependent Employees Union; 


c) A member who is represented by Teamsters Local 
580 Union. 


ii) Effective for all pay periods ending on or after 
July 1, 1983 each of the following shall not contribute: 


a) A member who is unrepresented by a Labor 
Union and is not employed on a regular or permanent 
basis by 54-A District Court and is not employed by 
the Lansing Housing Commission and is not described 
in (i) above; 


b) A member who is represented by Lansing In- 
dependent Employees Union; 


c) A member who is represneted by Teamsters Local 
580 Union. 


(c) The director of finance or other officer responsi- 
ble for making the payroll shall cause the contribu- 
tions provided in subsection (b) of this section to be 
deducted from the compensation of each member on 
each and every payroll, for each and every payroll 
period, so long as the member remains employed by 
the city. 


(d) The contributions provided for herein shall be 
made notwithstanding that the minimum compensa- 
tion provided by law for any member shall be changed 
thereby. Every member shail be deemed to consent 
and agree to the deductions made and provided 
herein. Payment of his compensation less such deduc- 
tions shall be a full and complete discharge and acquit- 
tance of all claims and demands whatsoever for the 
services rendered by such person during the period 
covered by such payments, except as to benefits pro- 
vided under this chapter. When deducted, the con- 
tributions of each member shall be paid to the retire- 
Ment system and shall be credited to his individual ac- 
count in the employees savings fund. 


(e) In addition to the contributions deducted from 
the compensation of a member as hereinbefore pro- 
vided, a member shall,-in order to qualify for prior 
service credit, deposit in the employees savings funds, 
by a single payment or by an increased rate of con- 
tribution as determined by the board of trustees, the 
accumulated contributions, if any, he withdrew 
therefrom, together with regular interest from the date 
of withdrawal to the date of repayment. Repayment 
shall be made in accordance with the rule the board of 
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trustees shall from time to time determine. The rules 
Shall not require full repayment prior to the date 
which is one year following the date of renewed 
membership nor shall the rules permit full repayment 
to extend beyond the date which is four (4) years 
following the date of renewed membership or follow- 
ing the effective date of this amendment, whichever is 
later. If a member dies prior to completion of repay- 
ment and leaves a spouse, the spouse may pay the 
balance due within sixty (60) days of the member’s 
death. In no case shall any member be given credit for 
service rendered prior to the date he withdrew his ac- 
cumulated contributions until he repays to the 
employees savings fund all amounts due such fund by 
him. 


(f) Upon the retirement of a member his ac- 
cumulated contributions shall be transferred from the 
employees savings fund to the retirement reserve fund. 
At the expiration of a period of five years from and 
after the date an employee ceases to be a member any 
balance standing to his credit in the employees savings 
fund, unclaimed by such member or his legal represen- 
tative, shall remain a part of the moneys of the retire- 
ment system and shall be transferred to the income 
fund, if no retirement allowance will become payable 
under this chapter on account of his city employment. 


Section 2. All ordinances or parts of ordinances in- 
consistent with the provisions hereof are hereby 
repealed. : 


Section 3. This ordinance shall become effective 
thirty (30) days after adoption unless given immediate 
effect by the City Council.

Dear President Belen and 
Members of City Council: 


On July 13, 1982 Patricia Brubaker filed a claim 
with the Lansing City Council regarding the existence 
of road tar on her vehicle as a result of Public Service 
roadwork. Essentially, the claimant states that on 
June 30, 1982 while operating her vehicle on 
Washington Avenue, her vehicle was marred with 
road tar while driving past a Public Service crew resur- 
facing Washington Avenue between Miller Road and 
Willoughby Road. The claimant has attached to her 
claim a receipt for $75.00 as a result of the removal of 
the road tar from her vehicle. 


Information received from the Public Service 
Department indicates that on June 30, 1982 traffic 
devices and flagmen were utilized by the Public Ser- 
vice department in accordance with the Michigan 
Department of Transportation ‘‘Manual Uniform 
Traffic Control. Devices’? for the road repair on 
Washington Avenue, between Miller Road and 
Willoughby Road. Although certain statutory excep- 
tions exist to the general statutory exemption from 
liability for damages occurring as a result of tortious 
activity while a governmental unit is performing a 
governmental function, it does not appear that any of 
the statutory exceptions would be applicable to this 
particular fact situation. 


Therefore, based upon the existing law and the facts 
which exist in this particular situation, it is the recom- 
mendation of this office that the claim of Patricia 
Brubaker for $75.00 be denied on the basis of govern- 
mental immunity.

The claimant arranged to have Mt. Hope Monu- 
ment Company remove the blank plate reserved for 
date of death from her mother’s bronze marker in 
Evergreen Cemetery, and replace it with a new plate 
inscribed with the actual date of death. Upon checking 
the replaced plate, one week after its installation, the 
claimant found it to be lying on the marker but unat- 
tached and mangled, and after investigating with the 
monument company concluded that a mowing 
machine must have caught the plate and damaged it. 


The Parks Department has advised this office that 
they have no information regarding the alleged 
damage to the plate. 


Assuming that the damage occurred as a result of a 
mowing machine, Section 23 of the ‘‘Rules and 
Regulations’? governing the operation of City 
cemeteries explicitly provides that the City will not 
assume any responsibility for any damages caused by 
unintentional acts occurring in the regular course of 
lawn maintenance and lot care. The regulations are 
provided to all lot owners at the time of purchase. This 
particular provision has been in effect for over forty- 
five years. Normally, this office would recommend 
denial of a claim such as this based on that provision. 
In this case, however, additional information indicates 
that there is a possibility that the operator of the 
equipment involved may have been more than casually 
negligent. 


Therefore, although there is basis to deny the claim 
based on the above cemetery rule, this office recom- 
mends payment of this claim.

The Lansing City Council requested that 1 in- 
vestigate the petition filed by the resident of Eaton 
Court to have their street black topped. 


Upon conferring with Howard McCaffery, Public 
Service Director, it was learned that existing city policy 
states that prior to paving any street, the necessary 
public improvements have to be installed. This would 
include storm sewers and curbs and gutters. At the 
present time, Eaton Court, from Logan Street west 
100', is provided with a separate storm and sanitary 
system. From 100' west of Logan Street to the west 
end of Eaton Court, the street is served by an existing 
12” combined line. This portion would have to be 
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separated by installing a separate storm sewer and the 
existing 12” sewer would be designated strictly for 
sanitary sewer service. Citizens living on Eaton Court 
would be responsible for the cost of curb and gutter 
construction, (estimated cost is $6.50 per frontage 
foot) and the cost of installing the storm sewer, 
(estimated cost is $10.00 per frontage foot). The cost 
of public improvements, throughout the City, are in- 
curred by property owners of those propeties which 
are benefitted by special assessments, and are not 
funded by tax dollars. 


Correspondence with the Public Service Depart- 
ment from the Mayor, insures this street will receive 
proper maintenance, as far as snow and dust control 
in the future. 


The petition submitted to the Lansing City Council 
was found to be invalid. A petition for improvements 
must be signed by 51% of the property owners and 
represent 51% of the adjacent property frontage. The 
attached petition represents approximately 23% of the 
property owners and less than 51% of the property 
frontage. (See Section 27.A2 of the City of Lansing 
Code of Ordinances). 


Please advise if you wish to recommend the public 
improvements to be ordered in. If not, 1 recommend 
the residents of Eaton Court submit a valid petition 
for consideration.

It is Mrs. Ward’s claim that the 
damages to her tire were caused by potholes at 
Aurelius Road and Jolly Road. 


Investigation by Mr. Howard G. McCaffery, Direc- 
tor of Public Service, has revealed that no report of 
potholes on Aurelius between Jolly and Mt. Hope was 
received prior to notification by Ms. Ward. 


While it is true that governmental agencies having 
jurisdiction over highways are responsible for main- 
tenance of those highways in reasonable repair, 
(MCLA 691-1402; MSA 3.996(102), no such liability 
attaches unless the governmental agency knew or 
should have known “‘of the existence of the defect and 
had a reasonable time to repair the defect before the 
injury took place’, (MCLA 691.1403; MSA 
3.996(103). Thus, in the instant case, as the City had 
no knowledge of the necessity for repair, it is not 
liable. It is therefore the recommendation of this of- 
fice that this claim be denied on the basis of govern- 
mental immunity.

On June 12, 1982, the City Council received a claim 
from Connie Burns for damages to the catalytic con- 
verter and muffler system of her car.

She has 
included a bill for repairs already completed by

Mr. Howard G, McCaffery, Director of Public Ser- 
vice, has advised this office that repairs were made toa 
sewer main at the intersection of Pettis and Blair 
Streets in early spring. At that time, the intersection 
was patched after the dig, with no further incidents. 
Not until June 7th, at 5:45 p.m., was the Public Ser- 
vice Department advised of any further difficulty in 
that area. At that time immediate action was taken to 
erect barricades and repair the manhole at Pettis and 
Blair Streets. 


Under existing State law, no governmental agency is

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place’, MCLA 691,1403; MSA 3.996(103). Thus, 
having recently completed repairs in the area of Blair 
and Pettis Streets and not having been advised of fur- 
ther difficulty in that vicinity, no liability would at- 
tach.

TAXICABS 


Sec. 30-3. Same-Qualifications of applicant; condi- 
tions of issuance, bond, insurance, fee. 


(a) The city clerk is hereby authorized to grant such 
license for the purpose aforesaid to any citizen of the 
United States or permanent resident alien, who is a 
resident of the state and of the age of eighteen (18) 
years and upward, or to any corporation or copartner- 
ship authorized to operate taxicabs in accordance with 
the laws of the state, subject to the following condi- 
tions hereinafter set forth. 


(b) In the determination by the city council of the 
number of taxicabs required to provide for the public 
convenience and necessity the council shall consider 
the following: 


(1) The effect on traffic congestion, parking and 
safety of the public streets. 


(2) The effect upon working conditions and wages 
or other compensation paid to drivers of taxicabs of 
existing holders of licenses. 


(3) Whether persons holding licenses for the opera- 
tion of taxicabs are, under normal conditions, ade- 
quately serving the public. 
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(4) The resulting effect upon the business of the 
then existing holders of licenses, and upon the existing 
agencies of mass transportation. 


(5) Whether the requirements of public convenience 
and necessity can be adequately met and complied 
with only by the issuance of licenses to additional ap- 
plicants. 


(6) Upon applicant’s executing and filing with the 
city clerk a bond to the city in the sum of five thou- 
sand dollars, with proper and adequate sureties, con- 
ditioned that each taxicab will be operated in accor- 
dance with the provisons of the laws of the state and 
the charter and ordinances of the city, and that any 


* judgment rendered in any court against such applicant 


or the driver of any taxicab, arising out of damage or 
injury to any person or property caused by the 
negligent operation of any such taxicab, will be paid. 
Any person damnified by the negligent operation of 
any taxicab belonging to the applicant, whether 
operated on lease from the applicant or otherwise, 
may, in the name of the city but at his own sole costs 
and charges, institute an action upon the same. 


(7) Further, upon filing with the city clerk proper 
evidence, which shall include a copy of the policy, that 
the applicant has procured insurance in an insurance 
company permitted to do business in the state, which 
insurance contract guarantees the payment of that 
part of any judgment against the applicant or an in- 
dividual driver of any such taxicabs, over and above 
the initial sum of one hundred thousand dollars

tion of any such taxicab. 


(8) Such policy shall bear an endorsement to the ef- 
fect that the insurance company shall notify the city 
clerk at least ten (10) days before the expiration of 
such policy, whether by way of cancellation or limita- 
tion of term. 


(9) Filing with the city clerk the number of taxicabs 
to be operated under such license if granted and 
description of each, including the marker’s name, 
serial number, model, year and accounting number. 


(10) Payment to the city clerk of the sum of twenty- 
five dollars ($25.00) for each taxicab to be kept and 
used as aforesaid for public hire. 


Sec. 30-8. Taximeters. 


Every public taxicab driven upon the streets of the 
city shall have affixed thereto a taximeter of a size and 
design approved by the Sealer of Weights and 
Measures and chief of police; and shall at all times 
thereafter be in full compliance with all pertinent pro- 
visions of the weights and measures ordinance of the 
City of Lansing; being chapter 35 of the Code of Or- 
dinances of the City of Lansing. 


Sec. 30-14. Riding with driver, when permitted. 


No person shall be permitted to ride on the front 
seat with the driver, except a student driver, any driver 
who shall permit this to be done may be deprived of 
his license, except that one (1) member of a party of 
several persons hiring a taxicab shall be permitted to 
tide with the driver and except that any passsenger 
who is physically unable to enter the passenger com- 
partment as conveniently as the front seat shall be per- 
mitted to ride with the driver.

mediately notify the chief of police of such accident 
when the accident results in loss of life or injury to 
passengers, employees or other persons. 


(4) To drive or permit any driver to be on duty for 
more than twelve (12) hours in one (1) day or more 
than seventy-two (72) hours in one week; 


(5) To procure or transport or to aid or abet in the 
procuring or transporting of any UNSEALED intox- 
icating liquor; 


(6) To allow any taxicab to be used for immoral pur- 
poses or to procure or aid in procuring any person for 
immoral purposes or to allow any person in any tax- 
icab while the same is at any stand or upon any street 
waiting for customers; 


(7) To operate more than the number of taxicabs 
specified in the application for license or to operate 
taxicabs in excess of the number authorized by the city 
council; 


(8) To engage and/or obtain the services of a tax- 
icab without paying the legal fare for those services. 


Section 2. All ordinances or parts of ordinances in- 
consistent with the provisions hereof are hereby 
repealed.

gram. Following the training sessions each employee 
will be receiving a letter and a brochure encouraging 
them to utilize the service, should they need to do so. I 
would like to point out that the service is designed to 
provide confidential assistance to our employees. Fur- 
ioe entry into the program is strictly on a voluntary 

asis. 


The City will receive monthly reports from CARES 
indicating the number of employees who have utilized 
the service. As these reports are received I will apprise 
Council on how beneficial the program has been for 
our employees.

The expansion of the 
boundaries will provide homeowners of the area the 
opportunity to participate in the housing rehabilita- 
tion program which will enhance the overall economic 
development strategy for the adjacent Diamond Reo 
area. 


Secondly, acquisition of 1809 Davis Avenué is 
recommended because of the critical structural condi- 
tion of the house and the blighting effect on the 
neighborhood.

The assessed value of the pro- 
perty is $8,100. Foundation and floor joist repair is 
necessary as well as roofing, plumbing, mechanical 
and electrical repairs.

On August 11, 1982 City Council received a claim 
letter from a Roger D. Robinson in the amount of 
$126.00. According to Mr. Robinson, this amount is 
due him as a result of failure of the Lansing Fire 
Department to have an ambulance available when he 
needed emergency services on Saturday, August 1. Ac- 
cording to Mr. Robinson, he had called for emergency 
assistance, only to have a Lansing Fire Department 
truck arrive and inform him that they had notified 
Lansing Mercy Ambulance Service to assist him 
because there was no Fire Department ambulance 
available. As a result of the services rendered by Lans- 
ing Mercy Ambulance Service, Mr. Robinson has in- 
curred a bill of $126.00. 


According to records provided by the Lansing Fire 
Department Dispatcher, the Lansing Fire Department 
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was contacted on Saturday, July 31 of this year with 
regard to a table saw accident resulting in severe 
bleeding to Roger D. Robinson (apparently he was 
confused as to the date). A Fire Department truck was 
dispatched to 609 Armstrong to maintain the situation 
until such time as an ambulance could arrive. The Fire 
Department has also verified that no Fire Department 
ambulance was available at the time, and therefore, 
Lansing Mercy was contacted to make the emergency 
tun to Lansing General Hospital. 


The Lansing City Charter at Chapter 4, Section 
303.5, provides that the Fire Department ‘‘shall main- 
tain and operate such ambulance, inhalator and other 
life saving emergency dervices as the welfare of the in- 
habitants of the City may require’’. It appears that in 
this case an emergency was involved. Accordingly, it is 
the recommendation of this office that this claim in 
the amount of $126.00 should be paid.

Walter G. Ransom, Parking Superintendent, has 
advised this office that his investigation determined 
the following facts: On May 5, 1982, during the morn- 
ing rush, the time ticket machine failed to properly ac- 
tivate and dispense tickets. When the parking atten- 
dant noticed the problem, he opened the door of the 
time ticket machine to activate the machine manually. 
In attempting to replace the door, he lost control of it 
and it struck the side of Mr. Chamberlain’s vehicle. 


Although the City may be immune from liability for 
damages where the governmental entity is engaged ina 
governmental function, MCLA 691.1407; MSA 3.996 
(107), liability for proprietary functions remains. In 
this instance, the operation of a parking facility for 
payment in competition with private businesses con- 
stitutes a proprietary function and the human error in- 
volved here is clearly the responsibility of the City. 
Therefore it is the recommendation of this office that 
this claim be paid.

While statutory law does provide for municipal im- 
munity from liability, in all cases wherein the govern- 
mental agency is engaged in the exercise of discharge 
of governmental functions, MCLA 691.1407; MSA 
6.996(107), liability remains where the activity engag- 
ed in is proprietary in nature. As the maintenance of a 
parking facility for fee and in competition with private 
entrepreneurs is clearly a proprietary function, it is the 
recommendation of this office that this claim be paid 
at the estimated amount.

Michigan law exempts a municipality from tort 
liability in cases wherein the governmental agency is 
engaged in the exercise of a governmental function, 
MCLA 691.1407; MSA 3.996(107). 


Operation and maintenance of a recreational park 
are governmental functions unless the par or the ac- 
tivities therein are operated for a profit or compete 
with similar private ventures. Roystaon v City o 
Charlotte, 278 Mich 255; 270 NW 288 (1936); followed 
in Collison v City of Saginaw, 84 Mich App 325; 269 
NW2d 586 (1978). The organization of this particular 
game would constitute a governmental function since 
the game was City sponsored and neither was an ad- 
mission fee charged nor was the City competing with 
private enterprise. In addition, it is arguable that the 
claimant knowingly exposed herself to the 
recognizable danger of being struck by a ball in a bail 
park, thereby providing the elements for the defense 
of ‘‘assumption of the risk.”’ 


Therefore, it is the recommendation of this office 
that this claim be denied since, no negligence has been 
alleged or established,and regardless, the doctrine of 
governmental immunity would protect the City from 
liability in any event since the organization of the soft- 
ball game is considered a governmental function.

Dear President Belen and Councilmembers: 


The City Council, at their meeting of October 4, 
1982 requested an explanation from the Administra- 
tion as to why the budget estimate for the purchase of 
fifteen (15) 1983 automobiles exceeded the actual pur- 
chase price by the sum of $47,544.00. 


This office has researched the question. 


There is a logical and rational answer. However, to 
provide the answer requires an explanation of how the 
original budget estimate for this purchase of vehicles 
was prepared. 


Explanation of Estimate 


To begin, the estimate for the vehicles was prepared 
by Director of Administrative Services, David Purvis, 
and Purchasing Director, Vaughan McKinch. In arriv- 
ing at the estimate, three major assumptions were 
made. These assumptions were: 1) the vehicles would 
be equipped with the same features as previously 
specified including a diesel engine; 2) that 1983 prices 
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were subject to inflation for which a historic record of 
an average annual increase of 15.4 percent had been 
established over the previous four year period; 3) that 
the rear wheeled drive Cutlass model would not be 
produced in model year 1983, therefore the purchase 
would be a Delta model or equivalent. 


It is these three factors, plus a staff study on 
gasoline engines versus diesel engines and a manufac- 
turer/dealer incentive program on the air conditioning 
feature which caused the resulting bid to be $47,544.00 
($3,170.00 per vehicle) lower than anticipated in the 
1982-83 Budget. 


The Administrative Services Department requested 
an appropriation of $11,912.00 per vehicle for fifteen 
vehicles for a total of $178,686. The City Council ap- 
propriated $178,700. The $11,912.00 estimate was bas- 
ed upon the 1982 unit purchase price of $9,678.00 for 
diesel powered Cutlass model, plus $648.00 to upgrade 
to the Delta model, diesel powered and $1,586.00 
(15.4% increase) for inflation. (Total $11,912 per 
vehicle.) 


Explanation of Difference 


With the foregoing as background, the following 
will explain why the unit and aggregate bid was lower 
than anticipated. 


First; based upon a study by Administrative Ser- 
vices it was determined that 13 of the 15 vehicles to be 
purchased would be gasoline powered. 


Cost reduction of $679.00 per unit, 13 of 15 units 
total reduction of $9,091.00 


Second; availability of Cutlass model with rear 
wheel drive, a change from Delta 88 model estimated. 


Cosi reduction of $648.00 per unit, 15 units total 
reduction of $9,720.00. 


Third; manufacturer/dealer incentive of free air 
conditioning. 


Cost reduction of $570.00 per unit; 15 units total 
reduction of $8,550.00. 


Unit cost reduction—items 1, 2, & 3 of $1,897.00 
per unit. 


Total cost reduction—items 1, 2, & 3—$27,331.00. 


Inflation Factor 


The difference between the $27,331.00 in cost 
reductions and the $47,544.00 estimate in excess of ac- 
tual bid price is $20,213.00. This latter excess amount 
is the result of the fact that the anticipated and 
budgeted inflation factor of 15.4 percent (or 
$23,835.00)! did not materialize. The unit price bid for 
a 1983 Cutlass, diesel powered was $9,312.00 versus 
the $9,789.00 paid in 1982 and the gasoline powered 
1983 vehicle delivered for a unit price of $8,656.00 per 
unit. The total bid for all fifteen vehicles was 
$131,156.00 which then subtracted from the $178,700 
appropriated created therefore the $47,544.00 excess 
of appropriation over actual bid. 


'The City Council should be aware of the fact that 
without the cost offset for free air condition- 
ing/manufacturers incentive there was a slight infla- 
tion factor of approximately 2.2 percent on the 
automobile price or $204.00 per unit for a total of 
$3,060.00 explaining all but $562.00 in the difference 
between $23,835.00 and $20,213.00 in the inflation 
factor estimate.

The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. That Chapter 37 of the Code of Or- 
dinances of the City of Lansing, Michigan, be amend- 
ed by revising Section 37-29, 37-30 and 37-35 to read 
as follows: 


Sec. 37-29. Monuments. 


(a) Permanent monuments shall be located in the 
ground at all angles in the boundaries of the plat; at 
the intersection lines of streets and at the intersection 


_ of the lines of streets with the boundaries of the plat; 


at all points of curvature, points of tangency, points 
of compound curvature, points of reverse curvature 
and angle points in the side lines of streets and alleys 
and at all angles of an intermediate traverse line. 


(b) All monuments shall be made of solid iron or 
steel bars at least one-half inch (1/2”) in diameter and 
thirty-six inches (36") long and completely encased in 
concrete. 


(c) All lot corners shall be marked in the field by. 


iron or steel bars or iron pipe at least eighteen inches 
(18”) long and one half inch (1/2") in diameter. 

(d) The subdivider may elect to postpone the place- 
ment of monuments and lot corner markers for a 
period not to exceed one year provided that the sub- 
divider deposits with the city controller cash, a cer-

All subdivisions shall be improved with the follow- 
ing public improvements in accordance with the condi- 
tions and specifications as follows: 


(1) Streets and alleys: Full street improvements in- 
cluding adequate sub-grade preparation, hard surfac- 
ing, curb and gutter shall be required in every subdivi- 
sion in conformance with the construction standards 
of the department of public service. The minimum 
standards for such street improvement shall be as 
follows: 


(a) Street surfacing: The finished roadway surface 
shall be either bituminous aggregate or Portland ce- 
ment concrete, installed in conformance with the 
specifications of the department of public service. 


(b) Street surfacing width: Minimum street surfac- 
ing widths shall be as specified by the typical cross sec- 
tions of the major street plan as adopted by the plann- 
ing board.

(c) Curb and gutter: Concrete curb and gutter of a 
type approved by the department of public service 
shall be provided for all cul-de-sac, local, collector, 
minor or major arterials and parkways within each 
subdivision and along all streets that border on the 
subdivision. 


(d) Street and islands and boulevards: Where the 
subdivider proposes boulevard streets and/or street 
islands in his street pattern, the subdivider shall have 
suitable plans made for landscaping these areas. All 
such landscape plans shall be approved as to height, 
size and type of plant material by the department of 
parks and recreation before construction by the sub- 
divider. The city will accept responsibility of living 
materials only after one year of growth. 


(e) Street signs: Street signs shall be installed identi- 
fying the names of all streets at every intersection of a 
type approved by the public service department. In the 
event the subdivider desires to erect a more ornate or 
other type of sign than the city uses as its standard, he 
may do so with the consent of the public service 
department. 


(2) Sidewalks and crosswalks: Concrete sidewalks 
shall be installed along each side of all streets within 
the subdivision and along the side of all streets that 
border on the subdivision in accordance with the 
specifications of the department of public service. 
Crosswalks, where required, shall have a five (5) foot 
paving width centered within the required ten (10) foot 
right of way. 


(3) Alleys: Where permitted alleys shall be paved to 
their full width with concrete or other bituminous 
materials in accordance with the specifications ap- 
proved by the department of public service. 


(4) Street trees: Street trees may be required in each 
subdivision of a type, size, and location as specified by 
the department of parks and recreation. If, in the opi- 
nion of the city forester, lot trees of suitable species 
are located to give proper benefit to the street, this re- 
quirement will be waived. 


Sec. 37-35. Guarantee of completion of pubite im- 
provements. 


(1) Financial guarantee arrangements, exceptions: 
As a condition of final plat approval, if prior to the 
actual installation of those public improvements 
which the City of Lansing has determined to be the 
responsibility of the subdivider, the subdivider shall, 
pursuant to Section 182 of the Subdivision Control 
Act of 1967, provide financial security in one or a 
combination of the following arrangements, which- 
ever the subdivider elects: 


(a) Performance bond: A performance or surety 
bond to cover the costs of the contemplated im- 
provements as estimated by the city or its agents shall 
be filed with the city controller. Said bonds shall 
specify the time period in which the improvements are 
to be completed and shall be with an acceptable bon- 
ding company authorized to do business in the State 
of Michigan. 


(b) Escrow fund: A cash deposit, or deposit by cer- 
tified check sufficient to cover the cost of the con- 
templated improvements as estimated by the city or its 
authorized agents shall be deposited with the city con- 
troller. The escrow deposit shall be for the estimated 
time period necessary to complete the seal im- 
provements. 
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(c) Irrevocable letter of credit: An irrevocable letter 
of credit issued by a bank authorized to do business in 
Michigan in an amount to cover the cost of the con- 
templated improvements as estimated. 


The city council shall rebate or release to the pro- 
prietor, ad the work progresses amounts equal to the 
ratio of the completed and accepted work to the entire 
project. 


(2) Failure of subdivider to complete improvement: 
In case the subdivider shall fail to complete the re- 
quired public improvements work within such time 
period as required by the conditions or guarantees of 
this section, the city council may proceed to have such 
work completed and reimburse itself for the cost 
thereof by appropriating the cash deposit, certified 
check, surety bond or by drawing upon the letter of 
credit, or shall take the necessary steps to require per- 
formance by the bonding company. 


(3) Public improvements; municipal installation: 
The city will assume the payment for the hard- 
surfacing of the streets subsequent to the installation 


_ of six inches (6") of compacted gravel base and 


grading and installation of curb and gutter by the sub- 
divider. The city will also continue to assume the 
obligations relative to storm or sanitary sewers as pro- 
vided by Section 27-46 of the Code of the City of Lan- 
sing. The city will also pay for the installation of street 
signs, which signs are considered as standard by the 
public service department. 


(4) Sidewalk Installation requirements: Sidewalks 
shall be installed within a subdivision as follows: 


(A) The subdivider shall, as a condition of final plat 
approval, provide financial security in a manner con- 
sistent with subsection (1) of this section equal to the 
estimated cost as determined by the public service 
department of installing all required corner lead walks 
within the subdivision.

The above claim alleges that the claimant was struck 
in the leg by a blade off a City lawn mower while in at- 
tendance at Potter Park on July 29, 1982. The 
damages which claimant submits are for the emergen- 
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cy medical treatment she received as a result of the in- 
jury. 


Investigation with the Parks and Recreation Depart- 
ment reveals that Parks Security confirmed the claim. 
A rotary lawn mower apparently hit a hard object 
chipping off a piece of the mower blade which did in 
fact strike claimant’s leg. 


MCLA 491.1407; MSA 3.996(107) provides that a 
municipality is immune from tort liability when per- 
forming activities which constitute a governmental 
function. According to Michigan case law, the term 
‘*governmental function’’ is limited to those activities 
which are of the ‘‘essence of governing’’. 


While many of the aspects and functions of City 
parks are clearly immune from tort liability, the day to 
day maintenance operations of the parks including 
mowing would likely fall outside the statutory protec- 
tion. 


It is the recommendation of this office that based 
upon the law and facts as presented, Jean Boughton’s 
claim of $15.00 for emergency medical treatment 
should be granted.

On October 3, 1980, Mr. Sleep filed a petition for 
workers’ disability compensation benefits. He alleged 
disabilities that were attributable to injuries sustained 
at work. Specifically he alleged low back problems, 
pulmonary disorders and hearing problems, all of 
which he claimed were attributable to his employment 
at the Waste Water Treatment Plant. 


In preparation for trial this office took the 
testimony of five physicians all of whom opined that 
Mr. Sleep was to some extent, disabled as a result of 
work related injuries. 


At the time of trial Mr. Sleep had over twelve thou- 
sand dollars ($12,000.00) in accrued weekly disability 
benefits had the hearings referee concluded that his 
disabilities were work related. This office entered into 
negotiations with Mrs. Sleep’s attorney regarding the 
redemption of this claim and tentatively agreed to 
redeem this claim for eight thousand dollars 
($8,000.00) subject, of course, to your approval. 
Upon redemption of this claim the City of Lansing 
would no longer be responsible for any benefits, in- 
cluding medical, weekly payments and vocational 
rehabilitation, providing this settlement is acceptable 
to you.

RE: Outside Legal Counsel for Labor Matters 


Dear President Belen and 
Members of City Council: 


As you are aware, it has been the custom of the City 
of Lansing to retain outside legal counsel to assist the 
City of Lansing in its related affairs in connection with 
its labor contracts. Pursuant to City Charter, it is re- 
quired that the City Council approve such representa- 
tion. 


While recently the City’s administration and the Ci- 
ty Attorney’s office have worked diligently to reduce 
the City’s need for outside legal services in the labor 
law field by attempting to reconcile more of its 
disagreements without resorting to courts or arbitra- 
tion and by utilizing the Director of Labor Relations 
and the City Attorney’s office to represent the City in 
many matters. This effort has been reflected in a 
significant decrease in the City’s costs for outside 
labor counsel despite the fact that the City recently 
negotiated six labor contracts. 


Nevertheless, it is this office’s opinion that it would 
be impractical for the City to sustain the in-house ex- 
pertise and resources necessary to represent the City in 
all of its labor related affairs. Instead, this office 
recommends that the City of Lansing be authorized to 
retain the law firm of Miller, Johnson, Snell & Cum- 
miskey to provide the City with legal advice and 
representation in labor related areas for the next two 
years which represents the life of the City’s current 
labor contracts. It is anticipated that the firm’s ser- 
vices will be utilized only in those cases requiring 
special expertise or where the utilization of the in- 
house legal counsel is not feasible. Miller, Johnson, 
Snell & Cummiskey has indicated its willingness to 
undertake such representation at a rate of Seventy 
Five Dollars ($75.00) per hour plus reimbursement of 
its reasonable and necessary costs. 

This office respectfully requests and recommends 
City Council’s approval of the retention of Miller, 
Johnson, Snell & Cummiskey as outlined above. 
Needless to say this office will continue to work with 
the Director of Labor Relations to minimize the 
necessity of utilization of out of house legal counsel in 
this area as well as in all other areas and will keep City 
Council apprised in its success in that venture.

Because of that extreme exposure, it 
is my recommendation that the City should be 
represented by outside independent legal counsel for 
the purpose of advising it, and if necessary, represen- 
ting the City in the trial of the cause. 


After much consideration and inquiry, this office 
recommends that the City of Lansing retain Mr. Grant 
Gruel of the law firm of Cholette, Perkins & 
Buchanan. Mr. Gruel is greatly experienced in the 
defense of jury trial cases involving extreme personal 
injury and, if retained by the City, will represent its in- 
terests well.

The Report On Financial Statements Of The 54-A 
District Court by Maner, Costerisan & Ellis P.C. for 
fiscal year 1981-82 was presented on October |, 1982. 
lt was noted in the enclosure letter that two of their 
recommendations of the prior year were not im- 
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plemented and were repeated in this report. These 
concern (1) a check on daily cash by a second person 
and (11) a master list of traffic tickets issued. 


Apparently this subject was discussed at a recent 
Council meeting. We felt you should be aware of the 
following: 


1. We sought to implement the first recommenda- 
tion last year. A memo was sent to the Internal 
Auditor and Deputy Controller on October 28, 1981. 
(A copy is attached hereto.) Discussions were held but 
this was never resolved perhaps because of lack of 
staff to perform the function. 


Kathy Baitie from the Certified Public Accountants 
Office now indicates they would be satisfied with a 
procedure whereby a person in the controller’s office 
would compare the Court's cash register tapes to the 
daily cash reports on an unannounced spot check basis 
once a week. 


ll. We have discussed the second recommendation 
with the Internal Auditor, Louis Klimecky, and he was 
aware that our lack of manpower prevented us from 
maintaining a master list of traffic tickets. 


Now, the police department has informed the Court 
that it will no longer prepare and furnish a list of 
tickets issued. This makes it impossible to completely 
monitor the disposition of traffic tickets. 


We feel a list of tickets issued should be prepared 
daily and furnished to the Court by the Police Depart- 
ment. In accordance with the accountant’s recommen- 
dation, the appropriate city auditor could then per- 
sonally spot check tickets tracing them to their disposi- 
tion. 


It is obvious that the Court cannot implement the 
accountant’s recommendations without help from 
other city departments. We are most willing to 
cooperate in establishing these procedures if that help 
is forthcoming.

As indicated in the discussion with the Commit- 
tee, a portion of the reason such a list is not maintain- 
ed is due to the lack of available personnel to carry-out 
the function. It was also pointed out that the type of 
list previously furnished by the Lansing Police Depart- 
ment is not sufficient to meet the control objective be- 
ing recommended by the external auditor. 


As an interim measure the Lansing Police Depart- 
ment will furnish the Court with the exact count of the 
number of tickets that are turned over to the District 
Court. Tickets are delivered on each business day. The 
Court will verify that count and acknowledge receipt 
of the tickets.

8. [t shall be the charge of the administration to 
keep up to date on available ‘‘State of the Art”’ equip- 
ment. machinery and resources in all areas of our 
municipal operation. 


9. The sidewalk repair program for the City shall 
contain the following elements: 


a) Determination of how much sidewalk repair can 
be done in one season. 


b) A ceiling of $100,000 for sidewalk repair shall be 
set. 


c) Public Service is to use whatever amount is 
budgeted based on how much work can be done. (No 
Turnbacks) 


d) In cases of routine sidewalk repair as a result of 
natural deterioration |/3 of the cost will be born by 
the property owner and the remaining (2/3) two thirds 
by the City. 


e) Where responsibility for particular damage is 
assigned, be it caused by the property owner or the Ci- 
ty, the party determined to have caused the damage 
shall bear the entire cost of repair. 


10. The Council recommends a goal of 2,500 
residential fire safety inspections to be conducted in 
FY 83-84 by existing fire suppression personnel. 


11. The Council will not support the collection of 
fees for ambulance/emergency services rendered by 
our Fire Department units. 


12. The Council supports the lifting of the ‘‘unwrit- 
ten policy’’ of not funding new or different agencies 
and/or projects in need of human services financial 
assistance. Addressing critical human needs in our 
community shall be our primary concern as we expend 
human service dollars. 


13. The Council supports that the Mayor proceed 
with the implementation of a Personnal 
Management/Manpower Planning program for the 
City as outlined by the Personnel Department. 


14. The Council recommends that we not proceed 
with bonding for new fire equipment until the ad- 
ministration has fully explored the possibility of a 
more regionalized approach to fire service. 


15. The council recommends the city refrain from 
bonding for street improvements until such time as a 
comprehensive inventory of street conditions and re- 
quired street repairs has been completed. 
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16. The council further recommends the administra- 
tion prepare a separate bonding package for the repair 
and maintenance of our city’s bridges.

On June 16, 1982, a representative of Liberty 
Holdings, Ltd. filed the above referenced petition with 
the Michigan Tax Tribunal alleging that a parcel of 
real property owned by it and improved with an apart- 
ment complex, commonly known as Rivers Edge 
Apartments, had been assigned an assessed value for 
property tax purposes in excess of 50% of its true cash 
value for tax year 1982 and therefore was illegally 


assessed. The City of Lansing filed an answer in the. 


matter asserting the assessed value which was assigned 
the subject property by the City Assessor was not in 
excess of 50% of the property’s true cash value and 
therefore was legally assessed. 


Pursuant to the Michigan Tax Tribunal rules, a 
counsel conference was held in the City Assessor’s of- 
fice. Representatives from both Liberty Holdings, 
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Ltd. and the City Assessor’s office were present and 
exchanged information. 


Based upon new information submitted by the 
representatives of Liberty Holdings, Ltd. concerning 
deferred maintenance and exceptionally high vacancy 
rates, a tentative settlement was agreed to by the par- 
ties in this matter. Pursuant to that agreement, 
representatives of Liberty Holdings, Ltd. are willing to 
agree that the assessed value of the property for tax 
year 1982 should be $750,000. While this amount is 
somewhat less than the $827,400 at which the property

At the June 4, 1982 meeting of the City Council 
Committee of the Whole, the Administration was ad- 
vised that it should confer with Michigan Bell 
Telephone, in an effort to reduce the City’s telecom- 
munications costs. As you will recall, the Administra- 
tion had proposed retaining an consultant to review 
the City’s telecommunications system, but it was the 
feeling of the Council that every effort should be made 
to first work directly with Michigan Bell and attempt 
to make our existing Centrex System more efficient 
and effective. 


Over the past several months City staff has been 
working with the representatives of Michigan Bell, 
jointly evaluating our system and devising cost-saving 
and efficiency steps which would improve the City 
government’s telecommunications. As soon as the 
documents are reviewed and approved by the City At- 
torney and Controller, we will be signing an agreement 
with Michigan Bell to provide Centrex III Service to 
the City for the next three years. This agreement will 
freeze the cost of 66% of our telecommunications ser- 
vices for three years, place all of our outgoing long- 
distance calls on a Wats System, convert all city 
phones to touch-tone, selectively assign such features 
as call-forwarding, call-waiting, speed-calling and call- 
pickup, eliminate costly single-business use service in 
favor of Centrex, and put all City phone numbers ona 
single exchange. Installation costs will range between 
$9,458 and $11,799 with three year savings totalling 
between $20,605 and $26,693, 


Once the agreements are signed, Michigan Bell will 
be making ‘’station studies’? and conferring with 
department and division heads to assure that the 
hardware-software installed at each service location 
meets the organization’s telecommunications needs. 
During the next three years we will continue to confer 
with Michigan Bell and to monitor the rapidly expan- 
ding telecommunications marketplace. 


I will keep the City Council advised on the progress 
made with these cost saving modifications and, as 
always, welcome your input in these matters.

Chapter 24A 
Downtown Mall and Environs 


Sec. 24A-1. Established. 


The alleys, streets, sidwalks and public places within 
the following boundaries are hereby declared and 
established as the Downtown Mall and Environs: 


The centerline of Shiawassee Street on the north; 


The eastern sidwalk line on the east side of 
Grand Avenue on the east; 


The centerline of Lenawee Street on the south; 


The centerline of Capitol Avenue from 
Lenawee Street to Kalamazoo Street; and 


The western sidwalk line on the west side of 
Capitol Avenue from Kalamazoo Street to 
Allegan Street, and the centerline of Capitol 
Avenue from Allegan Street to Shiawassee Street 
on the west. 


Sec. 24A-2. Maintenance and improvements. 


The department of parks and recreation is authoriz- 
ed and directed to maintain and improve the 
Downtown Mall and Environs of the City, inlcuding 
the maintenance of grass, trees, shrubs, and planters; 
sweeping or cleaning of debris and litter and the 
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removal of snow from sidewalks located within the 
boundaries of the Downtown Mall and Environs. 


Sec. 24A-3. Certain portions of Downtown Mall 
and Environs treated as sidewalks; Code provisions 
applicable. 


The portion of the Downtown Mall and Environs 
lying between lot lines of property and a line parallel 
to said property lines and twenty (20) feet distance, 
therefrom, measured on the perpendicular, shall be 
treated as sidewalks, and subject to all provisions of 
this code applicable to sidewalks, including but not 
eee to Section 28-3 through 28-10 and Section 
16-4. 


Sec, 24A-4. Portions of Downtown Mall and En- 
virons closed to vehicular traffic; exceptions. 


A) The following streets, alleys and public places 
located within the Downtown Mall and Environs are 
closed to all vehicular traffic, including the riding of 
bicycles, except as provided in subsection (B) of this 
section: 


1) Washington Square between north curb line of 
Michigan Avenue and the south curb line of Ottawa 
Street; 


Washington Square between north curb line of Ot- 
towa Street and south curb line of Ionia Street; and 


Washington Square between north curb line of 
lonia Street and south curb line of Shiawassee Street. 


B) The following vehicles are permitted in the 
streets, alleys and public places located within the area 
defined in subsection 24A4 (A): 


1) Emergency vehicles—Public police and fire 
vehicles, public and private ambulances; 


2) Public works, maintenance and service 
vehicles—Public and private street repair and con- 
struction vehicles and equipment, public and private 
maintenance, street cleaning and snow removal 
vehicles and equipment, public and private water and 
sewer repair and construction vehicles and equipment, 
and public and private vehicles and equipment engag- 
ed in construction, service and repair of electric, gas, 
telephone or other public utility facility; and 


3) Motor vehicles authorized by special permit— 
Upon demonstration by an applicant of substantial 
need to use the area defined in Section 24A-4(A) dur- 
ing the course of business or otherwise, the Mayor or 
Director of Parks and Recreation may issue a tem- 
porary special permit for the purpose(s) outlined in the 
application for a special permit. 


Sec. 24A-5. Activities prohibited in Downtown Mall 
and Environs without permit. 


A) Any peddling, hawking and vending within the 
meaning of Section 24-1 of the Lansing City Code 
without a permit issued pursuant to Section 24A-7; 


B) The sale of or soliciting of the sale of ice cream, 
ice cream products or confections within the meaning 
of Section 24-23 and 24-24 without a permit issued 
pursuant to Section 24A-7; 


C) Any displays of merchandise, products or goods 
except as part of an organized promotion or show 
which has received a permit issued pursuant to Section 
24A-7; and 


D) Any shows or exhibitions unless having been 
issued a permit pursuant to Section 24A-7. 


Sec. 24A-6. Mall Advisory Board. 


The Mayor shall appoint and Council confirm a 
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seven (7) member advisory board to advise the Mayor 
and the department of parks and recreation on the 
necessity, advisability and desirability of shows, pro- 
motions, exhibitions, displays, peddling, hawking and 
vending and the sale or solicitation of the sale of ice 
cream, ice cream products or confections within the 
Downtown Mail and Environs area. The board shall 
consist of the director of parks and recreation, ex- 
officio, and six (6) individuals interested and concern- 
ed in the Lansing downtown area. The board ap- 
pointees shall serve overlapping three (3) terms. In the 
first instance, the Mayor shall so arrange their terms 
so that two (2) members’ terms shall expire in one 
year; two (2) members in the succeeding year; and two 
(2) members in three (3) years. The Mall Advisory 
Board shall meet not less than once a month. 


Sec. 24A-7. Downtown Mall and Environs Permit. 


A) The Mall Advisory Board shall review any ap- 
plications for a permit to conduct activities identified 
in Section 24A-5 and shall make written recommenda- 
tions to the Mayor concerning the issuance or denial 
of an application for a permit to sell or conduct ac- 
tivities within the Downtown Mall and Environs. 


B) City Council may establish by resolution an ap- 
propriate fee schedule for such permits. 


C) Permits issued by the City to hawk, peddle, or 
vend or for the sale of or the solicitation of the sale of 
ice cream, ice cream products or confections within 
the Downtown Mall and Environs shall be annual per- 
mits. Permits issued to conduct shows, exhibitions or 
displays of merchandise, products or goods as part of 
an organized show as promotion shall be valid only for 
the duration of the scheduled events. 


D) Permits granted may be made conditional accor- 
ding to location within Downtown Mall and Environs. 
The areas in which activities including selling, vending 
or hawking are permitted shall be reviewed annually 
y the Mall Advisory Board and approved by the 

ayor. 


E) Any applicant denied a permit to operate within 
the Downtown Mall and Environs may appeal the 
denial to City Council. 


F) The Mall Advisory Board shall recommend and 
the City Coucnil shall review ans approve the rules and 
regulations recommended by the Mall Advisory Board 
for the issuance of permits, denial of permits and 
revocation of approved permits within the Downtown 
Mall and Environs. 


Sec. 24A-8. Permit Revocation. 


A) The director of parks and recreation may after 
consultation with the city attorney and a hearing con- 
ducted pursuant to this section recommend to the City 
Council that a permit issued under this chapter be 
revoked for violating any state law, city ordinances, or 
for damaging, defacing, injuring, altering or removing 
the mall or any portion thereof, or endangering 
pedestrians or vehicles thereupon. 


B) Prio to such recommendation, the director of 
parks and recreation shall serve notice in writing on 
the holder of the permit of the time, place and date of 
the hearing. The notice shall be served upon the per- 
mit holder a minimum of ten (10) days before the 
scheduled hearing and contain a reasonably definite 
statement of the reason or reasons the permit holder is 
alleged to have violated. The notice shall inform the 
permit holder that he may appear in person with or 
without counsel, may produce witnesses on his own 
behalf and shall have the right to cross-examine 
witnesses who testify against him. Any hearing con- 
ducted by the director of parks and recreation pur- 
suant to this section shall include a full consideration 
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of the issues involved and a determination of facts on 
the basis of evidence presented. If after a proper hear- 
ing the director of parks and recreation determines 
that the permit should be revoked, he shall within five 
(5) days notify the City Council in writing with a 
recommendation that the permit be revoked. 


Section 2. All ordinances or parts of ordinances in- 
consistent with the provisions hereof are hereby 
repealed. 


Section 3. This ordinance shall take effect thirty (30) 
days from its passage unless given immediate effect by 
the City Council.

Dear President Belen and 
Members of City Council: 


As you know the above referenced lawsuit was 
recently filed against the City of Lansing and the 
Board of Water & Light. The suit challenges a recent 
increase in water rates by the Board of Water & Light 
on a number of bases. Most importantly, the suit 
challenges the inclusion of a 3% % ‘‘return on equity”’ 
in the rate structure and additionally challenges the 
payment of that fee by the Board of Water & Light to 
the City of Lansing. It seeks the return of all such 
monies paid by the Board to the City since 1970 and a 
rebate of those amounts by the Board to its customers. 


In light of the very specialized nature of utility rate 
challenges and in light of the importance of the matter 
to the Board of Water & Light, the Board of Water & 
Light desires to retain outside counsel to represent it in 
the above referenced cause. Because of the fact that he 
has special expertise in the field of utility rate making 
and because he has gained a great deal of knowledge 
of the Board’s procedures in the course of his 
representation of the Board in the Village Green case, 
the Board specifically requests that they be allowed to 
retain Mr. Bill Parsley to represent them in this case. 
Given the fact that the City and the Board of Water & 
Light share the same interest in this cause, the Board 
of Water & Light has also suggested that the City may 
wish to retain Mr. Parsley to represent its interest in 
the matter also with the fees for the representation to 
be split between the Board of Water & Light and the 
City of Lansing on a basis to be agreed upon. The 
Board of Water & Light therefore requests permission 
from City Council to retain Mr. Parsley as its attorney 
in the above referenced cause. 


This office has discussed the matter with the Board 
of Water & Light and concurs in the Board of Water & 
Light’s request and recommends City Council’s ap- 
proval of the representation. Additionally, this office

Dear President Belen and 
Members of City Council 


As you are aware, Ms. Elena Gravina filed a lawsuit 
against the City in the early part of this year alleging 
that her discharge as executive secretary to the Mayor 
was wrongful and seeking reinstatement and recovery 
of back wages. 


In response to the wishes of the City’s administra- 
tion and Lansing City Council, this office has engaged 
in numerous discussions and attempts to reach settle- 
ment of the matter short of trial. Recently, this office 
and the Mayor met with Ms. Gravina’s legal represen- 
tative to make a final attempt at settling this case short 
of trial. As a result of that meeting a tentative settle 
ment has been agreed upon subject to approval by 
Lansing City Council. 


According to the terms of that settlement, Ms. 
Gravina will be reinstated as a City Employee as a 
senior secretary in the Redevelopment Division of 
Lansing’s Department of Planning and Municipal 
Development. The position in which she will be placed 
will be upgraded to a pay level of 29 and she will be 
placed in step 7 of that pay level. She additionally will 
have the thirty two days of vacation time, compen- 
satory time and personal leave which she had at the 
termination of her employment by the City restored to 
her record and will receive a payment of $4,300.00 
from the City. She will additionally have her full 
seniority reinstated for all purposes, including retire- 
ment credit and longevity bonus for this year. Finally, 
her personnel record will contain nothing which 
reflects negatively upon herein connection with her re- 
cent separation from City employment and she would 
be allowed to put an explanation of that separation in 
a form to be agreed upon between her and the City of 
Lansing in the personnel record if she desires. In 
return for the above Ms. Gravina will agree to drop all 
claims against the Mayor and the City of Lansing 
which result from her termination. 


While it is my opinion that the above described set- 
tlement is extremely generous in nature, I nonetheless 
recommend approval of the settlement in light on Ms. 
Gravina’ long and fruitful prior service to the City and 
in light of the fact that there is a significant potential 
risk to the City of an adverse judgement in the event 
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that this matter goes to the jury trial for which it has 
been scheduled. 


Your expeditious consideration of this proposed set- 
tlement would be very much appreciated.

On August 30, 1982, the City Council received a let- 
ter from James R. Hankins, claiming damages to 
doorways of his apartment building in the amount of 
$82.72. According to Mr. Hankins, on July 19, 1982, 
members of the Lansing Police Department Metro 
Squad broke open three doors at 126 Garden Street, 
Lansing. 


An investigation by the office of Police Chief 
Richard A. Gleason, determined the following facts: 
On the 30th of July at approximately 3:20 a.m., 
several Lansing police officers operating in concert 
with the Tri-County Metro Narcotics Squad executed 
a search warrant on the premises of 126 Garden Street, 
Lansing. When their requests to open the doors im- 
mediately were not met, the doors were kicked open. 
It is for this damage that Mr. Hankins now makes 
claim. 


According to statutory law, municipalities are im- 
mune from tort liability in cases where government 
agents are engaged in the exercise or discharge of 
government functions, MCLA 691.1407; MSA 
3.996(107). Clearly, the execution of a valid search 
warrant, leading to the subsequent seizure of illicit 
drugs and arrests of persons on the premises, con- 
stitutes such a governmental function.

On the 15th of October, 1982 the City Council 
received a letter from James John Austin alleging 
damages to the exhaust system and body of his vehicle 
resulting from striking a raised sewer cover in a north- 
bound lane of S. Clippert, one block south of E. 
Michigan. Mr. Austin claims that as a result of having 
struck this sewer cover on September 26, 1982, he has 
incurred expenses in the amount of $381.43. 


Howard G. McCaffery, Director of Public Service, 
has reported to this office that an investigation in that 
area determined that the sewer cover at that location 
was 3/4 of an inch or less, above the surrounding 
asphalt. According to the senior maintenance super- 
visor from the Public Works Division, such a minimal 
difference between the surface and the cap does not 
constitute a hazardous condition. Furthermore, it 
seems extremely unlikely that this particular cap could 
have caused damage of the nature and extent alleged 
by Mr. Austin. 


Even had the sewer cap at issue been responsible for 
the damage, as the City was not aware of the defective 
condition prior to the time of the damage, statutory 
law excepts the City from liability, MCLA 691.1403; 
MSA 3.996(104). It is therefore the recommendation 
of this office that this claim be denied.

After the untimely death of the Court’s Chief Pro- 
bation Officer in late December 1981, the Judges 
chose not to fill that position because of information 
from the City Council and Administration that the Ci- 
ty was facing a fiscal crisis. This has resulted in a com- 
bined savings for the last half of fiscal 1981-82 and the 
first half of 1982-83 of approximately $43,000 in- 
cluding salary and fringe benefits. 


The Judges feel that the operation of the Court 
should no longer be handicapped by this disadvan- 
tage. 


The Chief Probation Officer supervises four other 
probation officers and three deputy clerks. Full time 
supervision of the department is essential to maintain 
a high level of quality in performance. 


The Chief Probation Officer also carries a modified 
caseload. The other officers carry a caseload that now 
far exceeds state standards. 


We estimate it would cost approximately $12,000 
excluding fringe benefits to fill the position effective 
January 1, 1983 through the end of the fiscal year. We 
would be glad to meet with you and provide further 
detail. We respectfully request the City Council to 
grant the Court an appropriation for this purpose.

SUBJECT: Interim Report on the City’s Financial 
Condition 


This report represents the second in a series of mon- 
thly reports on the City’s Financial condition, The 
first report was presented on October 28, 1982 for the 
3 month period ending September 30, 1982. This 
report covers the 4 month period ending October 31, 
1982. Emphasis is on new information and on any ma- 
jor policy changes affecting revenues and expenditures 
forecast. Attached is a “STATEMENT OF 
REVENUES, EXPENDITURES AND CHANGES 
IN FUND BALANCE”. 


I had previously recommended that budget revenue 
estimates for this fiscal year be reduced by a total of 
$860,000 to reflect a revised forecast for the City In- 
come Tax $500,000, State Shared Revenues $200,000 
and Fire Ambulance Fees $160,000. I continue to 
make this recommendation after reviewing activity in 
the month of October. 


City Income Tax—Actual collections thru October 
31 per the financial report represent 33% of the 
budget revenue estimate for the year. However, for a 
proper comparison of trends, we must include the se- 
cond quarter employer deposits which are received 
and deposited over the period of October 28 thru 
November 4. Actual City income tax collections thru 
November 4th are $6,426,146 compared to $6,676,906 
for the same period a year ago. This represents 43% of 
the budget revenue estimate for this year compared to 
48% a year ago. The trend of City Income Tax collec- 
tions continues to fall below collections for the same 
period of a year ago. Information on quarterly income 
tax collections as reconciled to quarterly employer 
deposits are shown below: 


First Quarter Collections—This Year $3,007,498; 
Last Year $3,195,649; Difference $(188,151) 


Second Quarter Collections—This Year 3,418,648; 
Last year $3,481,257; Difference (62,609) 


Actual Collections—2 Quarters—This year 
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$6,426,146; Last Year $6,676,906; Difference 
$(250,760) 


Third Quarter Collections (Estimate + 5%)—This 
year 3,925,893; Last Year 3,738,946; Difference 
186,947 


Fourth Quarter Collections (Estimate + 5%)—This 
year 3,461,810; Last year 3,296,962; Difference 
164,848 


Estimated Total for Fiscal 1982-83—This year 
$13,813,849; Last year 13,712,814; Difference 101,035 


Budget Revenue Estimate 1982-83—$14,800,000 


As shown above, even if we should gain a 5% 
growth in the City Income Tax for the second half of 
the fiscal year, we would fall approximately one 
million dollars short of the budget revenue estimate of 
$14,800,000. 1 continue to recommend however that 
you make an adjustment to the City Income Tax 
estimate of $500,000 at this time from $14,800,000 to 
$14,300,000. 


After reviewing collection for the third quarter dur- 
ing the early part of February 1983 at which time we 
will also have available investment figures for the first 
half of the year, | will make a final recommendation to 
you for additional revenue adjustments in City In- 
come Tax. To some extent there will be an offset in in- 
vestment return from higher interest rates which have 
prevailed until this time. 


State Shared Revenues—I continue to recommend 
to you a reduction of $200,000 in the budget revenue 
estimate for state shared revenues from 6.9 million 
dollars to 6.7 million dollars. 


Fire Reimbursement Fee—At the Committee of the 
Whole session on budget policy the City Council con- 
curred in the elimination of this proposed fee at this 
time. The budget revenue adjustment is $160,000. 


Other Information on Revenue Accounts 


Interest Earnings on Investment—A review of first 
quarter investment return indicated a trend which will 
exceed the budget revenue estimate of $1,500,000 for 
this year. This is due to the higher yield on investments 
purchased before interest rates began to drop. The 
budget revenue estimate was based on an average 8% 
interest rate. Short term interest rates have just about 
reached that level at this time. I will be in a better posi- 
tion to make a revised budget revenue estimate for the 
year after the quarterly closing at December 31, 1982. 


Business Licenses and Permits—Actual collections 
thru October show a $6,000 increase from the same 
period of a year ago. This results from an increase in 
the sale of permits for mechanical devices (video 
games). : 


Non-Business Licenses and Permits—Actual collec- 
tions thru October show a $32,000 increase from the 
same period of a year ago. Most of this increase results 
from activity related to the 100 Block project. 


October expenditure trends remain consistent with a 
year ago and I continue to forecast an excess of expen- 
ditures over revenues this fiscal year of ($1,800,000). 
The analysis of Fund Balance Statement remains un- 
changed from the previous report. 


I have attached for your consideration the recom- 
mended transfer resolutions totaling $860,000.

On June 29, 
Freidberg and JARCO filed the above referenced peti- 
tion with the Michigan Tax Tribunal alleging that a 
parcel of commercial real property located at 330 S. 
Washington Square had been assigned an assessed 
value for property tax purposes in excess of 50% of its 
true cash value for tax year 1982 and therefore was il- 
legally assessed. The City of Lansing filed an answer in 
the matter asserting that the assessed value was not in 
excess of 50% of the property’s true cash value and 
®ierefore was legally assessed. 


Pursuant to the Michigan Tax Tribunal rules, a 
counsel conference was held in the City Assessor’s Of- 
fice. Representatives from both the petitioner and the 
City Assessor’s office were present. 


Based upon a complete review of the information 
submitted by the representatives of the petitioner, a 
tentative settlement was agreed to by the parties in this 
matter, Pursuant to that agreement, the petitioners are 
willing to agree that the assessed value of the property 
for tax year 1982 should be $280,000. While this 
amount is somewhat less than the $327,800 at which 
the property had been intially assessed by the City 
Assessor, it reflects the market price at which the sub- 
ject property was sold during 1981.

This offices’ recommendation for settlement is 
presented to you in accordance with provisions of the 
Lansing City Charter. 1 am recommending settlement 
of this matter in the amount of Three Thousand Seven 
Hundred fifty Dollars ($3,750.00). 


On October 8, 1981, Plaintiff filed her law suit in 
the Federal District Court for the Western District of 
the State of Michigan. She requests replacement hous- 
ing benefits in the amount of Fifteen Thousand 
Dollars ($15,000.00) plus her attorneys fees. 


The City of Lansing bought Plaintiff’s house at 
1229 New York Avenue on January 22, 1980, as part 
of its plan for neighborhood development. The City 


1982 a representative of Sidney 
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paid Plaintiff’s moving expenses in the amount of Five 
Hundred Dollars ($500.00) but denied her claim for 
replacement housing monies on the basis that Plaintiff 
did not occupy her home one hundred and eighty days 
prior to initiations for acquisition. 


Plaintiff's home at 1229 New York Avenue was 
posted ‘‘Don’t Occupy’’ by the building department 
in July, 1978, because of its substandard condition. 
Plaintiff began living with her parents at or about that 
time but continued to keep many of her belongings at 
the 1229 New York residence. It is also anticipated 
that Plaintiff and her neighbors will testify that she 
continued to maintain contacts with the residence, 
such as continuing various utility services, maintaining 
a telephone and frequent visits to the residence. Plain- 
tiff will also testify that she was hoping to obtain a 
rehabilitation loan for which she applied in December 
1977. 


While the federal statute and regulations require oc- 
cupancy one hundred and eighty days prior to initia- 
tion negotiations in order to qualify for replacement 
housing benefits, various federal courts have 
acknowledged the concept of ‘‘Constructive Occupan- 
cy’ as qualifying one for replacement housing 
benefits. Since Plaintiff maintained several contacts 
with her residence and was directed not to occupy the 
building it is not unlikely that a Court would award 
her Fifteen Thousand Dollars ($15,000.00) in replace- 
ment housing benefits plus attorneys fees of Three to 
Four Thousand Dollars. 


In view of the foreging, the obvious costs, both 
direct and indirect of spending two to three days in 
trial it is the recommendation of this office that this 
case be settled for the sum of Three Thousand Seven 
Hundred fifty Dollars ($3,750.00).

I. The Court wishes to advise the Council that final 
agreement (contingent on Council approval only) has 
been reached between the 54-A District Court and 
Teamsters Local #580 on the second. and third year 
wage opener of our current three (3) yeat contract.

Pursuant to law, we are referring this matter to you —

Director Benjamin Hooks, and others during general 
sessions, Over sixty-five workshops were held dealing 
with a broad range of employment related topics such 
as: Industrial Development Packaging; Technological 
Advances: Challenge for Employment and Training; 
Local Government and PIC Decision Making; the 
Governors Role in the New Job Training; Welfare 
—Cutting Costs through Training and Job Placement; 
Marketing Programs to the Private Sector; etc. 


The conference came at an opportune time, because 
the new act requires local governments to terminate all 
of our CETA programs by September 30, 1983 and 
begin operation of the new programs on October I, 
1983. Although the new law has many similarities to 
the current CETA programs we participate in through 
the Lansing Tri-County Regional Manpower Consor- 
tium, a greater role has been given to local business 
through a “‘partnership’’ between local government 
and private industry councils. Because of the history 
of close and effective cooperation between the Lans- 
ing Tri-County Regional Manpower consortium and 
our private industry council, we should be able to 
make the transition to the new structure with minimal 
disruptions. We will no longer receive funds directly 
from the federal government, but funds will pass 
through the State by formula to local service delivery 
areas. The new law prohibits public service employ- 
ment programs and attempts to concentrate funds on 
training versus income maintenance by restricting 
work experience program wages and classroom train- 
ing allowance payments. 


In the opening general session Representative Jef- 
fords outlined the key provisions of the new act and 
charged local government officials and business 
leaders with the responsibility to work together, in the 
design and operation of local programs to train and 
place unemployed economically disadvantaged per- 
sons into jobs. He also stated that local government’s 
role and the PIC’s role in working with Congress to 
establish the new law was not finished with the signing 
of the law by the President. Jeffords expressed con- 
cern about the policies and initial draft regulations 
prepared by the U.S. Department of Labor and stated 
that ‘‘unless we are vigilant, the law could be misinter- 
preted or ignored in regulation and unintended re- 
quirements established.’’ Jeffords announced that as 
ranking Republican on the House Employment and 
Training Subcommittee he was going to call for con- 
gressional oversight hearings concerning the Depart- 
ment of Labor’s proposed regulations. We have learn- 
ed that House oversight hearings are scheduled for 
Thursday, December 9, 1982, and the staff of the Lan- 
sing Tri-County Consortium is working with NACO 
to prepare NACO’s testimony on the regulations, 
Because of time constraints, the House is not schedul- 
ing individual testimony on the regulations. 


Robert Guttman, Majority Staff Member of the 
Senate Subcommittee on Employment and Training, 
and Patricia Hogue, Director of the National Com- 
mission on Employment Policy, agreed that the new 
displaced workers program contained in JTPA will be 
a major challenge to implement. The displaced

workers program will be operated by the State but will 
require close coordination with local service delivery 
areas, elected officials, and PIC’s. Displaced workers 
will fit more easily into mainstream educational and 
training institutions than did disadvantaged CETA 
participants, Guttman said. The hard part will be ac- 
curately identifying growth industries to avoid expen- 
sive investments in training for jobs that won’t exist, 
he said. Hogue, meanwhile., warned that retraining 
programs must be carefully designed. ‘‘There’s a 
temptation to put a lot of money into a displaced 
workers programs without understanding the nature 
of the problem,”’ she said. The displaced workers pro- 
gram currently is not scheduled to start until next year, 
but Senator Quale, R-Indiana, has said that he will ask 
for $50 million in start-up money. Susan Grayson 
McGuire, House Employment and Training Subcom- 
mittee Majority Staff, suggested that $200 million 
would be a more reasonable amount given the 
unemployment situation. In any case early involve- 
ment of local government, business, labor and educa- 
tion will be critical to successful implementation of the 
displaced workers program. 


As you know from the news media, Congress and 
the President are proposing a five cent gas tax increase 
in repair highways and bridges while creating up to 
320,000 jobs. While details of these proposals are sket- 
chy, it does not appear that they are talking about a 
massive ‘‘Public Service Employment Program’? like 
the one under CETA. The City will certainly watch the 
development of these proposed laws with interest 
given the condition of our bridges and roads and our 
unemployment situation. 


With the transition to the Job Training Parnership 
Act (with new roles for the federal, state, local govern- 
ments, and business), the new displaced workers pro- 
gram, and the numerous proposals for new employ- 
ment programs appearing in Washington, our Local 
Employment and Training Consortium will have a 
busy year.

Dear Council President Belen and Members: 


It was my great pleasure to represent the City of 
Lansing in Los Angeles, California at the U.S. Con- 
gress of Cities sponsored by the National League of 
Cities from November 27th through December Ist, 
1982. 


While at this very large Congress, I had the oppor- 
tunity to meet with representatives of several private 
consulting firms and received valuable information 
and recommendations from them. I had personal 
discussions with several other mayors and council 
members representing cities throughout the country 
and received many new ideas from them. I also attand- 
ed a number of conferences and workshops, which in 
turn presented me with new ideas and new insight. It is 
my hope in coming months as I staff several of these 
ideas and present them to Council for your approval, 
that we will be able to save the taxpayers of Lansing a 
great deal of money as a result of what I have learned 
at this Congress. It also helped greatly to realize after 
discussions with other elected officials that we are do- 
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ing many things very well here in the City of Lansing. 
It helps sometimes to be able to increase one’s own self 
confidence and be optimistic about one’s own City 
even if it does come at the expense of somebody else. 


On Saturday, November 27th I attended a policy 
leaders seminar from 9:00 a.m. to 5:00 p.m. which 
covered such areas as costing and pricing city services, 
contracting certain city services out, cash and invest- 
ment management, and improving municipal produc- 
tivity. 


On Monday morning, President Reagan addressed 
more than 5,000 delegates and guests and came very 
close to endorsing the renewal of federal revenue shar- 
ing. The National League of Cities of course is seeking 
an increase in the amount of funding as well as 
renewal of Revenue Sharing. President Reagan stress- 
ed that he came before us with ‘‘no magic wand’’ and 
that he was ‘‘fighting in Washington to reduce, not in- 
crease the big spending that keeps our federal budget 
out of balance.” 


President Reagan made the following points. He 
will proceed after the first of the year with an amended 
federalism package to ‘‘return responsibilities and 
commensurate resources to the level of government 
closest to the people.”’ The package will include man- 
datory pass-through provisions to protect local units 
of government. He pledged that ‘‘this initiative will 
not be a vehicle for budget savings on either side.’’ He 
made a commitment to “‘continuing a direct relation- 
ship between the federal government and our nation’s 
cities.’ He asked the delegates to urge Congress to 
pass in this session the nickel per gallon highway ‘‘user 
fee’’ or gasoline tax proposal the administration is 
now proposing. The National League of Cities has 
been advocating such an increase to help rebuild the 
nation’s highway infrastructure. 


The President also made a strong pitch for enter- 
prise zones, which would provide tax breaks for 
private industry participating in the program. He call- 
ed on Congress to clear in the lame duck session 
legislation establishing the enterprise zones designed 
to spur economic development in inner-cities. 


He reiterated his opposition to ‘temporary band- 
aids and placebo’ to spur the economy, and he again 
said that his economic program is beginning to pay 
off. He said that because of the huge federal deficit 
“in a very real sense our coffers are empty.’’ ‘‘We 
have as I have said, sizably reduced the annual in- 
crease in spending but there is no way we can eliminate 
by budget cuts alone the structural deficit built into 
the budget nor can it be eliminated by raising taxes,” 
Reagan said. He contended that huge federal deficits 
can be eliminated only by continuing to stimulate the 
economy with income tax cuts which he said will even- 
tually produce increased revenues. ‘‘The only way to 
cure our problems is to get the economy moving 
again’, he said. ‘‘One of the best ways to stimulate 
the economy is to give the American worker a tax 
breake and cut his or her tax rates.”’ 


The President indicated several times that we must . 


rely less on Washington and more on our own 
resources. I viewed the reception of the President’s 


remarks by the audience as cordial but not en- . 


thusiastic. 


After the President’s speech, I attended seminars on 
rethinking the federal system, particularly as it per- 
tains to tax and finance. I attended another workshop 
on the more effective leveraging of the federal tax 
code by cities. Later in the afternoon, I attended a 
workshop on how to stream-line the economic devel- 
ment process within City government. 


On Tuesday morning, | attended workshops on 
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strategies for the local funding of human services and 
on the growth opportunities involved in interna- 
tionalizing one’s city. In the afternoon, I attended a 
forum on public-private partnerships and a workshop 
on business retention and expansion. In the business 
meeting on Wednesday morning and afternoon, we 
passed a number of resolutions. 


We passed a resolution that calls for the retention 
and strengthening of the concept of progressive 
federal taxation as opposed to the flat rate system 
which is being pushed in some corners. We passed a 
resolution recommending a national program to 
restore the health of the American steel industry, to in- 
clude a five year moratorium on subsidized steel im- 
ports, the retraining and support of workers out of 
jobs, and labor-management cooperation on wage and 
price stabilization and quality control. 


We passed a resolution asking Congress to do away 
with the exemptions of federal facilities from the 
Clean Water Act. We passed a resolution supporting a 
right-to-know disclosure provision for sources of 
hazardous wastes. We passed a resolution opposing a 
further reduction in energy conservation and solar 
energy programs as recommended by the President. 
Another resolution calls for a moratorium on natural 
gas price increases, especially for home heating. 


Another resolution opposes the current administra- 
tion’s housing policies. We passed a resolution calling 
for an end to the practice of reducing federal funds 
that benefit children. We passed a resolution re- 
questing that the U.S. Department of Education be re- 
tained as a Cabinet position and as a separate federal 


department. We passed a resolution calling for a . 


tougher immigration law with stronger border con- 
trols. We passed a resolution calling for the establish- 
ment of a strict consultation system between federal 
and local officials pertaining to the placement of 
tefugess in local governmental areas. We passed a 
resolution calling for the defeat of Senate bill 2171 
pertaining to cable television and stated that we want 
to see the terms and conditions of franchises left 
within the control of cities. 


The most controversial item of business was a 
separate resolution calling for a halt in the ‘“‘testing, 
production and further deployment of nuclear 
weapons’’. It failed to gain enough support to reach 
the floor of the business meeting. 


Perhaps the most important resolutions dealt with 
the National League of Cities’ position on President 
Reagan’s new Federalism proposals. These resolutions 
stated that the Federalism proposals are unacceptable 
as they were presented earlier in the year and that the 
League could support the proposed ‘‘swap”’ of state 
assumption of aid to families with dependent children, 
for Federal assumption of Medicaid, only if adequate 
funding for all programs is assured, if the Federal 
government sets benefit standards for the States, and 
if Federal funds are used to supplement programs in 
states lacking the fiscal capacity to meet the benefit 
standards. We said that we could support the ‘“‘turn 
back’? of Federal program responsibilities and 
revenues only if adequate Federal funds are available 
for all of the turned back programs with no reduction 
or phase out of aid, if one hundred percent of funds 
for programs that are now direct municipal programs 
is passed through to municipal governments; if 
distribution of Federal funds for the program turned 
back is based partly on the fiscal capacities of states, 
provided that the disparities are not result of Federal, 
State or municipal legislation; if States gain the agree- 
ment of local elected officials on plans to opt out of 
programs, shift subtantial funds from one program to 
another, consolidate programs in a “‘super revenue 
sharing’ or make other changes in state/local rela- 
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tions; if the turn back is considered an experiment to 
be evaluated in five years; if Federal requirements for 
maintaining current State fiscal efforts are more effec- 
tive; and if General Revenue Sharing, Community 
Development Block Grants for entitlement cities and 
Urban Development Action Grants and Federal Ur- 
ban Mass Transportation programs remain direct 
Federal local programs. 


The resolution on Revenue Sharing stresses the im- 
portance of general revenue sharing for cities and 
defines the features that should be included in legisla- 
tion reauthorizing the program. It states in part ‘the 
viability of local government and its place as a strong 
partner in the Federal system are dependent on the 
program’s continuation. Reenactment of an expanded 
general revenue sharing program must be a priority of 
the 98th Congress.’” 


We also said that the program must be kept separate 
from other Federal proposals including the program 
proposed for turning back to the states. The League 
supports legislation ‘‘to continue revenue sharing’s 
long-standing role as a separate program that provides 
direct assistance to local governments.’’ The resolu- 
tion further states that local governments must con- 
tinue to be the principal eligible program participants 
and there must be enough funds in the program to 
help compensate for inflation and help off-set reduc- 
tions in Federal urban programs. 


We went on to say that authorization should be on 
an entitlement basis for five years to insure continuity 
and dependability. 


Another separate resolution calling for a tax on 
alcoholic beverages to be used to provide shelter and 
support services for the homeless, did not receive suf- 
ficient votes to be considered. 


At the same annual business meeting, Charles 
Royer, Mayor of Seattle, was unanimously elected 
president of the National League of Cities for 1983. 
George Latimer, Mayor of St. Paul, was unanimously 
chosen first vice-resident and George V. Voinovich, 
Mayor of Cleveland, was unanimously chosen as se- 
cond vice-president. 


_Eleven local elected officials and four State League 
directors were elected to the Board of Directors for 
two-year terms. 


I firmly believe that my attendance at this congress 
was very beneficial to the residents and taxpayers of 
the City of Lansing. I look forward to working with 
the Council in our attempt to take advantage of some 
of the excellent ideas being used so successfully in 
other cities.

Dear President Belen and 
City Council Members: 


On the 11th of October, 1982 the City Council 
received a letter on the behalf of Madeline M. Gardner 
stating a claim against the City of Lansing in the 
amount of $47.50 for labor and damages incurred as a 
result of a sewer back up at her residence at 541 E. 
Howe Avenue. 


Information provided by the Public Service Depart- 
ment and an examination of the telephone log indicate 
that the Public Service Department received a call at 
8:38 p.m. on October 6. 1982 concerning a sewer back 
up at 541 E, Howe Avenue. By 9:25 p.m. that same 
evening the Public Service Deaprtment had respond- 
ed, found a plug in the City main and cleared the 
sewer. 


Although the plug was in the City sewer, MCLA 
691.1407; MSA 3.996(107) immunizes a municipality 
from tort liability where the municipaltiy is engaged in 
the exercise and discharge of a governmental function. 
The term ‘‘governmental function”? has been limited 
in scope by court decisions to include those activities 
which can be effectively accomplished only by govern- 
ment. See Parker v Highland Park, 414 Mich 183; 273 
NW2d 403 (1978). In the instant case, it is clear that 
construction, operation and maintenance of the City 
of Lansing sewer system would fall within the confines 
of the aforementioned statute and case authority. It 
would follow that the City of Lansing is immune from 
liability even if it could be established that the Public 
Service Department was negligent on the date in ques- 
tion. 


In view of the fact that the City of Lansing respond- 
ed reasonably to those conditions and the fact that the 
operation of the City’s sewage system is clearly a 
governmental function, it is the recommendation of 
this office that this claim be denied.

On December 2, 1982 the City Clerk docketed in the 
letter from Joseph and Becky Pratt of 1804 Drexel 
claiming damages in the amount of $23.40. According 
to the letter, on November 7, 1982, the Pratts ex- 
perienced basement flooding due to sewer back-up. 
When a rented auger was run through the line, the 
Pratts discovered that tree roots were creating the 
blockage. 


While there is little doubt that the tree roots may be 
the source of the difficult, and while the tree may in 
fact be on the City easement, the private owner’s con- 
necting line to the public sewer is required by law to be 
maintined by the owner at his or her own expense. See 
Code of Ordinances of the City of Lansing, Chapter 
27, § 51. Furthermore, in that the operation and 
maintenance of sewers is a governmental function, 
municipal immunity from liability would shield the Ci- 
ty from liability in such an instance, MCLA 691.1407.
